1.  Introduction. 

In  the  preface  to  the  very  excellent  book  on  *' English  Prisons 
Under  Local  Government",  by  Sidney  and  Beatrice  Webb,  Bernard 
Shaw  makes  this  sweeping  statement  for  all  books  on  crime : 

''Therefore,  if  any  person  is  addressing  himself  to  the  perusal 
of  these  dreadful  books  in  the  spirit  of  a  philanthropist  bent  on  re- 
forming a  necessary  and  beneficient  public  institution,  I  beg  him  to 
put  it  down  and  go  about  some  other  business.  It  is  just  such  re- 
formers who  have  in  the  past  made  the  neglect,  oppression,  corrup- 
tion, and  physical  torture  of  the  old  common  gaol  the  pretext  for 
transforming  it  into  that  diabolical  den  of  torment,  mischief,  and 
damnation,  the  modern  prison. 

"If,  on  the  contrary,  the  reader  comes  to  the  books  as  a  repentant 
sinner,  let  him  read  on." 

To  this  I  would  say  ' '  amen ' ',  for  it  is  not  to  the  self-righteous,  nor 
to  the  sentimentalist  nor  to  the  dreamer  nursing  a  panacea  that 
we  may  look  for  aid  in  this  frightfully  exasperating,  difficult  and 
complicated  problem  of  crime.  The  mental  world  is  as  neatly  and 
exactly  ordered  by  causal  laws  as  the  physical  world.  Crime  pre- 
sents no  exception  to  this  rule  of  cause.  Crime  is  in  no  wise 
different  from  any  other  human  situation.  The  application  of  sci- 
entific method  to  the  delinquent  is  in  no  respect  different  from  the 
application  of  similar  methods  to  any  other  field  of  human  action. 
AVould  I  have  my  child  be  attentive  to  flowers  and  the  varied  life  of 
the  nearby  brook,  I  will  see  to  it  that  they  enter  his  daily  plans  and 
interests.  Do  I  desire  a  technique  in  music,  that  I  will  provide  and 
insist  upon  with  dogged  persistence  for  many  years.  Do  I  wish  him 
to  be  pink  of  cheek,  firm  of  flesh,  elastic  in  step,  of  tireless  energy, 
free  from  food  aversions,  well-grounded  in  proper  habits  of  eating, 
I  know  the  exacting  price. 
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Nature  is  a  relentless  bookkeeper  as  well  as  judge  holding  a  per- 
petual court  of  equity.  In  the  field  of  hygiene,  in  the  field  of  educa- 
tion, in  the  field  of  aesthetics  we  expect  the  laws  of  habit  to  operate 
with  unerringness.  We  concede,  at  once,  that  it  is  difficult  to  pro- 
phecy, for  habit  is  forever  conditioned  by  the  basic  biological 
equipment.  We  concede  it  is  difficult  and  complicated,  we  do  not 
for  a  moment  think  it  non-causal.  In  a  moment  of  pettishness 
when  a  lot  of  extraneous  causes  completely  upset  our  expectations, 
we  may  lose  faith  in  the  laws  of  habit.  After  all,  it  is  but  momen- 
tary. We  know  full  well  that  human  action  is  not  a  laisse-faire 
matter,  and  that  will  and  desire  and  ideal  are  not  self -initiated,  but 
are  the  products  of  summated  habit  acting  on  biological  tendency. 
Ideas  are  formed  from  the  amassed  sensory  experiences  that  occur 
with  the  greatest  frequency.  Propinquity,  economic  necessity,  sug- 
gestion and  social  imitation,  epoch  in  history,  race,  geographical  loca- 
tion with  season  and  weather ;  all  these  we  take  for  granted  in  our 
interpretation  of  history,  causes  of  war,  individual  action,  mores  and 
cultures. 

Crime  presents  no  novelty  in  cause  or  the  operation  of  cause  from 
any  angle  of  human  consideration,  be  it  habit,  environment  or 
biological  equipment.  There  is  just  this  difference.  With  historical 
and  political  movements  we  survey  facts  with  the  impersonal  attitude ; 
with  our  own  dear  ones  we  are  quick  to  supply  the  causal  alibi ;  each 
with  his  own  faults  has  positive  genius  in  "passing  the  buck"  to 
the  causal  nexus  of  circumstance  and  condition  (the  ego  must  be 
saved!).  In  dealing  with  crime  we  immediately  forsake  our  de- 
terminism. Vengeance  must  have  a  particular  object  on  which  to 
wreak  itself.  There  is  little  pap  for  fear,  vengeance  or  anger  in 
abstractions  and  generic  causes.  And  thus  while  every  New  Yorker 
or  Pittsburgher  feels  vicarious  greatness  arising  from  many  sources, 
none  is  so  repentant  a  sinner  as  to  share  the  blame  with  the  criminal. 
If  we  can  localize  the  blame  in  the  individual  we  can  exact  vengeance 
with  precision  and  satisfaction.  The  more  we  can  make  it  appear 
that  all  the  causes  for  delinquency  have  their  origin  within  the  indi 
A^dual  victim  the  more  we  may  feel  self-elation,  the  less  danger  there 
is  of  negative  self-feeling.  Writers  of  melodramas  know  this  full 
well.  The  villain,  in  order  to  make  us  get  the  full  satisfaction  out  of 
our  positive  self -feeling,  must  be  bad  with  everyone  else  on  the  stage 
oozing  goodness  from  every  pore.  He  must  be  bad  in  spite  of  us; 
it  is  highly  disconcerting  to  have  him  one  of  us. 

Trace  the  nineteen-year  old  highwayman  back  to  a  broken  home, 
the  father  killed  by  an  explosion  in  a  coal  mine ;  an  inadequate  and 
crowded  school;  mule  driving  in  a  mine  at  ten  years  of  age  in  the 
society  of  adults  without  an  iota  of  reserve  in  matters  of  sex  or 
morals;  drink  secured  with  ease  from  his  early  teens  on;  no  trade 
training,  no  vocational  guidance,  no  advice  on  matters  of  sex;  gon- 
orrhea at  fifteen ;  an  automatic  revolver  without  question  at  sixteen ; 
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leisure  time  dominated  by  entertainments  designed  to  bring  shekels 
to  amusement  producers  and  not  health,  truth,  aesthetics  or  educa- 
tion to  the  community ;  periodic  and  fitful  employment  with  shocking 
damage  to  any  habits  of  industry.  Now,  we  may  localize  the  blame ; 
we  may  say  that  the  said  James  Smith  did  knowingly  and  malicious- 
ly rob  at  the  point  of  a  revolver.  We  may  seek  relief  in  a  two  year 
penitentiary  sentence.  We  may  become  more  severe  and  seek  more 
relief  in  a  ten  year  sentence.  AVe  have  the  gratifying  feeling  of  hav- 
ing done  something  definite.  This  will  require  little  imaginative  re- 
construction of  the  habit-settings  of  this  adolescent,  no  uncertainty 
in  the  distribution  of  blame,  no  assumption  of  guilt  on  our  part.  A 
real  solution  requires  an  analysis  of  causes  in  precisely  the  same  waj' 
we  would  analyze  the  experience  of  a  man  we  wished  to  hire  for  an 
important  position. 

Let  the  reader  with  a  little  son  of  eight  or  ten  think  of  his  own 
little  boy  as  a  substitute  for  this  nineteen-year  old  highwayman. 
Let  him  think  of  the  child  kidnapped  and  spending  his  adolescent 
life^  as  a  mule  driver  under  the  conditions  just  described.  Let  him 
think  of  him  rediscovered  just  after  the  judge  has  passed  a  five  to 
ten  year  sentence.  How,  quickly,  my  dear  reader,  you  or  I  would 
demand  that  any  society  which  had  provided  the  drink,  the  revolver, 
the  perfect  setting  for  bad  social  and  leisure  habits,  which  had  pro- 
vided neither  trade  nor  schooling  of  a  proper  sort  should  take  its 
share  of  the  blame.  And  would  we  not  find  the  share  of  society 
very  large  ?     I  think  we  would. 

Spinoza,  the  uncompromising  ''apostle  of  determinism",  saw 
clearly  the  difficulty  society  is  always  bound  to  have  in  the  attempt 
to  apply  causal  interpretations  in  the  realm  of  social  ofi:enses  when 
revenge  runs  high.  In  a  recent  article,  M.  Hi.mblin  Smith,  in  dis- 
cussing Spinoza's  views  on,  determinism  and  human  emotion,  shows 
to  what  an  extent  the  latter  anticipated  modern  psychological 
interpretations  of  human  actions  and  how  slowly  we  have  come  to 
admit  such  views  when  related  to  crime  and  punishment.  Contin- 
uing in  Smith 's  words : 

"....The  ordinary  man  must  have  something  for  which  he  can  blame 
those  who  offend  against  the  laws  of  society.  It  is  often  said  that 
determinism  leaves  practical  questions  exactly  as  they  were  before. 
Generally  speaking  this  statement  is  true.  But  it  is  not  true  in  one 
important  particular.  All  ground  for  blame,  in  the  ordinary  sense  of 
that  word,  has  been  removed.  This  deprives  the  ordinary  man  of 
what  he  finds  a  great  comfort.  It  is  not  necessary  to  consider  the 
origin  of  the  concept  of  blame.  But  we  may  point  out  that  man 
always  wants  to  blame  others  for  what  he  finds  in  himself.  The 
matter  goes  much  deeper  than  the  influence  of  the  primitive  instinct 
of  vengeance.  Man  is  always  trying  to  get  rid  of  something  that 
makes  him  unhappy.     If  this  something  happens  to  be  a  wrong, 
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according  to  the  ethical  standards  of  the  herd,  he  attempts  to  escape 
his  personal  responsibility  for  it.  In  punishing  an  offender,  man  is 
trying  to  get  rid  of  a  wrong  which  he  feels  is  resident  in  himself. 
Hence  the  offender  becomes  a  convenient  scapegoat. '*  (Spinoza's 
'* Anticipation  of  Psychological  Developments"  by  M.  Hamblin 
Smith,  in  The  British  Journal  of  Medical  Psychology,  Volume  V,  Part 
IV,  1925.) 

In  a  narrow  statistical  discussion  of  the  nature  of  this  report  it 
is  quite  possible  for  both  reader  and  writer  to  lose  sight  of  the  fact 
that  back  of  the  specific  excitors  to  crime  lie  the  social  habits  of  all 
of  us,  the  habitual  ways  of  spending  our  leisure  time,  the  social  sug- 
gestions of  press  and  custom  and  a  rapidity  in  economic  change  " 
unparalled  in  history.  It  does  not  of  necessity  follow  that  society 
is  to  blame  in  the  wilful  and  wicked  sense  any  more  than  the  in- 
dividual. Eapidity  in  urbanization,  industrial  revolution,  greater 
social  complexity,  and  inventions  with  social  import  such  as  the  auto- 
mobile and  the  radio  rush  us  into  new  social  settings  with  inadequate 
laws,  inadequate  standardization  of  mores  and  customs,  inadequate 
traditions,  inadequate  housing,  and  inadequate  standards  to  meet 
the  changes.  Since  the  World  War,  especially,  it  has  been  difficult 
to  keep  social  adjustments  anywhere  near  social  needs.  We  all 
feel  it.  We  have  all  of  us  erred  and  strayed  like  lost  sheep.  Let  us 
then  attack  the  problem  with  sympathy.  Let  us  study  causes.  Let 
us  look  to  details  with  painstaking  care.  Let  us  waste  no  time 
in  blame  or  revenge. 

Take  the  one  item  of  education  with  trade  training  and  vocational 
guidance.  Here  as  elsewhere,  as  pointed  out  by  James  Harvey 
Robinson  in  ''The  Humanizing  of  Knowledge",  society  has  not  put 
into  practice  a  modicum  of  the  knowledge  in  the  hands  of  its  experts. 
It  is  a  thirty  year's  task  to  build  up  in  this  country  and  set  in  mo- 
tion adequate  educational  facilities  for  trade  training  and  vocational 
guidance.  Yet  it  is  just  such  constructive  policies  occupying  years 
of  time  that  are  needed  to  make  any  appreciable  effect  in  the  re- 
duction of  crime. 

2.  Nature  of  the  Data. 

The  statistical  tabulations,  graphs  and  discussions  in  this  report 
are  derived  from  the  following  data:  (1)  Social  Psychological 
Data;  the  Binet-Simon  Test  (Stanford  Revisions);  the  Woodworth 
Psychiatric  Questionnaire;  individual  psychiatric  examinations; 
Illinois  General  Intelligence  Test,  Examination  I  and  II,  form  2 ;  the 
Court  notes  on  the  cases;  the  Records  of  the  Parole  Department; 
correspondence  with  those  acquainted  with  or  related  to  the  offend- 
er; and  the  reports  of  the  field  worker  in  social  and  psychological 
data. 
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The  Social  Psychological  Data,  the  Binet  Test,  the  Woodworth 
Psychiatric,  the  psychiatric  examination,  and  the  reports  of  the 
field  worker  are  all  individual  case  work  requiring  a  total  of  from 
eight  to  twelve  hours  for  each  case.  The  Illinois  test  was  given  in 
small  groups  of  about  twenty  men  from  time  to  time,  partly  to 
supplement  the  Binet  test  and  partly  to  aid  in  placement  in  the 
prison  school. 

Judgment  in  an  individual  case  was  often  supplemented  by  the 
report  as  to  progress  in  the  prison  school,  the  prison  doctor's 
report,  the  man's  prison  work  record  and  his  discipline  record  as 
shown  in  the  Deputy  Warden's  office.  In  many  cases  the  general 
moral  tone,  type  of  friend,  and  habits  of  thought  of  the  prisoner  was 
supplemented  by^a  study  of  the  kind  of  letters  he  wrote  and  the  na- 
ture of  the  letters  received. 

Social  Psychological  Data.  The  social  data  sheets  are  largely 
self-explanatory,  but  a  few  remarks  are  perhaps  necessary.  The 
outside  sheet  is  filled  in  last  after  all  of  the  records  from  all  other 
sources  are  completed.  The  attempt  is  then  made  to  characterize 
the  case  as  to  class  of  ci^me  (potential  emotional,  chronic  sexual  and 
so  on).  The  Social  Hereditary  Data  sheet,  in  so  far  as  we  are  able 
to  check  with  outside  sources,  seems  to  be  correctly  reported  by  the 
prisoner.  Many,  however,  know  little  of  their  family  history. 
Wherever  the  field  worker  has  checked,  the  Home  Treatment  and 
the  Home  Conditions  are  found  to  be  less  favorable  than  represented 
by  the  prisoner.  The  nature  of  the  prisoner's  intelligence  and  his 
social  standards  rather  than  any  overt  act  of  misrepresentation  seems 
to  be  responsible  in  the  vast  majority  of  cases.  Caption  III,  Record 
of  the  Crime,  as  told  by  the  prisoner,  is  of  immense  value  in  estimat- 
ing the  individual  from  a  psychological  and  psychiatric  point  of 
view.  It  is  here,  of  course,  that  one  would  expect  the  most  by  way 
of  evasion  and  misrepresentation.  Also  the  emotional  intensity 
and  self -sympathy  exhibited  in  the  telling  are  in  many  cases  of 
great  interest  in  determining  ideals,  habitual  modes  of  thought,  par- 
anoic trends,  and  moral  and  religious  ideals.  Concerning  the  use 
of  revolver  and  other  weapons,  the  tabulation  reports  may  be  taken 
to  be  an  underestimate.  The  report  of  the  Parole  Department,  and 
the  Court  notes  are  used  to  check  the  prisoner's  report. 

The  various  items  in  the  Social  Nature  of  Crime  or  Conviction  are 
secured  partly  by  direct  question  and  partly  by  inference  from  the 
general  nature  of  the  entire  social  report.  Bad  Social  and  Leisure 
Habits  are  estimated  largely  from  the  indirect  admissions,  the  let- 
ters received  and  sent,  the  nature  of  the  home,  the  character  of  the 
recreations,  etc.

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Previous  conviction  and  reform  school  records  are  the  most  diffi- 
cult to  secure  w^ith  accuracy  of  all  the  statistical  materials.  Experi- 
ence and  subsequent  events  show  that  our  reports  on  recidivism  are 
underestimated.  Previous  prison  records  if  recent  are  on  file  in 
Washington,  D.  C,  and  eventually  reach  us.  Fines,  reform  school 
sentences,  workhouse  records  and  minor  misdemeanor  charges  do 
not  need  to  come  to  the  attention  of  the  parole  office.  In  many  cases 
the  prisoner  gives  much  more  information  than  is  contained  in  the 
official  records,  but  in  many  cases  the  field  worker  discovers  a  rather 
constant  record  of  unreported  small  offenses.  It  is  unfortunate  that 
our  records  are  so  inadequate  in  this  respect.  From  the  standpoint 
of  the  genesis  of  crime,  especially •  in  relation  to  adolescence,  misde- 
meanors of  a  minor  character  legally  may  be  of  immense  significance 
from  the  psychological  or  psychiatric  viewpoint. 

The  third  degree  statistics  are  secured  solely  from  the  statements 
of  the  prisoners.  I  am  inclined  to  believe  them.  They  concern 
police  station,  certain  men,  and  certain  crimes.  With  certain  sta- 
tions, with  certain  men  and  with  certain  crimes  we  have  no  reports. 
The  reports  are  consistent  and  coincide  with  the  best  obtainable 
reports  from  other  sources. 

The  Working  Career  reports  (VII)  are  probably  fairly  accurate 
as  to  the  type  of  work  the  man  has  engaged  in.  They  are  often 
vague  and  inaccurate  when  it  comes  to  actual  places  at  which  the 
man  has  worked. 

The  items  under  caption  VIII,  Recreations,  are  very  similar  to 
some  of  the  items  listed  under  IV,  with  this  exception.  When  listed 
under  the  IV  the  matter  is  considered  as  actually  abetting  the  crime 
committed,  when  captioned  under  VIII  the  activity  is  not  a  direct 
factor  in  the  crime  and  need  not  be  at  all  related,  even  indirectly. 

Many  items  in  the  Social  Psychological  Data  do  not  admit  of  sta- 
tisticali  treatment,  although  they  may  be  of  great  value  in  the  indi- 
vidual case.  Some  times  the  nature  of  the  question  is  such  as  to 
tread  on  matters  on  which  the  prisoner  has  acquired  habitual  caution. 
This  is  true  of  IX,  Prison  Attitude,  and  also  XI,  Social  Attitude, 
and  certain  parts  of  XIV,  Psychopathic,  especially  sex  attitudes.  The 
Preconviction  Period  (V),  Physical  Appearance  (XII),  Personality 
Size-up  (XIII),  and  certain  items  under  Psychopathic  (XIV)  are 
sometimes  vague,  sometimes  too  diversified,  and  sometimes  valueless 
when  treated  in  averages  although  of  immense  importance  in  under- 
standing the  individual  case.  Consequently  several  items  in  the 
social  data  sheet  have  not  been  subjected  to  tabular  and  statistical 
treatment. 
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The  Binet-Simon  Test.  This  test  was  administered  in  the  language 
of  the  prisoner  with  the  exception  of  a  few  scattered  cases  of  Turk- 
ish, Armenian  and  obscure  dialects.  The  Stanford  Revision  was 
used  with  the  classifications  of  intelligence  suggested  in  L.  M. 
Terman's  **Measurment  of  Intelligence". 

The  Woodworth  Psychiatric  Questionnaire.*  This  Questionnaire  of 
Professor  Robert  S.  Woodworth  consists  of  116  questions,  of  such  a 
nature  as  to  unearth  the  common  psychopathic  trends  (e.  g.  dementia 
praecox,  neurasthenia,  epilepsy,  paranoia).  Where  there  are  more 
than  twenty  atypical  answers,  or  in  some  cases  where  all  questions 
of  a  certain  class  are  atypically  answered,  the  case  is  classified  as 
''probably  psychopathic."  Those  designated  as  ''probably  psycho- 
pathic" are  turned  over  to  the  psychiatrist,  Dr.  C.  C.  Wholey,  for 
further  examination  and  more  definite  classification.  In  the  vast 
majority,  the  case  proves  to  be  "definitely  psychopathic".  As  the 
psychiatrist  has  covered  but  a  portion  of  the  atypical  cases,  the 
statistics  indicate  two  classes,  probably  psychopathic  and  definitely 
psychopathic. 

The  Illinois  General  Intelligence  Tests.  After  considerable  ex- 
perience with  men  actually  going  to  the  prison  school,  it  was  found 
that  the  grade  attained  in  school  was  a  very  difficult  thing  to  deter- 
mine from  the  statement  of  the  men  themselves.  This  was  not  due 
ordinarily  to  any  overt  attempt  to  misrepresent  but  to  the  different 
conditions  in  various  schools.  For  example,  a  negro  from  rural 
Alabama  claiming  he  had  a  fourth  grade  education  was  found  to  be 
incapable  of  second  grade  work.  And  again,  a  man  who  had  gone  to 
school  in  the  city  where  promotion  takes  place  regardless  of  ed- 
ucational advance,  will  often  be  in  the  sixth  or  seventh  grade, 
although  not  capable  of  third  grade  work.     And  often,  especially  m 

in  Southern  rural  schools,  a  term  may  be  for  only  a  few  months,  but  fl 
each  new  year  is  called  a  new  grade,  although  it  would  take  three  fl 
such  years  to  equal  the  ten  months  demanded  in  Pittsburgh  schools.  " 
By  means  of  the  Illinois  tests,  which  places  the  man  in  arithmetic  and 
reading  ability,  it  is  possible  to  approximate  his  grade  in  school.  And 
later,  when  the  prisoner  goes  to  school,  it  has  been  found  that  the 
grade  determined  from  the  Illinois  tests  is  much  more  accurate  than 
the  one  given  by  the  prisoner.  Throughout  the  tabulations  this 
test  has  been  used  to  determine  grade  placement  with  the  exception 
of  the  few  high  school  men  and  the  college  men  included  in  the 
statistics.

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3.  Explanations,  Reservations  and  Cautions. 

The  statistics  in  this  study  are  based  on  1916  cases,  prisoners  of 
the  Western  Penitentiary  of  Pennsylvania,  examined  from  January 
1924  to  January  1926.  The  examination  includes  all  of  the  inmates 
within  the  institution  during  this  period  except  those  who  were  re- 
leased before  they  were  reached  for  examination.  The  cases  con- 
stitute an  unbiased  prison  sampling,  but  it  should  be  noted  that  the 
prison  population  as  it  accumulates  over  a  period  of  years  is  not  the 
same  as  the  yearly  addition  of  new  men.  With  the  passing  of  years 
there  is  a  residue  of  ''long  timers"  and  ''lifers".  This  group  of 
1916  prisoners,  then,  is  composed  of  the  total  accumulated  prison 
population  plus  the  new  men  that  entered  during  the  two  years  in 
which  the  examination  was  in  progress  but  minus  those  released 
from  time  to  time  before  they  could  be  reached  for  examination. 

It  is  hardly  necessary  to  state  that  prison  populations  are  not  at 
all  a  cross-section  of  the  criminal  population  at  large.  The  implicit 
assumption,  at  least,  that  the  former  is  an  unbiased  sampling  of  the 
criminal  population  at  large  has  been  a  frequent  mistake  of  penol- 
ogists and  statisticians.  No  one  knows  to  what  extent  the  type  of 
person  reaching  our  penal  and  reformatory  institutions  is  repre- 
sentative of  our  criminals  when  we  take  into  consideration  all  those 
never  caught.  And  again,  if  we  define  crime  in  a  more  ethical  sense 
making  it  include  all  known  violations  of  the  basic  principles  of 
equity  and  honesty  involved  in  the  theory  of  law,  whether  legally 
evadable  or  not,  it  becomes  highly  speculative  and  doubtful  how 
much  our  penitentiary  cases  are  at  all  representative  of  the  criminal 
classes  in  this  broader  sense  of  the  word.  Of  criminals  in  the  ethical 
sense,  this  report  does  not  profess  to  contribute  any  information. 
Nevertheless  it  is  of  practical  value  to  know  the  nature  of  the  un- 
successful legal  offender,  his  habits,  his  intelligence,  his  education, 
ability,  his  sanity,  and  the  possibility  of  his  moral  and  vocational 
re-education  and  reform.  If  I  may  be  permitted  to  guess  I  should 
say  the  selective  factors  operating  with  institutional  cases  are :  lack 
of  intelligence,  lack  of  proper  legal  advice,  lack  of  political  pull, 
lack  of  a  definite  trade  and  education  (closely  linked  with  intelli- 
gence and  combined  with  unemployment),  lack  of  experience  and 
finally  lack  of  intelligent  and  carefully  premeditated  illegality. 

Every  source  of  information  has  been  tapped  and  every  available 
check  used  to  make  the  data  presented  in  this  study  as  accurate  as 
possible.  It  still  remains  quite  true  that  certain  items  in  the  statis- 
tical compilations  are  relatively  much  more  reliable  than  others :  in 
some  cases  the  item  under  consideration  is  under-estimated  or  over- 
estimated. For  example,  recidivism  is  probably  always  under-es- 
timated, for  outside  a  few  psychopaths,  no  prisoner  will  exaggerate 
his  offenses.  Serious  offenses  probably  are  checked  fairly  closely  by 
reports  from  other  institutions.     If  the  offender  has  a  reform  school 
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record  in  this  State  we  are  fairly  sure  to  know  it ;  likewise  with  his 
work  house  record.  Misdemeanors  are  not  capable  of  check.  When 
it  comes  to  legal  offenses  verging  on  vice,  they  are  legion,  without 
any  appreciable  effect  on  the  formal  records  of  delinquency.  In  con- 
trast, the  prisoner's  work  record  based  on  his  statements  is  likely  to 
be  more  rosy  than  the  facts  warrant ;  the  number  of  unskilled  laborers 
is  consequently  greater  than  the  statistics  show,  while  the  number  of 
skilled  laborers  is  correspondingly  less.  We  can  only  hope  to  secure 
a  rough  approximation  of  truth.  But  with  all  their  faults  and  in- 
accuracies, statistics  are  usually  far  nearer  the  truth  than  impress- 
ionistic estimates  of  even  the  most  experienced  prison  workers,  and 
vastly  superior  to  the  emphatic  generalizations  of  the  writers  who 
have  flooded  our  magazines  with  articles  on  crime  during  the  last 
two  years. 

The  racial  groupings  are  only  roughly  classified.  The  native 
whites,  the  negroes,  and  the  Italians  are  the  only  groups  sufficiently 
large  to  make  the  detailed  percentages  of  much  value. 

In  many  cases  it  will  be  noted  that  the  total  column  in  a  tabula- 
tion is  greater  than  the  sum  of  the  sub-captions.  For  example,  the 
total  number  of  native  white  robbers  might  be  more  than  the  total 
number  itemized  under  **Place  of  Birth''  (Rural,  Pa.,  City,  Pa., 
Outside,  Pa.,  and  Foreign  Country).  This  is  due  to  the  fact  that 
certain  cases  could  not  be  placed  under  any  one  of  the  sub-captions. 
This  discrepancy  arises  from  four  sources:  (1)  the  prisoner  does 
not  know;  (2)  prisoner  refuses  to  give  information;  (3)  ihe  exam- 
iner failed  to  get  the  item  in  his  record  while  the  prisoner  was  re- 
leased before  the  omission  was  discovered;  (4)  in  certain  cases  the 
item  under  consideration  did  :  ot  fit  under  any  caption  and  was  too 
sporadic  in  character  to  warrant  statistical  consideration.  In  all 
cases  the  statistical  inconsistency  is  too  small  to  be  of  any  importance 
m  so  far  as  trends  go. 
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4.  Correction  for  Incidence  of  Population. 

The  official  census  statistics*  for  the  thirty-three  counties  from 
which  the  Western  Penitentiary  of  Pennsylvania  draws  its  prisoners 
show  that  there  are  approximately  the  following  ratios  of  popula- 
tion for  males  of  the  several  racial  groups  over  twenty-one  years 
of  age,  using  the  native  whites  as  the  base  in  computing  the  ratios :

Heading  across  from  the  negro  we  have  the  following :  Using  the 
native  white  as  a  basis  for  comparison,  the  negro  population  is  .050 
or  one-twentieth  as  great.  Were  crime  just  as  frequent  among  the 
negro  as  among  the  white  we  would  have  42  negroes  incarcerated 
in  the  Western  Penitentiary.  But  as  an  actual  fact  we  have  575  neg- 
roes in  the  prison,  or  13.69  times  as  many  negroes  when  the  size  of 


*Compi]ed  from  the  "Pennsylvania  State  Manual"  for  1923-24.  The  census  sta- 
tistics give  the  following  figures  for  males  over  twenty-one  years  of  age:  native  white, 
693,158;  negro;  34,900;  Italian,  57,060;  Austrian,  Hungarian,  Slavish,  Croatian,  105,288; 
Polish  and  Russian,  61,135;  all  others  116,157.  All  the  populations  are  greater  than 
here  indicated ;  but  the  negro  has  undoubtedly  increased  at  the  more  rapid  rate.  How- 
ever, whatever  the  fluctuations  in  percental  increase  in  the  different  populations  the  trends 
are  substantially  as  given. 

The  State  Welfare  Department  of  Pennsylvania  made  a  Survey,  in  1925,  of  the  negro 
populations  of  all  towns  in  Pennsylvania  having  a  population  of  100  or  more  negroes  in 
the  1920  census.  For  the  thirty-three  counties  of  Western  Pennsylvania  for  towns  of 
100  negroes  or  more  in  1920  there  are  in  1925,  86,801  against  a  negro  population  of 
64,863  in  1920.*  Assuming  the  percentage  of  negro  males  over  21  years  of  age  in  the 
negro  population  to  remain  constant,  we  would  have  about  46,800  negro  males  in  1925 
in  the  thirty-three  counties  comprising  the  western  portion  of  the  state,  as  against 
34,900  used  in  this  report.  If  the  native  white  population  has  increased  at  a  fairly  con- 
stant rate  we  now  have  about  748,600  native  whites  over  twenty-one  years  of  age  in  the 
western  area  of  the  state.  The  negro  male  population  over  twenty-one  years  of  age  is 
then  .062  of  the  native  white  population  over  twenty-one  years  of  age  instead  of  .050  as 
given  in  the  accompanying  tabulation.  The  co-efficient  of  frequency  of  crime  for  the  negro 
then  becomes  11.0  instead  of  13.69.  This  would  not  change  the  position  of  the  negro  in  the 
hierarchy  of  frequency  of  crime  but  would  make  the  contrast  between  the  other  groups  a 
little  less  marked.

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each  population  is  taken  into  consideration.  Before  comparisons  can 
be  made  between  the  different  racial  groups  it  becomes  necessary  to 
reduce  them  to  a  common  proportion  relative  to  the  size  of  each 
racial  group  in  the  population  at  large  in  the  thirty-three  counties 
of  Western  Pennsylvania  under  consideration.  For  example :  the 
native  whites  commit  322  robberies,  being  38  per  cent  of  the  845 
whites  incarcerated ;  the  negro  prison  population  contains  202  robbers 
or  35  per  cent  of  the  575  men  of  this  race  we  have  confined  in  the 
penitentiary.  Our  Italian  prison  population  consists  of  245  men,  of 
whom  43,  or  17  per  cent  plus  are  robbers.  A  comparison  of  the  ab- 
solute percentages  based  in  each  case  upon  the  percentage  of  robbery 
within  the  group  under  consideration  is  of  great  value  in  studying 
the  amount  of  each  kind  of  crime  within  the  particular  group  under 
consideration.  But  for  purposes  of  cross-comparison  from  group  to 
group,  it  becomes  necessary  at  once  to  take  into  consideration  the 
size  of  each  of  these  racial  groups  in  the  population  at  large.  Making 
this  correction  by  the  use  of  column  5  in  the  accompanying  tabula- 
tion, we  have  the  native  whites  commit  322  robberies,  or  38  per 
cent.  But  when  incidence  of  population  is  kept  in  mind  with  the 
native  whites  as  the  basis  of  comparison,  the  negro  is  convicted  of 
12.61  times  (  times  13.69)  as  much  robbery  as  the  native  white. 
Or  it  may  be  put  this  way,  were  the  negro  population  as  great  as 
that  of  the  native  whites,  we  would  have  about  4060  incarcerations 
of  negroes  for  robbery  alone  (322  times  12.61). 

Again  with  the  Italians,  when  incidence  of  population  is  kept  in 
mind  with  the  native  whites  as  a  basis  for  comparison,  we  may  say 
Italians  commit  1.54  times  as  much  robbery  as  the  native  whites 
ill  times  or  3.45)  or  were  the  Italian  population  as  great  as  the 
native  white  we  would  have  about  498  incarcerations  of  Italians  for 
robbery  alone  (322  times  1.54). 

The  frequency  of  crime  within  the  different  racial  groups  (or  per- 
haps better  national-geographic  groups)  incident  to  population  is 
roughly  approximated  in  the  foregoing  table  and  will  answer  all 
practical  purposes  of  cross-comparison.  It  should  be  noted  that 
the  census  statistics  are  for  males  over  twenty-one  years  of  age  in 
the  thirty-three  counties  of  AVestern  Pennsylvania,  while  some  10 
per  cent  of  our  prisoners  are  under  twenty-one  years  of  age.  Also 
the  rapid  influx  of  negroes  recently  probably  mean^  that  the  fre- 
quency of  negro  crime  is  less  per  population  than  here  indicated. 

Tabulation  gives  the  number  of  men  (1916)  considered  in  this 
study,  itemized  as  to  crime  and  as  to  race.  From  this  Table  Tabula- 
tion 2  is  secured  which  consists  of  the  percental  distribution  of  crime 
for  each  group.  This  is  valuable  in  considering  the  criminal  tenden- 
cies in  any  particular  group,  for  example  the  negro.  In  which  case  it 
may  be  said  that  within  the  negro  group  there  is  no  embezzlement, 
five  times  as  much  robbery  as  burglary,  and  only  3  per  cent  of  rape, 
against  54  per  cent  of  predatory  offenses.     It  would  appear  that  the 
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negro  has  a  smaller  percentage  of  rape  than  any  other  group,  and 
the  smallest  amount  of  sex  crime  in  the  total,  while  the  native  white 
has  the  largest  precentage  of  sex  crimes  of  any  group.      But  if  we

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now  turn  to  Tabulation  3,  we  see  at  once  that  such  statements  have 
little  value  until  we  consider  the  frequency  of  crime  within  the 
negro  group.     The  percent  alone  would  seem  to  indicate  less  rape 
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among  the  negro  than  the  white.  But  when  we  consider  the  fre- 
quency of  crime  among  the  negroes  as  13.69  (when  the  incidence  of 
negro  and  white  population  is  taken  into  consideration),  it  becomes 
evident  that  it  is  not  true  that  the  negro  commits  relatively  less  rape 
than  the  white,  but  the  fact  is  he,  relatively  speaking,  commits  more 
than  any  other  group.  The  truth  is  concealed  by  his  relatively  high  in- 
cidence of  crime  for  nearly  all  offenses.  The  native  white  has  12 
per  cent  of  rape,  the  negro  has  3  per  cent  of  rape  (Tabulation  2), 
but  the  frequency  of  crime  among  the  negro  is  13.69  times  that  of 
the  white,  therefore  the  frequency  for  rape  among  the  negro  is  --^ 
times  13.69,  or  3.42  times  that  among  the  whites  (Tabulation  3).

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Again,  take  robbery,  with  the  native  white  as  the  unit  of  fre- 
quency. Tabulation  3  reads :  the  negro  commits  12.61  times  as  much 
robbery  as  the  native  white;  the  Italian  commits  1.63  times  as  much 
as  the  native  white;  the  Austro-IIungarian-Slavish-Croatian  group 
.41  as  much;  and  so  on.  We  may  also  make  direct  comparison  be- 
tween any  two  groups;  comparing  negro  and  Italian  robbery 
YTfl^or  7.75)  it  is  found  that  the  negro  commits  7.75  times  as  much 
crime  of  this  nature  as  the  Italian.  It  is  thus  possible  to  institute 
comparison  between  any  groups.

The  native  whites  were,  taken  as  the  basis  for  comparison  because 
they  represent  the  largest  population  by  far,  have  the  largest 
number  of  men  within  the  penitentiary,  and  commit  crimes  under 
every  caption  which  is  not  true  of  any  other  group. 

5.     Classification  of  Crime. 

The  classifications  of  crime  given  in  this  study  are  simply  the  ones 
actually  found  in  legal  practice  on  the  part  of  judges  in  Western 
Pennsylvania.  The  legal  captions  in  use  in  this  State  are  relatively 
simple  in  comparison  with  the  captions  suggested  for  the  proper  de- 
scription of  the  various  criminal  acts. 
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In  SO  far  as  I  know,  no  satisfactory  classification  of  crime,  actually 
in  use,  has  been  made  from  the  viewpoint  of  the  psychologist,  or  any 
one  interested  in  the  underlying  motives  and  habits  of  the  delinquent. 
Much  more  important  than  the  classes  of  crime  as  here  given  would 
be  a  psychological  classification  on  motive  and  habit  sets.  Were  it 
possible  to  secure  the  information  (which  it  is  not),  the  degree  of 
premeditation  would  be  of  the  greatest  value  in  determining  the  pos- 
sible degree  of  reform  and  the  nature,  the  time  and  the  length  of 
parole.  From  this  angle  crime  would  be  better  classified  under  five 
headings:  (1)  Sustained  and  prolonged  premeditation;  (2)  tem- 
porary premeditation;  (3) impulse  acts;  (4)  a  coincidental  cluster  of 
events;  (5)  habitual  dereliction.

Under  sustained  and  prolonged  premeditation  would  come  all  pro- 
fessional predatory  crimes  and  coldly  calculated  murder.  The  pre- 
datory act  is  here  definite,  business-like  and  usuall}^  free  from  any 
immediate  social  suggestion  or  emotional  pressure.     In  the  case  of 

*Carriod  to  the  nearest  whole  percentage  except  where  the  number  is  less  than  1 
percent.  This  table  shows  the  distribution  of  crime  within  each  group.  Vertical 
or  columnar  comparison  is  here  legitimate.  Horizontal  comparison  (that  is  across 
the  rows)  has  very  little  value  as  no  allowance  is  here  made  for  the  difference  in  the 
size  01  the  respective  populations  of  the  racial  or  national  groups  as  they  exist  in  the 
population  at  large   in  the  thirty-three   counties   of  Western   Pennsylvania. 
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murder,  it  is  usually  from  a  predatory  or  pathological  background 
and  in  either  case  incurable  or  practically  so.  Definite  plans  cover- 
ing months  or  years  involving  property  or  certain  controls  to  be 
accomplished  by  means  of  murder,  represent  well  established  modes 
of  thinking  not  likely  to  change.  Murder  motives  arising  from  par- 
anoic, sadistic  or  similar  pathological  reasonings,  are  not  likely  to 
change  either.  The  only  exception  w^ould  arise  in  cases  of  prolonged 
jealousy  (the  eternal  triangle  case)  which  might  have  a  very  sub- 
stantial basis  of  prolonged  premeditation,  and  yet  with  the  removal 
of  the  third  party,  the  murderer  would  return  to  a  normal  attitude 
toward  society.  But  in  the  majority  of  cases  where  there  is  pro-

longed  premeditation  the  hope  of  re-education  or  reform  is  slight. 
This  applies  equally  to  forgers,  murderers,  burglars  and  so- 
called  pyromaniacs.  The  point  to  be  made  is  that  the  nature  of 
the  crime  is  of  less  importance  than  the  nature  of  the  motive. 


*In  the  different  groups.  All  frequencies  are  here  based  on  the  native  white  population, 
and  are  proportional  to  the  population  at  large  in  the  thirty-three  counties  of  Western 
Pennsylvania,  for  each  group  under  consideration.  Comparison  by  rows  is  here  per- 
rnissable.  With  the  native  white  as  the  unit  for  comparison  for  each  crime,  it  is  now 
possible  to  consider  the  frequency  of  any  crime  in  all  the  different  groups.  This  is 
not   possible    in    Tabulations    1    and    2. 
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When  dealiiifjf  with  (IcIiiHiiiciicy  with  a  short  period  of  premedi- 
tation, we  face  an  entirely  diU'erent  attitude  and  condition  concern- 
ing: reform.  Murders  with  a  short  period  of  premeditation  fall  with- 
in an  entirely  different  class.  They  may  be  premeditated  in  the  legal 
sense  that  they  were  definitely  planned,  a  revolver  secured,  etc.,  but 
still  the  premeditation  be  of  such  short  duration,  and  be  so  shot 
through  with  emotion  that  the  criminal  act  may  be  safely  consider- 
ed as  an  atypical  act  and  not  at  all  a  sampling  of  the  individual's 
life  habits  or  ideals. 

Predatory  crime  where  circumstance,  the  pressure  of  imitation, 
and  the  gang  influence  suggest  a  thing  as  being  easy,  reneging  as 
showing  a  yellow  streak,  a  ''follow  the  leader"  spirit,  immediate 
needs  or  desire  for  the  thing  stolen  may  all  be  clearly  shown  to  be 
temporary  or  passing  in  character.  If  so,  reform  is  likely,  for  there 
is  no  period  of  sustained  premeditation,  and  no  ideals  or  habits  of 
thought  leading  to  a  serious  habit  of  committing  crime. 

It  often  happens  that  crimes  of  all  sorts  are  committed  without  any 
premeditated  basis,  either  emotional  or  predatory.  These  crimes 
are  distinctly  unplanned  and  may  arise  from  a  low  emotional  break- 
ing point  or  from  an  abnormally  provocative  environment  or  both  in 
varying  degrees  of  intensity.  In  such  crimes  the  person  is  often 
of  a  psychopathic  type,  and  may  never  premeditate,  even  in  the  im- 
mediate sense  of  the  word,  and  yet  be  tremendously  dangerous  to 
society,  and  perpetually  so.  Situations  of  an  exasperating  nature 
which  would  do  little  more  than  arouse  disgust  or  sarcastic  retort 
from  the  normal  being,  bring  these  men  to  a  state  of  uncontrollable 
agitation  and  anger  ending  in  a  complete  loss  of  perspective  and 
social  values.  As  petty  but  highh^  exasperating  social  situations  are 
bound  to  occur  continually,  the  chronically  violent,  impulsive  type 
is  a  perpetual  menace  to  society. 

Crimes  of  all  sorts  may  arise  without  prolonged  or  immediate  pre- 
meditation, without  abnormality,  and  with  fairly  normal  intelligence, 
and  where  we  have  social  control.  I  refer  to  a  coincidental  cluster 
of  events.  Here  we  have  cases  where  a  unique  combination  of  cir- 
cumstances reduces  the  fairly  normal  individual  to  an  uncontrollable 
emotional  and  suggestive  state.  Any  one  item  alone  would  not  have 
proven  sufficient  to  have  provoked  an  illegal  act.  Statistically 
speaking  a  certain  number  of  such  cases  should  arise  from  coinci- 
dence alone.  Statistically  too,  an  individual  is  not  likely  to  encoun- 
ter the  same  unusual  set  of  provocative  circumstances  a  second  time 
in  his  life,  consequently  further  criminal  acts,  on  release,  are  not 
likely. 

Finally,  there  is  the  habitual  derelict  type  with  low  intelligence 
as  the  usual  basic  cause,  although  drink,  dope  or  physical  condition 
and  misfortune  could  act  in  the  same  Avay.  There  is  lack  of  social 
comprehension,  inability  to  appreciate  social  values  and  whether 
the  problem  relates  to  criminal  conduct,  industrial  behavior,  or  per- 
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sonal  habits  of  control  and  hygiene,  the  individual  is  incapable  of 
self-guidance,  and  is  in  constant  need  of  parole — parole  long  before 
his  social  acts  become  so  dangerous  and  tragic  both  to  society  and 
himself.  The  habitual  derelict  is  not  a  professional,  as  that  implies 
a  degree  of  premeditation  not  at  all  present.  Such  persons  consti- 
tute an  economic  residue  and  are  a  continual  social  menace,  not  be- 
cause they  defy  social  codes,  not  because  they  cold-bloodedly  plan 
from  motives  of  greed  or  revenge,  but  because  they  lack  completely 
the  social  comprehension  to  behave  intelligently. 

None  of  the  foregoing  classifications  of  crime  may  be  derived  from 
official  or  legal  statistics  or  classifications.  All  crimes,  practically, 
may  be  classed  under  these  five  headings  just  discussed,  and  from 
the  standpoint  of  individual  reform  or  the  moral  trends  in  society 
such  classifications  would  be  vastly  more  important  than  the  usual 
ones  of  murder,  larceny,  forgery,  and  so  on.  In  lieu  of  the  fact  that 
we  can  not  classify  psychologically  in  terms  of  the  nature  of  the  mo- 
tive, it  is  highly  desirable  to  remember  that  all  murderers  are  not 
alike,  all  larcenies  do  not  have  a  common  denominator,  and  that  a 
murderer,  a  forger,  a  highwayman  and  an  assault  case  may  be  nearly 
identical  from  an  ethical  and  motivation  standpoint  and  consequently 
from  the  nature  and  the  possible  outcome  of  any  reform  measures. 

Four  murderers  may  be  much  more  unlike  in  all  characteristics 
related  either  to  cause  or  possible  reform  than  four  men  committing 
different  crimes.  For  example :  the  first  murderer  may  have  cal- 
culated his  crimes  coldly  and  painstakingly,  having  judiciously 
weighed  all  risks  from  every  angle  (possibly  for  a  period  of  years), 
his  objective  being  predatory.  He  is  a  near-cousin,  from  the  stand- 
point of  motive,  to  the  professional  burglar,  the  panderer  and  many 
forgerers.  The  second  murderer  has  cunning  and  premeditation, 
hi^  motive  is  the  satisfaction  of  a  sadistic  taste  and  is  not  at  all  re- 
lated to  any  form  of  theft  or  economic  motive.  He  is  closely  allied 
to  the  sex  pervert,  the  brutal  ruffian  in  army  or  home  who  finds 
brutality  its  own  excuse  for  being.  The  third  murderer  may  be  im- 
pulsive, generous,  high  tempered  and  quickly  reduced  to  a  state  of 
jealous  suspicion.  He  loves  intensely,  he  suspicions  intensely,  and  he 
repents  with  groveling  contrition.  No  thought  of  hate,  let  alone 
murder  may  have  occupied  his  mind  an  hour  before  the  crime.  He 
has  never  contemplated  murder  seriously,  even  in  his  thinking.  The 
fourth  murderer  got  drunk  and  what  would  have  been  inconse- 
quential circumstances  did  the  rest.  He  was  without  motive  or  aim 
and  is  very  closely  allied  to  the  usual  'Hen-dollars-or-ten-days"  case 
of  the  police  courts. 

Therefore,  while  it  is  necessary  to  tabulate  data  as  here  given,  be- 
cause it  is  the  available  classification  of  crime  we  have,  let  us  hope 
that  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  a  thorough  investigation  will 
be  made  of  the  leisure  and  social  habits  of  a  man  and  his  customary 
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modes  oi"  reaction  and  his  ideals  in  so  far  as  they  are  revealed  in  his 
associations  with  his  family  and  friends,  and  his  business  and  em- 
ployment contacts.

tioned "All  Crimes",  which  use  1916,  the  total  number  of  prisoners 
under  consideration  as  the  base,  or  100  per  cent.  In  Tabulation  5 
the  percentages  are  figured  on  the  total  number  of  prisoners,  1916. 
For  example :  among  the  native  whites  there  are  322  robbers,  malt- 
ing 16.8  per  cent  of  the  entire  prison  population  under  consideration, 
or  if  we  turn  to  Tabulation  4,  the  322  men  are  found  to  constitute  38.1 
per  cent  of  the  native  white  prison  population. 

Among  the  native  Avhites  67.1  per  cent  of  all  crimes  is  predatory  in 
character.  The  negro  comes  next  with  over  half  of  his  offenses  re- 
lating to  some  form  of  stealing  (53.77  per  cent)  ;  the  Italians  commit 
the  least  predatory  crime;  about  a  fourth  (24.7  per  cent)  of  the 
Austro-IIungarian-Slavish-Croatian  is  predatory;  over  a  third  (37.6 
per  cent)  of  the  Russian-Polish;  and  about  one-half  of  all  other  na- 
tionalities and  races  (48.1  per  cent). 

The  native  whites,  the  Russian-Polish  group  and  ''All  others'  have 
about  the  same  percentage  of  sex  offenses  based  on  each  racial  group 
(14.6  per  cent,  14  per  cent,  and  14.2  per  cent,  respectively).  The 
negroes  have  the  least  (5.9  per  cent),  the  Austro-Hungarian,  Slavish 
Croatian  the  most  (16.5  per  cent)  and  the  Italians  about  two-thirds 
as  much  as  the  native  whites  (10.2  per  cent). 

When  it  comes  to  crimes  of  violence,  the  percentage  is  least  a- 
mong  the  native  white,  (16.3  per  cent)  ;  ten  per  cent  more  (26.5 
per  cent)  among  "All  others";  40  per  cent  among  the  Negro;  46.2 
per  cent  among  the  Russian-Polish ;  53.2  per  cent  among  the  Austro- 
Hungarian-Slavish-Croatian  group  ;  while  with  the  Italian  practically 
seventy  per  cent  (69.3  per  cent)  of  all  crimes  are  of  a  violent  nature 
and  without  predatory  intent. 

There  are  too  few  labor  trouble  cases  and  also  arson  cases  to  be  of 
statistical  import. 

Turning  to  Tabulation  5  in  which  the  percentages  are  all  figured  on 
total  number  of  cases,  1916 ;  52.6  per  cent  are  incarcerated  for  preda- 
tory crimes,  of  which  29  per  cent  is  contributed  by  the  native  white, 
16.1  per  cent  by  the  negro  (a  total  of  45.1  per  cent).  The  remaining 
(foreign  groups)  contribute  7.5  per  cent  of.  the  predatory  cases. 

A  little  over  a  tenth  of  all  the  cases  (11.4  per  cent)  were  convicted 
of  sex  offenses,  of  which  8.1  per  cent  are  native  white  and  negro, 
with  the  remaining  3.3  per  cent  foreign  cases. 

About  a  third  (34  per  cent)  of  all  the  men  in  the  Western  Pen- 
itentiary are  confined  for  crimes  of  violence.  The  native  whites 
contribute  7.2  per  cent  and  the  negro  12  per  cent.  The  Italians  ac- 
count for  8.8  per  cent  more,  leaving  5.7  per  cent  to  be  distributed  a- 
mong  all  of  the  remaining  racial-national  groups.  Violence  and  pre- 
datory intent  together  account  for  86.6  per  cent  of  all  the  men. 

The  native  whites  and  the  negroes  contribute  about  90  per  cent 
of  all  the  predatory  crime ;  about  80  per  cent  of  the  sex  crime ;  and 
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about  66  per  cent  of  the  crimes  of  violence.  In  other  words,  the  for- 
eign groups  contribute  relatively  more  crimes  of  violence  than  of 
predatory  or  sex  nature. 

The  reader  should,  perhaps,  be  cautioned  again  that  both  Tabula- 
tions 4  and  5  take  no  account  of  the  size  of  the  racial-national  groups 
in  the  population  at  large.  The  above  comparisons  are  of  interest 
and  value  because  they  show  the  absolute  percentages  of  each  group, 
along  with  the  actual  number  of  cases,  for  each  crime  found  within 
the  Western  Penitentiary  of  Pennsylvania.  They  are  valueless  if 
one  wishes  to  infer  racial  or  national  tendencies.  For  all  practical 
purposes  of  internal  management,  vocational  assignment,  vocational 
guidance  and  education,  re-education  and  reform,  the  absolute  num- 
ber of  men  in  a  class  or  a  race  is  of  value.  For  example :  to  know 
that  70  per  cent  of  all  Italian  crime  relates  to  violence  and  that  these 
cases  number  170  men  and  constitute  8.8  per  cent  of  the  entire  prison 
population  under  consideration,  and  about  a  fourth  of  the  total 
number  of  cases  involving  violence,  is  of  practical  moment  within 
the  penitentiary.  If  we  wish  to  consider  the  relative  prevalence  of 
crimes  of  violence  among  the  Italians  with  reference  to  the  other 
racial  or  national  groups  then  Tabulation  3  is  essential  which  shows 
that  Italians  commit  14.88  times  the  crimes  of  this  nature  committed 
by  the  native  whites,  but  less  than  half  as  many  as  the  negro. 

6.  What  Is  the  Turn-over  in  the  Penitentiary  Population? 

This  is  an  exceedingly  interesting  question  and  one  of  vital  impor- 
tance in  the  problem  of  supervised  parole,  indeterminate  sentence, 
and  the  imperative  necessity  for  reform  rather  than  punishment. 
Were  it  true  that  a  large  proportion  of  our  prisoners  were  incarcer- 
ated for  life,  or  electrocuted,  then  the  responsibility  of  parole  would 
be  minimized.  But  this  is  not  so  as  is  clearly  revealed  in  the  follow- 
ing table.  We  have  taken  the  654  men  admitted  to  the  Western 
Penitentiary  from  January  1,  1925,  to  January  1,  1926.  If  these  men 
are  released  at  the  termination  of  their  minimum  sentence  we  shall 
get  the  following  distribution :

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At  the  end  of  ten  years  there  would  be  thirty-one  men  still  incar- 
cerated or  only  4.8  per  cent  of  the  original  654  men.  (The  cumula- 
tive percentages  of  release  is  too  high  because  there  are  a  few  held 
over  the  minimum  time ;  however,  the  deaths  and  pardons  would  tend 
to  counteract  this  effect.)  The  accompanying  graph  shows  the 
number  of  men  of  the  original  654  still  imprisoned  wdth  the  sue- 
ceeding  years.  GRAPH  III. 

The  Turnover  in  Penitentiary  Population 
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This  column  diagram  represents  in  percentages  the  probable  time  of  release  of 
the  654  men  admitted  to  the  Western  Penitentiary  from  January  1,  1925  to  Jan- 
uary 1,  1926.  100  per  cent  is  the  total  number  of  men,  654.*  The  horizontal 
notations  refer  to  succeeding  years-  and  half  years  to  January  1  1936.  The  cor- 
responding vertical  column,  in  each  case,  represents  the  percentage  of  the 
654  men  still  remaining  in  the  penitentiary  at  the  end  of  a  designate  time. 
For  example:  at  the  end  of  the  first  year  90.1  per  cent  of  the  group  are  still 
incarcerated;  at  the  end  of  the  tenth  year  4.8  per  cent  of  the  original  group 
of  654  men  remain  in  prison  to  be  released  in  succeeding  years  after  1936 
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The  situation  that  we  face  then  is  this,  there  is  nearly  a  complete 
turn-over  in  the  penitentiary  population  in  ten  years.  About  a  third 
of  the  men  are  released,  within  two  years,  about  a  half  within  three 
years,  about  three-fourths  within  five  years,  and  nine-tenths  released 
within  eight  years,  while  95  per  cent  are  serving  or  are  through 
parole  by  the  end  of  ten  years. 

With  this  in  mind  Bernard  Shaw  says :  " — and  when  the  punish- 
ment is  imprisonment  under  our  system,  (it)  atrophies  his  powers 
of  fending  for  himself  in  the  world.  Now  this  would  not  materially 
hurt  anyone  but  himself  if,  when  he  had  been  duly  made  an  example 
of,  he  were  killed  like  a  vivisected  dog.  But  he  is  not  killed.  He  is, 
at  the  expiration  of  his  sentence,  flung  out  of  prison  into  the  streets 
to  earn  his  living  in  a  labor  market  w^here  nobody  will  employ  an 
ex-prisoner,  betraying  himself  at  every  turn  by  his  ignorance  of  the 
common  news  of  the  months  or  years  he  has  passed  without  news- 
papers, lamed  in  speech,  and  terrified  at  the  unaccustomed  task  of 
providing  food  and  lodging  for  himself.  There  is  only  one  lucrative 
occupation  available  for  him;  and  that  is  crime.  He  has  no  com- 
punction as  to  society;  why  should  he  have  any?  Society,  for  its 
own  selfish  protection,  having  done  its  worst  to  him,  he  has  no 
feeling  about  it  except  a  desire  to  get  a  bit  of  his  own  back.  He 
seeks  the  only  company  in  which  he  is  welcome :  the  society  of 
criminals ;  and  sooner  or  later,  according  to  his  luck,  he  finds  himself 
in  prison  again.  The  figures  of  recidivism  show  that  the  exceptions 
to  this  routine  are  so  few  as  to  be  negligible  for  the  purposes  of  this 
argument.  The  criminal,  far  from  being  deterred  from  crime,  is 
forced  into  it ;  and  the  citizen  whom  his  punishment  was  meant  to 
protect  suffers  from  his  depredations."  (English  Prisons  under 
Local  Government,  by  Sidney  and  Beatrice  Webb,  with  preface  by 
Bernard  Shaw,  Page  xviii.) 

Bearing  in  mind  the  fact  that  the  majority  of  our  prisoners  are  re- 
turned to  society  before  the  end  of  five  years  and  practically  all  before 
the  end  of  ten  years,  bearing  in  mind  also  that  what  Shaw  says  con- 
cerning the  release  of  English  prisoners  is  essentially  true  of  our  own, 
it  becomes  apparent  that  the  period  of  parole  is  the  most  difficult 
and  the  most  important  period  in  the  eventual  reform  or  the  complete 
criminal  habituation  of  the  offender.  Parole  is  the  transition  period, 
— the  passing  from  a  period  of  almost  complete  economic  irrespon- 
sibility and  fawning  obedience  to  complete  economic  and  personal 
responsibility. 

The  prisoners  themselves  give  inability  to  secure  work  as  the  chief 
cause  for  failure  when  on  parole.  This  probably  has  considerable 
validity,  as  68  per  cent  of  the  men  are  unskilled  labor,  30  per  cent 
are  skilled  (if  we  stretch  the  meaning  of  the  word  skilled  to  include 
many  semi-skilled  occupations  and  modes  of  working),  while  only  2 
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per  cent  have  had  business  experience.  The  problem  of  getting  em- 
ployment is  probably  made  continually  worse  by  the  increasing  ten- 
dency of  employers  to  demand  a  work  history. 

How  totally  iriational  our  penal  methods  of  supervision  are  is 
shown  by  the  fact  that  it  is  deemed  necessary  to  employ  continually 
between  100  and  200  guards  to  control  1700  men  with  all  the  physical 
assistance  of  the  prison  walls  and  bars.  But  within -less  than  ten 
years  90  per  cent  of  this  same  group  of  prisoners  will  be  at  large  in 
society  with  one  lone  field  parole  officer  to  aid  in  their  readjustment. 
The  parole  report  for  the  AVestern  Penitentiary  at  the  moment  of 
writing  shows  that  we  have : 

635  cases  reporting  monthly ; 
With  the  following  delinquencies : 

Keturned  for  violation,  343 

Resentenced  while  on  parole,  119 

Now  in  other  prisons,  63 

Unaccounted  for  delinquents,  553 

(It  should  be  noted  that  the  delinquencies  are  accumulative  since 
1910,  which  makes  the  ^'unaccounted  for"  list  larger  than  it  really 
is.)  Here  in  this  inevitable  prison  turn-over,  with  the  most  meticu- 
lous caution  and  surveillance  while  within  prison  walls,  then  sudden- 
ly the  man  is  out  on  the  street  with  practically  no  control,  aid  or 
supervision  in  his  attempt  to  readjust  to  the  world  and  society  at 
large  with  one  parole  officer  for  the  thirty-three  counties  of  Western 
Pennsylvania.  This  condition  is  neither  just  to  society  nor  to  the 
prisoners  being  paroled.  We  know  very  little  of  the  man  after  he 
leaves  the  penitentiary.  With  one  parole  officer  for  635  men,  no 
news  is  good  news.  Unless  reconvicted  we  do  not  go  after  him.  If 
he  fails  to  report  it  is  cause  for  suspicion  of  backsliding.  Further- 
more, if  he  reports  most  dutifully  to  the  parole  office  it  does  not 
mean  obedience  to  law.  After  the  prisoner  leaves  the  door  of  the 
Western  Penitentiary  we  have  no.  knowledge  of  his  mode  of  living, 
his  social  and  leisure  habits,  his  working  career  or  lack  of  it,  his 
marital  relations,  his  actual  place  of  abode,  his  goings  or  comings 
or  his  companions. 
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II     THE  MENTALITY  OF  THE  INMATES  OF  THE 
WESTERN  PENITENTIARY 


1.  The  General  Distribution  of  Intelligence. 

Tabulations  6  to  68,  inclusive,  give  the  distribution  of  intelligence 
among  the  various  racial  and  criminal  groups  in  the  1916  men 
under  consideration.  The  classification  of  intelligence  follows  the 
one  given  in  Terman's  '' Measurement  of  Intelligence".  In  this  classi- 
fication, an  imbecile  has  an  intelligence  quotient  (I.Q.)*  from  25  to 
50,  or  a  mental  age  from  four  to  eight  years. 

The  history  of  such  cases  leaves  no  doubt  in  anyone's  mind  today 
familiar  with  case  histories  and  careful  follow-up  work  that  the  im- 
becile is  quite  incapable  of  an  independent  social,  moral  and  econom- 
ic existence.  The  imbecile  (and  this  applies  to  all  classes  of  feeble- 
mindedness) is  not  ''morally"  feebleminded  nor  does  he  have  a 
criminal  instinct,  but  he  does  fail  utterly  to  understand  the  complex 
social  fabric  around  him,  and  to  project  any  suitable  plans  even  for 
the  immediate,  let  alone  the  remote  future.  He  is  not  bad,  innately 
speaking,  he  is  not  criminal,  but  he  is  incapable  of  independent  social 
existence.  With  care,  with  proper  hedgings-about  to  avoid  the 
effects  of  unsuitable  social  imitation  he  may  live  and  die  without 
crime ;  but  without  this  constant  guidance  neither  he  nor  society  is 
safe. 

The  moron  (stupid  one)  has  an  I.  Q.  (intelligence  quotient)  rang- 
ing from  50  to  70,  or  a  mental  age  of  from  four  to  about  eleven  years 
and  two  months.  The  moron  presents  a  greater  problem,  in  some 
ways,  than  the  imbecile.  He  is  less  likely  to  appeal  to  the,  public 
at  large  as  an  institutional  case.  In  the  low  moron  we  have  an  in- 
dividual just  barely  capable  of  learning  to  read  a  little,  write  per- 
haps a  little  better  than  he  reads,  but  incapable  of  making  much 
practical  use  of  either.  At  the  upper  level,  approaching  the  border 
line,  there  is  found  an  ability  sufficient  to  do  easy  third  or  fourth 
grade  work,  and  a  vocational  rating  of  supervised  unskilled  labor  or 
at  best  semi-skilled  labor.  This  is,  of  course,  excluding  any  com- 
plications such  as  hypersexuality,  low  emotional  breaking  point, 
endocrinic  disturbance,  or  well-established  habits  of  drink  or  dope. 

The  moron  comprehends  only  the  simpler  social  situations,  reaches 
his  school  attainment  limit  long  before  he  has  sufficient  facts  to 
comprehend  the  simplest  physical  and  social  relations ;  his  educa- 
bility  is  barely  sufficient  at  best  to  give  him  a  semi-skilled  supervised 
trade.  He  is  economic  residue  and  is  continually  thrown  into  the 
discard  in  the  constantly  more  exacting  standards  of  social,  and  in- 
dustrial efficiency.     He  is  the  first  to  feel  financial  depressions,  shifts 

*The  intelligence  quotient  is  the  mental  age  divided  by  the  chronological  age.  For 
adults,   10   is   taken   as  the   constant   chronological   age. 
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in  industry,  produced  by  nvw  iuvt3ntions  and  like  causes.  As  hunger, 
tliirst,  abi'iity  to  tVel  eoid,  and  wants  and  desires  introduced  by  social 
imitation  are  not  at  all  eontinjjrent  upon  earning  capacity  or  the  op- 
portunity to  earn,  the  possible  outcomes  are  easy  to  picture. 

The  border  line  luis  an  1.  Q.  ranging  from  70  to  80  with  a  corres- 
ponding mental  age  of  eleven  years  and  two  months  to  about  twelve 
years  and  ten  months.  The  border  line,  so-called  because  he  so 
nearly  approaches  the  dull  normal,  may  fall  within  the  former  group 
from' innate  characteristics  and  constitutional  defects  or  he  could 
drop  from  the  dull  normal  group  owing  to  poor  education,  physical 
handicap,  sensory  deprivation,  or  some  marked  emotional  disturb- 
ance efit'ecting  the  attention  or  stability  of  endeavor. 

The  border  lino  is  usually  accepted  as  normal  by  society  at  large 
and  one  rated  there  would  be  held  fully  responsible  by  any  judge  or 
jury,  lie  may  (puilify  for  the  semi-skilled  trades  and  often  has  a 
special  ability.  If  he  is  a  good  physical  specimen  with  pink  cheeks 
and  a  fine  pair  of  shoulders  he  quite  often  passes  for  being  much 
more  intelligent  than  he  is.  If  he  is  of  the  verbalist  type,  superficial 
conversation  may  fail  to  reveal  his  intellectual  limitations. 

The  dull  normals  possess  an  I.  Q.  from  80  to  90  or  an  equivalent 
mental  age  from  twelve  years  and  nine  months  to  fourteen  years  and 
five  months.  The}'  are  capable  of  managing  their  OAvn  affairs,  are 
educable,  at  least  through  the  common  school  branches  and  can  mas- 
ter the  skilled  trades  and  supervise  the  same.  They  make  fairly 
successful  farmers,  routine  workers,  cooks,  porters,  head  janitors, 
mechanics  of  all  sorts,  clerks,  petty  tradespeople  and  so  on.  Other 
factors  besides  intelligence  account  for  the  moral  and  social  failure 
of  this  group. 

The  normals  range  in  I.  Q.  from  90  to  110,  or  a  mental  age  from 
fourteen  years  and  five  months  to  seventeen  years  and  seven  months, 
and  constitute  the  largest  group  by  far,  in  the  population  at  large. 
They  do  the  Avorld's  work,  and  debarring  psychopathic,  or  endocrin- 
Iq  or  physical  disturbance  (which  can  figure  in  any  case  regardless 
of  intelligence)  ;  their  failure  is  probably  due  to  environmental  and 
coincidental  factors.  They  constitute  the  mass  of  the  skilled  trades 
and  professions,  semi-professions  and  high  class  of^ce  help,  etc. 

The  superiors  and  the  very  superiors  are  capable  of  the  highly 
skilled  trades,  professions,  positions  of  leadership  and  should  become 
the  articulate  element  for  good  within  every  community.  The  su- 
perior has  an  I  .Q.  of  110  to  120  or  a  corresponding  mental  age  from 
seventeen  years  and  seven  months  to  about  nineteen  years  and  two  ^ 
months.  An  I.  Q.  above  120,  or  a  corresponding  mental  age  above  fl 
nineteen  years  and  two  months,  is  classed  as  very  superior.  ^ 

Turning  to  Tabulations  6  to  68,  inclusive,  we  find  the  following 
plottings  for  the  different  crimes  and  races  under  consideration. 
(1)   Sixty-three,  42-fold  tables  comparing  types  of  intelligence 
with  chronological  age. 
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(2)  Sixty-three,  77-fold  tables  comparing  types  of  intelligence 

with  school  attainment. 

(3)  Sixty-three,  21-fold  tables  comparing  types  of  intelligence 

with  occupation. 
The  lower  part  of  the  tabulation  deals  with  social  data  which  are  re- 
tabulated  and  dealt  with  in  another  portion  of  the  report. 

The  median  intelligence  for  the  population  at  large  is  assumed  to 
be  100  I.  Q.,  or  a  mental  age  of  sixteen  years.  The  following  table 
gives  the  median  I.Q.'s  and  the  corresponding  mental  ages:

Distribution  of  Intelligence. 
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The  Median  Intelligence  Quotient.  The  median  I.  Q.  constitutes 
as  good  a  single  index  of  intelligence  as  is  at  hand.  Taking  them 
up  in  order  of  tabulation,  the  following  facts  are  to  be  noted.  The 
native  whites  have  the  highest  median  intelligence  of  any  group, 
while  the  native  white  embezzlers  make  the  highest  intelligence  re- 
cords of  any  criminal  group.  This  rating  places  the  average  em- 
bezzler slightly  above  the  population  at  large  in  his  intelligence.  The 
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median  performance  of  the  native  white  prisoner  is  about  average 
border  line  in  type  (I.  Q.  77.7).  The  Italian  (71;4)  the  PoUsh-Rufc>sian 
(71.1),  and  the  Austrian,  etc.  (70.75)  groups  have  practically  the 
same  median  performance,  hovering  just  above  the  high  moron  in 
the  border  line  group.  The  negro  (68.3)  and  ''all  others"  (68.0) 
lie  in  the  upper  moron  group.  The  sweeping  statement  may  be  made 
that  the  median  intelligence  of  every  racial  group  lies  either  in  the 
middle  border  line  or  upper  moron  group  of  intelligence. 

The  experience  in  the  public  schools,  where  every  facility  to  edu- 
cate such  groups  is  at  hand,  leaves  very  little  hope  that  education 
can  solve  the  problem  with  the  lower  half  of  the  group.  The  upper 
median  group  is,  of  course,  capable  of  some  trade  training,  but  the 
lower  median  group  will ,  hardly  rise  above  unskilled  or  semi- 
skilled supervised  labor  after  trade  training  has  made  all  improve- 
ment possible.  To  the  writer  the  lower  side  of  the  median  presents 
a  problem  of  great  pathos.  Kindly,  indeterminate  supervised  parole 
under  the  most  favorable  conditions,  and  institutional  care,  are  the 
modes  of  treatment  needed  for  these  cases.  They  are  naive,  stupid, 
uncomprehending,  and  incapable  of  coping  with  the  complex  condi- 
tions of  today. 

Charles  Goring,  the  English  criminologist,  says  in  this  connection : 
'' — Possibly,  to  some  extent,  persons  convicted  are  selected  from 
those  who  commit  crimes  by  reason  of  their  mental  defects. 
As  we  have  shown  in  the  population  of  this  country,  individuals 
convicted  of  crimes  are  only  selections  of  those  who  perpetrate  them ; 
and,  it  is  reasonable  to  suppose  that  in  the  long  run,  of  those  liable 
to  be  convicted,  the  abler  would  more  skillfully  evade,  and  the  men- 
tally defective  would  more  inevitably  become  entangled  in,  the  mesh- 
es of  the  police  net.  In  the  next  place,  their  greater  economic  in- 
stability when  at  large  would  appear  almost  to  compel  many  mental 
defectives  to  drift  into  prison.  Unteachable,  unemployable,  a  nui- 
sance to  themselves  and  everyone  else,  without  a  place  in  the  eco- 
nomic regime  of  a  law-abiding  community,  the  position  of  unsuper- 
vised mental  defectives  is  extremely  forlorn,  and  can  hardly  fail,  in 
the  long  run,  to  compel  them  to  swell  disproportionately  the  criminal 
ranks.  But  probably  the  chief  source  of  the  high  degree  of  rela- 
tionship between  weak-mindedness  and  crime  resides  in  the  fact 
that  the  criminal  thing  we  call  criminality,  and  which  leads  to  the 
perpetration  of  many,  if  not  of  most,  anti-social  offenses  today,  is 
not  inherent  wickedness,  but  natural  stupidity.  At  any  rate,  we 
need  only  to  study  the  penal  records  of  habitual  criminals  to  realize 
fully  that  the  one  characteristic  of  the  offences  of  90  per  cent  of  the 
150,000  persons  convicted  to  prison  every  year — the  one  character- 
istic, apart  from  their  intolerableness  in  a  well-ordered  society,  is 
the  incredible  stupidity  of  these  offences."  (Charles  Goring,  ''The 
English  Convict",  page  261,  unabridged  edition.) 
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The  distribution  of  intelligence  with  percentages  is  given  in  Tab- 
ulation 6,  totals  column  A.  Tabulations  69  to  76,  inclusive,  give 
the  distribution  of  intelligence  with  the  type  of  crime.  The  accom- 
panying rank-order  distributions  are  computed  from  these  tables:

2.  Comparison  of  intelligence  with  type  of  crime. 

Predatory  crime  is  associated  with  the  highest  grade  of  intelligence, 
but  even  here  only  embezzlement  shows  a  median  slightly  higher 
than  the  average  intelligence  of  the  population  at  large.  This  group 
is  composed  entirely  of  the  native  whites.  Robbery  comes  next  in 
rank-order  but  is  distinctly  lower,  the  median  point  falling  among 
the  average  dull  normals.  Forgery  and  burglary  are  slightly  lower 
but  not  appreciably  so.  Larcen}^  which  includes  pickpocketing, 
falls  within  the  upper  border  line  group.  Robbery,  which  includes 
highway  robbery,  seems  to  attract  the  young,  daring,  and  a  little 
more  wholesome  group  than  larceny. 

Panderers  and  arson  cases  fall  distinctly  within  the  middle  border 
line  group.  Rape  and  sodomy  cases  fall  still  lower,  just  above  the 
moron  group. 


'Only  six  cases  of  pandering. 
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Homicide  comes  next,  while  the  closely  allied  felonious  assault 
cases  have  the  lowest  rank-order  in  intelligence  of  any  group.  Both 
these  groups  have  a  larger  number  of  imbecile  types;  the  felonious 
assault  group,  percentally  speaking,  has  the  largest  number  both  of 
imbeciles  and  morons  of  any  group,  although  either  rape  or  sodomy 
cases  make  a  close  second. 

If  we  combine  imbecile  and  moron  under  one  percentage,  we  find 
for  the  different  racial  groups  that  the  following  three  crimes  run 
the  highest  scores  of  low  mentality :

Rape  ranks  highest,  in  its  percentage  of  feeble-minded,  three  times 
in  the  accompanying  groupings;  the  same  is  true  for  felonious  as- 
sault. This  latter  crime  registers  the  two  highest  percentages  in 
f eeble-mindedness ;  the  Russian-Polish  group  has  70  percent  moron 
or  below,  while  the  negro  has  67.7  percent  in  the  same  classification. 

The  labor  cases  are  included  in  the  tabulations  but  are  ignored  in 
the  comparisons  partly  due  to  the  few  cases,  and  partly  due  to  the 
doubtful  character  of  the  convictions.  The  intelligence  of  this  so- 
called  labor  trouble  group  is  exceedingly  low,  whether  they  are  guil- 
ty or  not  is  another  matter.  Th^ir  subsequent  release  (in  one  in- 
stance four  cases  on  the  admission  of  false  testimony  on  the  part  of 
some  officer  of  the  law)  along  with  their  known  intelligence  would 
seem  to  indicate  that  plausible  derelicts  were  picked  up  to  appease 
the  vicarious  wrath  of  the  neighborhood  or  some  large  corporation 
bringing  pressure.

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The  low  intelligence  of  those  committing  rape,  sodomy,  arson,  and 
larceny,  felonious  assault,  and  homicide  under  certain  conditions,  is 
practically  in  accord  with  the  finding  of  Charles  Goring.  With  rape, 
sodomy  and  arson  we  are  likely  to  find  a  feeble-minded  basis  with  a 
deep-seated,  constitutional  psychopathic  nature.  Many  of  the  lar- 
ceny cases  in  this  grouping  are  economic  residue,  with  a  low  grade 
intelligence  plus  drink.  They  are  less  likely  to  be  psychopathic  cases 
except  in  a  more  mild  functional  way.  The  felonious  assault  and 
the  homicide  cases  run  the  gamut  as  regards  motive,  conditions  Lud 
psycholigic  and  psychopathic  state,  and  less  sweeping  statements 
are  in  order  than  with  rape  or  sodomy.  Nevertheless,  many  of  the 
crimes  of  violence,  especially  the  felonious  assault  cases  are  found 
with  an  exceedingly  low  intelligence,  and  low  emotional  breaking 
point,  and  are  provoked  by  exceedingly  trivial  provocations.  These 
are  generalizations,  however,  and  the  reader  is,  of  course,  well  aware 
of  the  danger  in  inclusive  characterizations  when  dealing  with  any 
matter.  The  fact  remains,  nevertheless,  that,  for  example,  as  high 
as  70  per  cent  of  the  Russian-Polish  felonious  assault  group  is  feeble- 
minded. 

Social  adjustments,  supervision,  institutional  care,  depending  on 
the  individual  case,  not  periods  of  progressively  longer  imprisonment 
with  the  expectation  of  reforming,  are  the  only  possible  methods  of 
treating  such  cases.  The  problem  is  substantially  one  of  low  intelli- 
gence, stupidity,  drink  and  dope  plus  psychopathic  traits.  When  we 
solve  these  problems,  the  corollary  problem  of  crime  will  be  relative- 
ly easy. 

3  Mental  and  Chronological  Age.  Over  half,  (55.9  per  cent)  of 
the  1916  prisoners  given  consideration  in  this  study  are  under  thirty- 
one  years  of  age,  while  4.58  per  cent  are  between  sixteen  and  thirty- 
one.  There  is  also  a  decided  tendency  for  those  of  higher  intelli- 
gence to  constitute  a  relatively  larger  proportion  of  the  younger 
offenders,  shown  by  the  following  figures.

It  would  seem  that  with  criminals  higher  intelligence  tends  to  be 
associated  with  the  younger  men  (under  thirty-one  years).  An  in- 
spection of  the  classes  of  crime  shows  the  predatory  groups  to  be  the 
most  intelligent  (percentally  speaking).  Of  the  predatory  groups, 
the  robber  is  the  most  intelligent.  The  largest  single  group  is  the 
native  white  robbers  comprising  172  of  better  intelligence  which  is 
77  per  cent  of  the  entire  prison  groups  possessing  dull  normal  intelli- 
gence or  better.  This  group  is  53  per  cent  of  the  entire  native  white 
prison  population  incarcerated  for  robbery.     The  one  exception  to 
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the  general  trend  of  the  predatory  cases  is  the  embezzlement  in  which 
only  19  per  cent  of  the  intelligent  group  are  under  thirty-one  years 
of  age.  For  all  other  crimes  than  predatory,  with  all  racial  groups, 
there  is  a  marked  decrease  in  the  percentage  of  the  intelligent  who 
are  under  thirty-one.  In  contrast  to  other  offenses,  robbery  is  the 
crime  of  the  intelligent  young  man. 

An  inspection  of  Tabulation  6  shows  there  are  no  superior  or  very 
superior  intelligent  criminals,  in  these  1916  cases,  over  sixty  years 
of  age. 

Of  twenty  native  white  robbers  of  superior  intelligence  all  but  two 
(90  per  cent)  are  under  thirty-one  years  of  age. 

The  native  white  rape  cases  combine  old  age  with  low  intelligence ; 
the  comparison  with  the  native  white  totals  show:

From  the  accompanying  comparisons  it  is  obvious  that  regardless 
of  race,  robbers  (percentally  speaking)  are  younger  and  more  intelli- 
gent than  sex  cases,  either  rape  or  sodomy.  An  excellent  example  of 
this  is  furnished  by  the  native  white  cases.  Among  the  native 
white  robbers  74.8  per  cent  are  under  thirty-one  years  of  age,  while 
30.7  per  cent  are  subnormal.  Only  37.5  per  cent  of  the  native  white 
rape  cases  are  under  thirty-one,  with  over  half  (53.9  per  cent)  sub- 
normal. With  the  native  whites  sodomy  cases  the  contrast  is  still 
more  marked;  only  25  per  cent  are  under  thirty-one,  with  68.7  per 
cent  subnormal. 

Generalizing :  predatory  criminals  tend  to  be  much  younger  and 
of  markedly  higher  intelligence  than  sex  offenders.

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The  contrast  in  intelligence  and  age  is  not  so  marked  between  pre- 
datory crimes  and  crimes  of  violence  as  between  predatory  and  sex 
crimes.  Nevertheless  the  contrast  is  decided.  A  very  much  greater 
proportion  of  young  men  commit  crimes  relating  to  stealing  than 
crimes  of  violence,  and  with  but  one  or  two  exceptions  the  predatory 
group  is  (percentally  speaking)  more  intelligent. 

4.  Mental  Age,  School  Grade  and  Occupation. 

.One  of  the  chief  aims  in  making  an  intelligence  survey  of  the 
Western  Penitentiary  was  to  discover  the  mental  capabilities  of  the 
prisoners  and  to  determine  the  extent  to  which  they  could  profit  by 
educational  opportunities.  Two  views  are  prevalent  in  the  discus- 
sion of  prison  education.  One  argues  that  the  prisoner  has  ample 
opportunity  and  is  incapable  of  further  advance,  consequently  we 
need  not  look  to  this  source  for  succor.  The  other  view  places  great 
emphasis  on  the  need  of  education  in  any  reform  program  and  envi- 
sages the  prisoner  advancing  educationally  until  the  prison  becomes 
similar  in  type  to  our  great  technical  high  schools,  while  some  of  our 
more  enthusiastic  theorists  have  visions  of  a  sort  of  work  not  far  re- 
moved from  the  type  of  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology 
in  its  scope  and  advanced  character. 

It  is  obvious  that  an  educational  prison  program  must  do  three 
things:  (1)  find  out  how  much  schooling  the  prisoner  has  had,  (2) 
find  out  his  general  intelligence,  his  ability  to  attend  and  his  psycho- 
pathic traits;  (3)  make  as  careful  a  diagnosis  and  as  hopeful  a  prog- 
nosis as  possible  in  the  light  of  the  facts  secured  in  (1)  and  (2),  and 
proceed  to  educate  with  this  in  mind. 

The  matter  of  evaluating  the  probable  school  progress  from  the 
general  intelligence  has  been  pretty  well  worked  out  in  connection 
with  the  public  schools.  For  superior  intelligence  we  have  less  data ; 
but  for  normal  and  subnormal  intelligence  we  can  pretty  safely  pre- 
dict the  general  trend  of  eventual  school  accomplishment  from  the 
Binet  intelligence  tests.  Classification  should  always  give  the  sub- 
ject in  question  the  ben,efit  of  a  doubt,  and  educational  measures 
should  be  utilized  to  the  optimistic  limit. 

Making  due  allowances  for  individual  difference,  the  writer  ven- 
tures the  following  aproximations  on  the  results  of  intelligence  test- 
ing in  the  public  schools  combined  with  a  long  experience  with  adult 
cases. 

The  approximations  refer  to  statistical  trends  of  a  median  nature ; 
it  goes  without  saying  that  there  may  be  marked  individual  fluctua- 
tion from  the  average.

The  77-fold  tables  given  in  Tabulations  6  to  68,  inclusively,  show 
the  distribution  of  intelligence  to  the  educational  rating  of  each  pri- 
soner. For  the  grammar  grades  the  educational  rating  and  the  ap- 
proximation of  school  grade  attained  is  made  upon  the  performance 
in  school  subjects  as  standardized  in  the  Illinois  General  Intelligence 
Test.  With  the  few  high  school  and  college  cases  we  depended 
largely  upon  the  records.  Allowing  a  fluctuation,  a  leeway,  of  one 
school  grade  below  the  estimated  grade  that  the  average  in  each 
intellectual  group  should  attain,  we  have  : 

Imbecile,  no  definite  educational  attainment  is  expected. 

Moron,  should  complete  the  third  grade  and  the  lowest  excusable 
standing  is  the  completion  of  the  second  grade. 

Border  line,  should  complete  the  fifth  grade  and  the  lowest  ex- 
cusable standing  is  the  completion  of  the  fourth  grade. 

Dull  normal,  should  complete  the  seventh  grade  and  the  lowest 
excusable  standing  is  the  completion  of  the  sixth  grade. 

Normal,  should  complete  high  school  and  the  lowest  excusable 
standing  is  the  eighth  grade.     . 

Superior  and  very  superior  should  have  a  college  education  or 
some  equivalent  technical  or  professional  training. 
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The  stair-step  diajjfonal  across  tlie  77-f()ld  table  divides  the  plot- 
ting into  two  parts.  The  left  hand  area  contains  the  cases  who  have 
not  received  an  education  comparable  with  the  potentialities  of  their 
general  intelligence.  The  hc^avily  outlined  s(iuare  in  each  intellect- 
ual group  represents  the  most  probable  grade  of  attainment  of  the 
group  in  question.  Thus  by  way  of  example :  in  tabulation  6,  the 
moron  group  should  in  every  case  be  able  to  take  a  second  grade  ed- 
ucation ;  the  most  probable  grade  of  attainment  is  the  third ;  thus  the 
213  illiterates  and  182  men  with  first  grade  education  may  be  looked 
upon  as  having  received  quite  inadequate  schooling. 

The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  prisoners  who,  with  the 
most  liberal  allowance,  are  in  need  of  further  education  in  the  com- 
mon school  branches.  Need  of  trade  training  is  discussed  a  little 
later.

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The  accompanying  table  on  Inadequate  Education  shows : 

1.  Among  the  morons  the  native  whites  have  the  smallest  percent- 
age without  adequate  education,  the  negroes  next,  with  all  the  for- 
eign groups  having  3,  still  higher  percentage  capable  of  further  ed- 
ucation. A  total  of  395  men,  or  60  per  cent,  of  the  entire  moron 
population  is  in  need  of  further  education. 

2.  With  the  border-line,  dull  normal  and  the  normal  we  find  the 
same  general  trend  of  percentages.  The  native  whites  come  nearest 
to  having  an  education  comparable  to  their  intelligence.  The  neg- 
roes come  next  with  the  foreign  groups  having  a  large  majority  of 
their  populations  without  adequate  education. 

3.  Among  the  superiors,  100  per  cent  in  all  groups,  irrespective  of 
race,  have  inadequate  education.  This  is  significant,  for  it  is  with 
group  that  there  is  the  greatest  educational  possibilities.  The  very 
superiors  also  are  practically  without  adequate  education.  But  as 
superiors  and  very  superiors  constitute  about  seventy  cases  (just 
equalling  the  number  of  imbeciles),  they  do  not  constitute  a  very 
great  administrative  educational  problem  from  the  standpoint  of 
numbers.  They  do  constitute  a  grave  problem  in  the  sense  that  they 
are  few  and  atypical,  require  special  educational  equipment,  cannot 
be  so  easily  taught  by  other  prisoners,  feel  intellectually  superior  to 
many  of  the  guards  (and  are),  and  are  less  docile  and  less  willing  to 
make  the  same  relative  progress  as  is  made  b}^  men  of  lower  intelli- 
gence. They  are  all  absorbed  in  clerical  jobs  about  the  penitentiary. 
They  do  not  receive  suitable  vocational  training  or  education. 

Among  the  native  whites,  373  men,  or  45  per  cent  without  ade- 
quate education.  The  educational  task  is  increasingly  greater  from 
the  native  white  to  the  negro  and  then  through  the  different  foreign 
groups.  A  total  of  1118  men,  or  61  per  cent,  of  the  entire  prison  pop- 
ulation is  in  need  of  further  common  schooling.  This  is  based  upon 
the  most  generous  estimate  of  their  educational  qualifications  at  the 
time  of  their  arrival  at  the  penitentiary.  As  an  actual  fact,  the  mor- 
ons with  I.  Q.'s  over  60  per  cent  are  capable  of  attaining  an  average 
fourth  grade  education.  The  aim  throughout  the  tabulation  has 
been  to  make  the  estimates  just  as  conservative  as  possible. 

It  seems  safe  to  say  that  a  large  majority  of  the  prisoners  need  fur- 
ther education.  As  nearly  60  per  cent  are  border  line  or  below,  the 
majority  will  reach  their  intellectual  limit  about  the  sixth  grade. 
Consequently,  the  prison  school  must  concern  itself  largely  with  com- 
mon elementary  education  and  the  simplest  practical  trade  trainings. 
The  average  education  of  the  prisoner  in  the  group  under  consider- 
ation is  about  the  third  grade  in  school  (based  on  the  median  grade 
performance  in  the  Illinois  General  Intelligence  Test).  The  aver- 
age education  possible  is  about  the  sixth  grade  (based  on  the  Binet 
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Tests).  We  may  say  then,  that  the  prisoner  (speaking  in  averages) 
on  entering  the  penitentiary  is  capable  of  taking  about  three  years 
more  schooling.  As  his  trade  training  is  still  further  retarded  than 
his  formal  education,  Ave  may  say  that  the  prisoner  is  in  need  of  three 
years  of  schooling  with  definite  vocational  guidance. 

5.  Binet  Retesting  and  School  Attainment. 

At  the  present  time  w^e  are  in  the  act  of  retesting  vv^ith  the  Binet 
Tests  and  the  Stanford  Achievement  Tests  the  prisoners  who  were 
examined  on  entering  the  prison  school  two  years  ago.  Unfortu- 
nately the  work  has  just  started  and  only  twelve  cases  are  available. 
They  are  given  in  the  accompanying  table  with  the  Binet  records  of 
two  years  ago  and  the  present  record  on  retesting.  The  school  grade 
ratings,  based  on  the  Illinois  General  Intelligence  Test  given  on  en- 
tering the  prison  school,  are  compared  with  the  present  school  rat- 
ings determined  by  the  Stanford  Achievement  Test. 

It  will  be  noted  that  nine  of  the  twelve  cases  show  an  increase  in 
mental  age  with  further  schooling.  The  highest  school  rating  was 
second  grade  when  the  men  entered  the  school,  thus  allowing  ample 
chance  for  intellectual  advance. 

The  average  I.  Q.  has  been  raised  from  64.17  to  72.5,  an  increase  of 
over  eight  points  in  I.  Q.,  or  an  increase  in  mental  age  of  fourteen 
months.  While  it  is  impossible  to  predict  on  so  few  cases,  it  looks 
as  if  schooling  is  going  to  materially  advance  the  mental  age  of  the 
adult  illiterate  or  near  illiterate. 

Turning  to  their  intelligence  ratings,  six  of  the  morons  remain  in 
the  moron  group  after  two  years  of  schooling,  three  advancing  in  I. 
Q.  and  three  decreasing  in  I.  Q.  Six  made  advance  into  a  higher  in- 
tellectual group. 

All  nine  of  the  cases  who  attended  school  faithfully  have  made 
reasonable  gra&e  advance,  consisting,  in  the  average,  of  about  two 
and  one  half  school  grades  in  two  years,  working  about  ten  hours  a 
week  for  nine  months  a  year  for  two  years.  This  seems  to  indicate 
quite  clearly  that  very  distinct  progress  can  be  made  by  the  illiterate 
or  near  illiterate  prisoners.  It  is  to  be  noted  that  all  but  one  are  bor- 
der-line or  lower  in  their  first  intelligence  rating.

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Case  4  has  failed  to  take  any  interest  in  school  work  and  cases  11 
and  12  have  proved  incapable  of  learning.  The  two  latter  are  psy- 
chopathic as  well  as  low  morons,  and  their  decreasing  intelligence 
ratings  probably  is  a  matter  of  mental  deterioration.  Concerning 
number  11,  the  Educational  Director,  Mr.  A.  N.  Dunsmore  says:''  — 
Very  slow,  could  not  go  further,"  and  of  number  12,  "Attended 
school  since  1924,  very  limited,  no  chance  for  improvement.'^ 

All  the  cases  except  2  and  8  began  school  in  1924.  Case  2  is  in- 
teresting. He  has  been  in  school  about  seven  months.  AVhen  he 
began  he  was  ranked  as  a  second-grader,  and  now^  ranks  grade  4.3 
Also  his  I.  Q.  has  advanced  from  87  to  95.  Mr.  Dunsmore  says  of  2 : 
"made  fair  progress  and  would  improve  by  continuing  to  attend 
school." 

Case  8  is  likewise  interesting.  He  began  school  seven  months  ago, 
also,  he  was  ungraded  at  first  which  usually  means  near-illiterate. 
At  present  he  is  rated  as  grade  2.8  (nearly  third  grade).  Mr.  Duns- 
more says:  "Very  eager  to  learn,  made  good  progress  and  is  able 
to  improve."     It  is  again  interesting  to  note  that  this  man  passes 
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from  a  moron  rating  to  a  dull  normal  rating.  Such  cases  make  it 
quite  evident  that  both  co-operation  and  marked  improvement  are 
secured  with  certain  prisoners.  Cases  11  and  12  make  it  also  certain 
that  actual  retrogression  takes  place  in  certain  cases  in  ^pite  of  all 
attempted  education. 

The  lesson  these  cases  teach  is  just  this :  reform  is  an  individual 
matter  and  educability  is  also.  The  majority  of  cases,  especially 
those  who  have  been  deprived  of  educational  opportunity,  will  show 
marked  improvement  in  a  sufficiently  short  time  to  make  education 
a  highly  hopeful  part  of  any  plan  of  prison  reform.  But  as  the  intel- 
ligence is  low,  speaking  in  averages,  the  greatest  progress  will  be 
made  in  the  primary  grade  work.  Making  a  rough  calculation  from 
Tabulation  6,  it  seems  safe  to  say  we  would  have  in  the  1916  men 
about : 

70  imbeciles,  incapable  of  much  education. 

661  morons,  not  going  much  beyond  the  primary  grades. 
882  border  line  and  dull  normal,  not  going  much  beyond  the  seventh 
grade. 

296  normals,  with  some  j^ossibilities  of  a  trades  high  school 
education. 

70  superiors  and  very  superiors,  capable  of  unlimited  education. 
Such  an  estimate,  however,  neglects  three  things  which  will  reduce 
the  number  in  each  group  that  will  attain  even  the  modest  standards 
we  suggest : 

(1)  Psychopathic  conditions  of  all  sorts. 

(2)  Middle  age  attitudes  (not  peculiar  to  prisoners). 

(3)  Mental  habits,  willingness,  phj^sical  conditions,  sensory  defect. 
''3"  is,  however,  more  contingent  upon  psychopathic  conditions  than 
is  usually  recognized. 

Within  the  industrial  world  at  large  there  is  an  increasingly  elab- 
orate trade  and  technical  education  demanded,  which  is  at  once  de- 
pendent upon  the  general  education.  Consequently,  when  we  face  the 
ultimate  educational  limitations  of  .the  majority  of  our  prisoners,  it 
follows  at  once  that  simple  trade  training  or  less  is  all  that  can 
be  hoped  for.  An  alarming  number,  probably  50  per  cent  of 
our  1916,  will  not  be  capable  of  skilled  and  independent  trade 
training. 
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6.  Occupational  Training. 

While  common  school  education  is  lacking  in  so  large  a  majority 
ot*  our  prisoners,  the  discrepancy  between  intellectual  ability  and 
''book  education"  is  not  immediately  so  threatening  as  they  go  out 
on  parole,  as  the  lack  of  a  reform  program  providing  for  vocational 
evaluation  and  advisement  of  a  personal  nature  and  the  lack  of  a 
physical  plant  permitting  diversified  trade  training.  Also  there  is 
need  of  a  revamping  of  the  ideas  relating  to  emphasis  and  things 
deemed  important.  At  present,  the  emphasis  is  on  getting  certain 
tasks  done  in  the  interest  of  the  State  or  the  penitentiary  manage- 
ment. The  emphasis  must  be  placed  on  the  ultimate  need  of  the 
prisoner  vocationally  when  he  begins  his  parole.  A  task  is  of  im- 
portance during  incarceration  in  direct  proportion  to  its  capacity 
to  increase  vocational  adaptability  on  release.  A  task  that  bears  no 
relation  to  the  industries  of  a  community  and  will  in  nowise  aid  a 
man  on  release  is  of  little  or  no  value,  and  to  the  extent  that  it 
crowds  out  practical  vocational  training  is  penny  wise  and  pound 
foolish. 

However,  all  criticisms  must  keep  two  factors  in  mind;  (1)  the  de- 
gree of  trade  skill  the  prisoner  is  capable  of  attaining,  and  (2)  the 
industrial  needs  of  the  community  in  which  he  is  likely  to  live  upon 
release.  Imbeciles  and  morons  are  not  capable  of  much  more  than 
supervised  unskilled  labor,  although  the  upper  moron  group,  if 
sound  physically  and  normal  emotionally,  are  often  successful,  under 
supervision,  in  the  simple  trades.  Beginning  with  the  border  line 
group  we  have  a  right  to  expect  simple  trade  skills  under  supervision. 
Dull  normals  and  up  are  capable  of  definite  trade  and  technical 
trainings  with  increasing  independence  in  action  with  increasing  in- 
telligence. 

Turning  to  the  21-fold  tables  in  Tabulation  6  to  68,  inclusive.  We 
have  a  rough  plotting  of  occupational  skill  and  intelligence.  Speak- 
ing in  rough  trends,  we  can  hardly  censure  a  society  which  has  failed 
to  give  a  skilled  trade  to  morons  and  imbeciles.  And  in  criticizing 
prison  managements,  and  in  planning  vocational  reforms  a  hard  stern 
fact  confronts  the  Western  Penitentiary :  we  have  731  imbeciles 
and  morons  in  the  group  of  1916  here  under  consideration.  In  many 
cases,  those  born  in  Pennsylvania  have  already  had  eight  years  of 
attempted  education  with  little  result.  It  is  true  that  this  education 
has  tended  to  the  academic  rather  than  trade  training  but  nevertheless 
trade  opportunities  have  not  been  lacking.  It  would  be  presumptions 
to  assume  that  a  prison  will  succeed  better  with  this  class  than  our 
schools.  Reference  to  Tabulation  6  shows  that  all  of  the  seventy 
imbeciles  and  sixty-one  of  the  661  morons  are  unskilled.  For  this 
condition  there  is  little  remedy,  and  these  groups  will  remain  eco- 
nomic residue.  Begining  with  the  border  line  cases,  there  is  some 
hope  that  the  man  may  master  some  skilled  or  semi-skilled  occupa- 
tion. 
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The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  men  in  the  1916  under 
consideration  who  have  border  line  or  higher  intelligence,  and  the 
number  and  percentage  of  those  who  have  inadequate  trade  training 
in  terms  of  their  intelligence.

Among  the  native  white  of  border  line  intelligence  or  better,  233,  or 
35  per  cent  are  without  a  definite  occupational  skill  in  keeping  with 
their  intelligence.  Among  all  other  groups  negro  and  foreign,  ap- 
proximately three-fourths  are  without  vocational  training,  and  yet 
it  may  be  asserted,  speaking  in  statistical  trends,  that  these  men  are 
capable  of  a  trade  training. 

Generalizing:  one  of  the  reform  measures  most  needed  in  the 
Western  Penitentiary  is  an  opportunity  for  common  school  educa- 
tion, vocational  guidance  and  trade  training  of  a  simple  and  practical 
type.  It  is  also  highly  essential  that  such  reform  measures  take  pre- 
cedent over  all  the  petty  conveniences  of  the  internal  management; 
that  the  preparation  of  the  prisoners  for  parole  in  terms  of  their 
mental  and  vocational  abilities  take  priority  over  a  convenient  rout- 
ine for  deputy  wardens. 


7.  Race,  Crime  and  Intelligence. 

The  racial  groups,  the  classes  of  crime  and  the  intelligence  ratings 
are  brought  together  in  Tabulations  69  to  76,  inclusive.  In  connec- 
tion with  the  present  paragraphs,  the  material  has  been  condensed 
into  percental  form,  giving  for  each  race  and  crime,  the  percentage 
of  men  of  border  line  or  lower  intelligence  (that  is  imbecile  and  mo- 
ron). This  throws  in  contrast  the  dull  normal,  normal,  superior  and 
very  superior  into  another  group.  For  brevity  we  shall  refer  to  the 
imbecile-moron-border  line  group  as  the  subnormals,  and  the  dull 
normal-normal-superior-and-very-superior  group  as  the  upper  group. 
Native  Whites.     (Tabulation  69) 

Among  the  native  whites  50  per  cent  of  the  predatory  cases  are  of 
dull  normal  or  normal  intelligence,  about  equally  distributed  between 
the  two  groups.     Embezzlement  has  the  greatest  percentage  of  nor- 
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mal,  superior  and  very  superior  cases  of  any  criminal  class.  Also  a 
larger  percentage  of  the  predatory  native  white  group  belong  to  the 
upper  group  than  any  other  class  of  crime  in  any  other  race.  Homi- 
cide and  felonious  assault  cases  rank  relatively  very  high  in  intelli- 
gence and  in  this  respect  the  native  whites  committing  crimes  of 
violence  are  distinctly  higher  than  the  corresponding  group  of  any 
other  race. 

The  lowest  intellectually  is  the  arson  group,  with  the  rape  cases  not 
far  behind.  No  superiors  or  very  superiors  are  found  among  the 
forgers,  panderers,  arson,  sodomy  or  labor  trouble  cases. 

Negroes.     (Tabulation  71). 

Among  the  negroes,  we  find  out  of  579  cases  only  three  with  sup- 
erior intelligence  (two  robbers  and  one  larceny  case.)  There  is  just 
one  very  superior,  a  forger.  In  contrast  to  the  native  whites,  the 
negroes  committing  crimes  of  violence  are  of  a  very  low  intelligence. 
Negro  burglars  have  82  per  cent  of  their  number  subnormal,  with

A    blank    means    there    are    no    cases 
under  this   caption   for   this   racial   group. 
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felonious  assault  and  rape  cases  very  close;  four-fifths  of  each 
group  bein^  in  the  same  intelligence  class.  The  negro  criminals  an 
consistently  low  in  intelligence,  and  the  marked  cotrasts  in  intelli- 
gence in  different  criminal  groups,  so  noticeable  with  the  native 
whites,  is  not  found.  The  native  whites  range  from  6  to  67  per  cent, 
difference  of  61  per  cent  in  the  amount  of  subnormality  in  its  dif- 
ferent criminal  classes.  The  negro  ranges  from  64  to  82,  a  differ- 
ence of  18  per  cent. 

Italian.     (Tabulation   72.) 
In  considering  the  Italian  it  is  necessary  to  remember  that  four 
crimes  include  practically  all  the  cases :

Thus  leaving  only  i.me  cases  out  of  245  to  be  distributed  among  the 
remaining  eight  classes  of  crime.  72  per  cent  of  the  homicides  are 
subnormal,  also  81  per  cent  of  the  rape  cases,  about  70  per  cent  of 
the  robber  cases  and  64  per  cent  of  the  felonious  assault  cases.

Thus  ninety-six  of  the  109  cases  are  covered  under  three  crimes.  A- 
bout  60  per  cent  of  the  homicides,  about  50  per  cent  of  the  robbers, 
and  about  83  per  cent  of  the  rape  cases  are  subnormal.  Six  of  the 
seven  larceny  cases  are  sub-normal,  or  about  77  per  cent.  There  are 
only  three  normals  in  the  whole  group  and  no  superiors  or  very  su- 
periors.    No  further  comment  is  necessary. 

Polish-Russian.     (Tabulation  74.) 
Again  as  with  the  preceding  two  groups,  four  types  of  crime  cover 
the  majority  of  the  cases.

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Thus  four  crimes  dispose  of  eighty-six  of  the  ninety-three  cases.  75 
per  cent  of  the  homicides  are  sub-normal,  also  90  per  cent  of  the  fel- 
onious assault  cases,  78  per  cent  of  the  robbers  and  75  per  cent  of  the 
rape  cases.  There  are  only  two  cases  of  normals;  no  superiors  or 
very  superiors.     This  distribution  is  very  similar  to  the  Austrian.

Thus  we  have  only  five  out  of  the  total  of  thirty-eight  cases  to  be  dis- 
tributed over  the  different  crimes  and  racial  groups,  a  number  too 
small  to  be  of  statistical  value.  Of  the  robbers  70  per  cent  and  of 
the  homicides  82  per  cent  are  sub-normal. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that : 

Of  eleven  Jewish  cases  five  are  normal  or  superior. 

Of  one  hundred  and  nine  Austrian  cases  two  are  normal  and  none 
superior. 

Of  ninety-three  Eussian-Polish  cases  one  is  normal  and  none 
superior. 

Summary  of  All  Racial  Groups.     (Tabulation  69). 
Speaking  in  averages  for  the  entire  group  of  1916  men,  felonious 
assault,  sodom}^,  rape  and  pandering  have  the  largest  percentage  of 
subnormal  cases;  while  embezzlement,  forgery,  and  burglary  have 
the  smallest  percentage  of  subnormals.

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8.  Psychopathic  Data. 

The  psychopathic  data  is  derived  from  two  sources:  (1)  the 
Woodworth  Neuropsychiatric  Questionnaire;  (2)  the  examination 
of  the  prisoner  by  Dr.  C.  C.  Wholey,  a  psychiatrist  of  Pittsburgh. 
The  probable  cases  are  those  with  a  typical  score  of  more  than  twenty 
in  the  Woodworth  Questionnaire.  The  definitely  psychopathic  con- 
sist of  the  cases  pronounced  psychopathic  by  the  psychiatrist.  Pri- 
soners are  selected  for  interview  with  him  from  the  atypical  Wood- 
worth  list  largely,  but  also  any  case  arousing  the  suspicion  of  the 
administration  or  the  prison  doctor,  or  unusual  cases  of  discipline 
are  referred  to  Dr.  Wholey.  The  main  source,  however,  of  the  cases 
coming  to  his  attention  is  the  Woodworth  Questionnaire.  As  this 
*' probable"  list  consists  of  207  cases,  the  psychiatrist  has  been  able 
to  see  but  a  small  percentage  up  to  the  present  time.  Some  im- 
mediate need  such  as  parole,  pardon,  transfer  to  the  prison  farm 
(Rockview),  or  possible  cases  for  Fairview  (institution  for  the  cri- 
minally insane)  has  governed  the  selection  of  the  cases  in  the  initial 
stage  of  the  work.  The  plan  is  to  reach  all  probable  cases  as  quickly 
as  possible.  Once  the  work  is  caught  up,  new  cases  only  will  not 
prove  such  a  drain  on  Dr.  Wholey,  who  has  so  generously  given  of 
his  time. 

It  is  important  to  note  that  the  vast  majority  of  the  probable 
cases  prove  to  be  "definitely"  psychopathic.  Also  the  cases  that 
come  up  for  examination  for  any  one  of  the  special  reasons  mention- 
ed in  the  preceding  paragraph,  are  found  almost  invariably  to  be  on 
our  "probable"  list  awaiting  examination. 

With  the  extremely  low  mental  groups  and  especially  the  foreign 
of  low  mentality,  as  the  Austrian  and  Polish-Russian  groups,  the 
Woodworth  Questionnaire  ha^  less  value.  This  is  true  for  two  rea- 
sons: (1)  the  meaning  of  the  delicate  and  more  subjective  type  of 
question  is  totally  missed  by  the  low  moron  and  imbecile.  For  ex- 
ample, "Do  you  ever  have  a  queer  feeling  as  if  you  were  not  your 
old  self?"  is  not  likely  to  have  been  experienced  except  where  the 
intelligence  is  fairly  discriminating  and  analytic.  (2)  With  many 
of  the  extremely  illiterate  foreigners,  the  question,  even  when  prop- 
erly translated  presents  a  vocabulary  and  type  of  thought  quite 
foreign  to  their  vernacular.  This  seems  to  be  especially  true  of  the 
Polish-Russian  group.  The  examiner,  in  some  cases  felt  that  certain 
questions  were  meaningless  to  the  subject  and  consequently  the 
Woodworth  score  unreliable.  Low  mentality  is  less  likely  to  find 
expression  in  neuresthenia,  psychasthenia  or  dementia  praecox. 

Native  White.     Tabulation  110. 

Among  the  native  whites  10  per  cent  are  "probably"  psycho- 
pathic. The  largest  number  of  cases  is  among  the  robbers  who  are 
as  a  class,  it  will  be  recalled,  younger  and  more  intelligent  than  the 
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PSYCHOPATHIC  DATA

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average  prisoner.  This  group  has  thirty-one  ''probably"  psychopa- 
thic cases,  only  equalled  by  the  corresponding  negro  robber  group, 
which  also  has  thirty-one  cases.  Percentally  though,  it  must  be  kept 
in  mind  that  the  white  group  of  robbers  is  only  moderately  psycho- 
pathic. 

The  embezzlers  have  no  psychopathic  cases.  The  rape  cases  have, 
percentally,  the  highest  psychopathic  score  in  the  group  (22  per 
cent). 

Negro.     Tabulation  111. 

The  negro  runs  decidedly  the  highest  probably  psychopathic  score 
of  any  group.  Sodomy  has  the  highest  ''probable"  psychopathic 
score  with  28  per  cent  of  the  cases  nearly  one  out  of  three,  of  this 
ilk.  All  of  the  psychopathic  negro  cases  tend  to  give  much  trouble  to 
the  prison  administration  with  homosexual  practices.  About  15  per 
cent  of  the  entire  negro  group  are  probably  psychopathic.  It  is  in- 
teresting to  note  that  the  negro  and  native  white  each  have  eighty- 
six  probably  psychopathic  cases. 

Italian.     Tabulation  112. 

The  Italian  has  perceptibly  fewer  psychopathic  cases  than  either 
the  native  white  or  the  negro  ;  in  fact  slightly  more  than  half  as  many 
as  the  latter.  Mne  per  cent  of  the  crimes  of  violence  are  committed  by 
"probably"  psychopathies,  which  is  higher  than  the  "probably" 
psychopathic  percentage  of  the  entire  Italian  group.  With  the  ne- 
gro fourteen  per  cent  of  these  committing  crimes  of  violence  have 
"probably"  psychopathic  records;  an  interesting  contrast  to  the 
Italian  group. 

It  should  be  noted  that  while  approximately  70  per  cent  of  the 
Italian  relates  to  violence,  it  does  not  seem  to  be  associated  exclu- 
sively with  psychopathic  emotionalism ;  racial  and  f eudalistic  modes 
of  response  probably  account  for  the  homicidal  tendency. 

Austrian.     Tabulation  113. 

The  Austrian  "probably"  psychopathic  group  is  slightly  smaller 
than  the  average  of  the  entire  prison  group  which  is  11  per  cent. 
The  largest  group  is  the  homicides  (53  per  cent  of  the  entire  Austrian 
group) of  which  14  per  cent  are  "probably"  psychopathic.  All  of  the 
Austrian  groups  are  below  the  psychopathic  averages  of  the  prison 
group  at  large. 

Polish-Eussian.     Tabulation  114. 

With  the  Polish-Russian  the  Woodworth  Questionnaire  was  quite 
unsatisfactory.  Failure  to  understand  the  questions  is  probably  the 
chief  cause  for  the  low  psychopathic  score,  while  the  extremely  low 
intelligence  of  this  group  took  many  of  them  below  the  threshold  of 
the  subjective  discriminations  necessary  to  be  neuresthenic  or  schizo- 
phrenic. 

All  Others,  Including  Jewish.     Tabulations  115  and  116. 
We  have  too  few  psychopathic  cases  for  statistical  purposes.

The  summary  of  percentages  of  ''probably"  psychopathies  for 
each  group  shows  the  following  crimes  to  have  the  highest  ''prob- 
ably" psychopathic  scores:

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III.     INDIRECT  SOCIAL  FACTORS  AND  CRIME 


1.  Place  of  Birth  and  Distribution  of  Crime. 

As  regards  place  of  birth,  the  prisoners  have  been  classified  under 
four  headings  (shown  in  Tabulations  93  to  100,  inclusive) ;  those  born 
in  rural  Pennsylvania,  those  born  in  urban  Pennsylvania,  those  born 
outside  Pennsylvania  but  in  the  Uited  States,  and  those  born  in  for- 
eign countries. 

Of  the  1008  men  in  the  Western  Penitentiary  committing  predatory 
crimes  it  is  to  be  noted  that  212,  or  22  per  cent,  were  born  in  country 
districts  of  Pennsylvania ;  241,  or  24  per  cent,  were  born  in  the  urban 
districts  of  Pennsylvania;  424,  or  42  per  cent  were  born  outside  the 
State  but  in  this  country,  while  131,  or  nearly  13  per  cent,  were  born 
in  foreign  countries.  Predatory  crime  would  seem  to  be  pretty  well 
distributed  between  those  born  in  the  city  and  those  born  in  the 
country  (incidence  of  population  in  city  and  country  is  ignored  in 
this  statement). 

Amongst  the  native  whites  there  are  567  predatory  cases.  Of  these 
178,  or  31  per  cent,  w^ere  born  in  the  rural  districts  of  Pennsylvania; 
198,  or  35  per  cent,  were  born  in  the  city  districts;  and  again,  as 
with  the  prison  population  at  large,  the  predatory  crime  seems  fair- 
ly evenly  distributed  between  the  country  and  the  city  populations. 
Of  the  native  whites  convicted  of  predatory  offenses  65  per  cent 
were  born  in  the  State,  while  191,  or  35  per  cent,  were  born  outside 
the  State. 

When  it  comes  to  the  negro  the  story  is  quite  different.  Of  310 
predatory  negroes,  thirty-four,  or  11  per  cent,  were  born  in  the  rural 
districts  of  Pennsylvania ;  forty-three,  or  about  14  per  cent,  saw  the 
light  of  day  for  the  first  time  in  some  city  of  Pennsylvania,  while  233, 
or  about  75  per  cent,  were  born  outside  the  State,  most  frequently 
coming  from  rural  districts  of  the  South.  Of  those  born  outside 
the  State  about  31  per  cent  have  come  North  since  the  Great  War. 

The  remaining  groups  are  foreign,  by  classification. 

Turning  to  Sex  Crimes  (sodomy,  rape  and  pandering) ;  seventy- 
seven,  or  35  per  cent,  come  from  the  rural  districts  of  the  State ;  32 
cases,  or  14  per  cent,  come  from  city  districts  (although  few  from  the 
city  of  Pittsburgh*) ;  50  or  about  23  per  cent,  were  born  outside  the 
State ;  while  sixty-three,  or  nearly  30  per  cent,  Avere  born  in  foreign 
countries. 

Among  the  native  whites  seventy-two,  or  58  per  cent  of  all  sex 
cases,  were  born  in  urban  districts,  and  twenty-five,  or  20  per  cent, 
were  born  in  other  States  of  the  Union.  With  the  predatory  crimes 
the  distribution  is  about  equal  between  city  and  country ;  while  with 
sex  offenses,  nearly  three-fifths  were  born  in  rural  districts. 

*It  has  been  the  policy  of  Judge  de  Wolff  in  the  Morals  Court  to  treat  such  cases  as 
social  adjustment  cases  rather  than  criminal  cases.  A  few  small  cities  furnish  the  city 
contingent  of  sex  cases  given  here. 
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Among  the  negro,  five,  or  15  per  cent,  v^ere  born  in  rural  Pennsyl- 
vania; four,  or  12  per  cent,  v^ere  born  in  urban  Pennsylvania,  v^liile 
tv^enty-five  or  73  per  cent  of  the  34  cases,  w^ere  born  outside  the 
State  usually  coming  from  rural  districts  of  the  South.  Again,  as 
with  predatory  crime,  about  three-fourths  of  the  offenders  v^^ere 
born  outside  the  State.  This  may  be  interpreted  two  ways,  at  least : 
(1)  either  we  are  getting  a  much  lower  stratum  of  negro  from  the 
South  than  formerly;  or  (2)  the  rural  uneducated  Southern  negro 
is  unable  to  cope  with  the  urban  life  of  the  North.  Both  factors  are 
probably  playing  a  part  in  the  situation. 

When  we  turn  to  crimes  of  violence  (homicide  and  felonious  as- 
sault) we  find  a  total  of  652.  Of  these  eighty-five,  or  13  per  cent 
were  committed  by  men  born  in  rural  districts  of  the  State ;  fifty-six, 
or  9  per  cent,  by  men  born  in  the  cities ;  228  or  35  per  cent,  by  men 
outside  the  State ;  while  283,  or  44  per  cent,  were  committed  by  the 
foreign  population. 

Among  the  native  whites  there  were  139  crimes  of  violence,  of 
vthich  sixty-three  or  45  per  cent,  were  committed  by  men  born  in  the 
country  districts  of  the  State ;  thirty-five  or  25  per  cent,  in  the  urban ; 
while  forty-one,  or  30  per  cent,  were  born  outside  the  State. 

For  the  native  whites,  the  country  districts  predominate  in  the  pro- 
duction of  crimes  of  violence. 

Among  the  negro,  there  were  230  who  committed  crimes  of  vio- 
lence ;  twenty-two,  or  10  per  cent,  were  born  in  rural  districts  of  the 
State ;  twenty-one,  or  9  per  cent,  in  urban  communities  of  the  State ; 
while  187,  or  81  per  cent,  were  born  outside  the  State  of  Pennsylvania. 

Summarizing  for  all  crimes  of  all  racial  groups.  Rural  Pennsyl- 
vania furnishes  320,  or  16.7  per  cent ;  704,  or  36.7  per  cent,  were  born 
outside  the  State  but  in  this  country;  while  496,  or  25.8  per  cent, 
were  born  in  foreign  countries.  1200  of  the  1916  cases,  or  62.5  per 
cent,  were  born  outside  the  State  of  Pennsylvania.  Out  of  this  as- 
tonishingly large  number  born  outside  the  State,  942,  or  78.5  per 
cent,  are  either  negro  or  foreign. 

Among  the  native  whites  there  are  845  prisoners,  of  whom  324,  or 
38  per  cent,  were  born  in  rural  districts  of  the  State ;  262,  or  31  per 
cent,  were  born  in  city  districts  of  the  State;  while  258,  or  30  per 
cent,  were  born  outside  the  State.  The  contrast  with  the  negro 
population  in  the  penitentiary  is  very  marked.  Among  the  negroes, 
sixtl-one,  or  10.6  per  cent,  were  born  in  rural  communities  of  the 
State ;  sixty-eight,  or  11.8  per  cent,  were  born  in  cities  in  Pennsyl- 
vania ;  while  446,  or  77.5  per  cent,  were  born  outside  the  State.  This 
is  in  marked  contrast  to  the  native  whites  with  whom  the  proportions 
are  nearly  reversed,  namely,  about  69  per  cent  are  natives  of  Penn- 
sylvania and  about  30  per  cent  born  outside  the  State. 
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The  greatest  amount  of  crime  seems  to  be  from  negroes  born  out- 
side the  State  of  Pennsylvania;  while  among  the  negro  group  the 
greatest  number  seems  to  come  from  the  rural  South,  and  of  these 
the  greatest  number  commit  crimes  of  violence  (of  negroes  commit- 
ting crimes  of  violence  81  per  cent  were  born  outside  the  State). 
Eural  Western  Pennsylvania  tends  to  provide  a  few  more  prison 
inmates  than  the  cities.  Predatory  crime  is  slightly  more  frequent 
in  the  cities;  crimes  of  violence  are  slightly  more  frequent  in  the 
country.  All  other  crimes  are  nearly  equal  in  city  and  country,  in 
so  far  as  the  place  of  birth  goes.

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2.  The  Commission  of  Crime  in  City  and  Country. 

It  is  not  only  of  interest  to  consider  where  our  criminal  population 
was  born,  but  it  is  important  to  ask  where  our  crimes  are  committed, 
whether  in  the  country  or  in  the  city.  Our  records  show  the  follow- 
ing racial  distributions  of  crimes  committed  in  the  city  and  crimes 
committed  in  the  country.

Among  the  negro,  about  36  per  cent  of  the  offenders  come  from  Al- 
legheny County. 

It  would  seem  that  as  far  as  place  of  birth  goes  the  criminals  in 
the  Western  Penitentiary  are  a  little  more  likely  to  have  been  born 
in  the  country  than  in  the  city,  while  with  the  negro  a  very  large  per- 
centage came  from  the  rural  districts  of  the  South.  When  it  comes 
to  the  commission  of  crime,  four  out  of  five  arise  in  the  city,  while 
with  the  negro  nine  out  of  ten  are  committed  in  urban  districts. 

3.  Crime  and  the  Broken  Home. 

While  it  is  the  concensus  of  opinion  of  all  the  case  workers  in  the 
penitentiary  that  the  broken  home  plays  a  very  great  part  in  crime 
as  an  underlying  cause,  it  is  very  difficult  to  get  the  matter  into  qual- 
itative terms.  A  broken  home  should  include  not  only  the  clearly 
defined  cases  of  divorce  and  separation  on  the  part  of  the  parent,  but 
it  should  include  all  additional  homes  where  there  is  a  gross  lack  of 
rapport  between  the  child  and  either  parent,  or  continual  dissention 
in  the  home.  It  is  impossible  to  include  such  cases  in  a  statistical 
treatment  where  some  definite  line  of  demarcation  must  be  made. 
However,  in  the  opinion  of  the  writer,  a  large  majority  of  the  pri- 
soners came  from  broken  homes  in  the  broad  psychological  use  of 
the  caption,  including  all  the  factors  that  impair  the  home. 

Our  records  on  the  age  the  prisoners  left  home  are  very  incom- 
plete ;  partly  due  to  misrepresentation  on  the  part  of  prisoners  and 
partly  due  to  an  unwillingness  to  discuss  in  detail  and  to  itemize 
where  the  various  years  of  their  careers  have  been  spent.  In  so  far 
as  the  field  worker  has  added  to  our  information,  it  indicates  that 
there  is  a  marked  underestimate  of  undesirable  home  factors. 

Taking  the  Tabulations  as  they  stand,  551,  or  27.7  per  cent,  of  the 
prisoners  left  home  before  the  age  of  16  years.  Contrasting  the  pre- 
datory group  with  all  others,  we  find  that  335,  or  about  33  per  cent, 
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of  this  group  left  home  before  the  age  of  16  years.  Among  all  of  the 
others,  216,  or  24  per  cent,  left  home  before  16.  This  seems  to  in- 
dicate a  greater  frequency  in  the  loss  of  home  influence  amongst 
the  predatory  group. 

Among  those  committing  sex  crimes,  about  44,  or  20  per  cent  left 
home  before  16;  among  those  committing  crimes  of  violence,  169, 
or  26  per  cent  left  home  before  16.  The  difference  here  is  too  slight 
to  be  of  significance. 

The  records  on  marriage  and  divorce  are  too  poorly  substantiated 
by  cross-checks  to  be  of  greatest  value.  However,  taking  them  as 
they  stand  the  records  do  not  differ  materially  from  the  same  records 
in  the  population  at  large.  Marriage  is  a  little  less  frequent  among 
the  predatory  group  (34  per  cent)  than  amongst  all  others  (49  per 
cent).  Age  may  be  the  determining  factor  here,  for  in  the  preda- 
tory group  69  per  cent  are  under  31  years  of  age,  while  for  sex  crimes 
35  per  cent  are  under  31,  and  for  crimes  of  violence  44  per  cent  are 
under  31,  and  for  all  crimes  combined  55  per  cent  are  under  31.  A 
plausible  contributing  factor  also  is  the  fact  that  the  predatory 
group  draws  more  frequently  from  the  floating  population. 

The  following  table  of  percental  frequency  of  marriage  with  the 
different  crimes  is  of  interest.

The  large  number  of  marriages  among  the  embezzlement  and  rape 
cases  stand  in  contrast  to  the  infrequent  marriage  among  the  sodomy 
and  labor  trouble  cases  (the  last  are  few). 
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If  we  add  together  the  cases  in  which  the  parents  were  divorced 
or  separated,  or  there  was  a  step-father  or  a  step-mother,  we  find 
the  following :

We  find  the  greatest  symptoms  of  the  broken  home,  judged  by  this 
standard,  amongst  forgers  and  robbers,  while  embezzlers  seem  to 
show  the  least.  Again  (as  with  the  age  of  leaving  home)  the  fre- 
quency of  divorce,  etc.,  is  greater  amongst  the  predatory  criminals 
than  amongst  all  other  crimes.  However,  the  contrast  between  the 
different  groups  is  not  great.  The  sodomy  cases  are  peculiarly  sen- 
sitive and  suspicious,  and  lack  of  information  and  fewness  of  cases 
may  be  taken  as  essential  factors  in  this  group. 

4.  Crime  and  Religious  Belief. 

In  the  process  of  examining  the  prisoners  an  attempt  was  made 
to  secure  their  actual  religious  beliefs  rather  than  their  nominal 
church  affiliations.  It  is  of  course  the  orthodox  thing  for  a  man 
in  the  penitentiary  to  show  renewed  religious  zeal.  He  has  the 
time,  it  does  not  interfere  with  his  business,  and  in  certain  emo- 
tional cases  one  would  expect  a  revival  of  the  religious  sets  of 
earlier  years.  Our  prisoners  as  a  class,  are  of  lower  intelligence  and 
less  education  than  the  average  citizen  on  the  street,  consequently 
we  would  not  expect  and  do  not  get  a  reflective,  rational  or  well  in- 
formed religious  type.  Episcopalians,  Unitarians,  Universalists, 
Congregationalists,  agnostics,  atheists  and  free  thinkers  are  absent 
or  nearly  so  ^his  is  partly  due  to  the  relative  infrequency  of  these 
groups  in  the  Pittsburgh  district,  but  the  chief  reason,  which  grows 
on  one  with  the  individual  examination  of  hundreds  of  prisoners,  is 
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their  inability  to  think  their  way  through  to  any  integrated  reli- 
gious attitudes. 

The  Roman  Catholics  constitute  the  largest  group  professing  the 
same  faith.  Methodists  and  Baptists  follow  next  and  constitute 
a  large  proportion  of  the  Protestant  group  with  Lutherans  and 
Presbyterians  of  all  sorts  making  up  the  remainder  of  the  prison 
population.  The  Roman  Catholic  faith  is  most  common  among  our 
foreign  population  (predominantly  Italian),  and  Methodists  and 
Baptists  are  naturally  the  most  common  in  the  negro  group  which 
constitutes  the  second  largest  criminal  class.  With  these  groups 
religion  may  be  taken  as  a  racial-geographical  matter,  while  gen- 
eral social  milieu  is  the  differential  factor  rather  than  the  peculi- 
arities of  any  religious  faith. 

Greek  Catholics  are  too  few  in  number  to  treat  statistically. 

Religiosity,*  in  my  opinion,  best  describes  the  prevailing  relig- 
ious attitudes  within  the  penitentiary.  Certain  forms,  either  verbal 
or  ritualistic,  have  been  incorporated  probably  in  early  childhood. 

These  religious  slogans,  or  habits  or  forms  are  carefully  isolated, 
incapsulated,  and  pigeon-holed  in  so  far  as  practical  every  day  be- 
havior goes.  (Of  course  the  substitution  of  religiosity  for  religion 
is  not  confined  to  prison  populations.)  With  a  large  majority  of 
the  prisoners  there  is  little  moral  consistency  or  integration;  often 
there  is  not  sufficient  social  comprehension  and  vision  to  make  the 
proper  inference  from  precept  to  practice.  The  majority  believe 
in  heaven  and  hell  in  a  vague  w^ay ;  the  majority  also  believe  in  atone- 
ment for  sin;  in  a  vicarious  atonement  and  also  that  punishments, 
such  as  imprisonment,  constitute  a  restitution  for  crime.  Recently  a 
prisoner  said  to  me  :  **No,  I'm  not  going  back  to  my  home  town.  I've 
done  wrong,  but  I've  paid  for  it.  I've  done  my  time  and  I  am  not 
ashamed." 

This  same  attitude  is  the  comforting  one  derived  by  some  persons 
from  what  they  conceive  to  be  the  restitutive  effects  of  prayer.     It

The  historical  development  of  the  word  will  be  found  in  "A  New  English  Dictionary  on 
Historical  Principles",  founded  mainly  on  the  materials  collected  by  the  Philological 
society  and  edited  by   Sir   James  A.   H.   Murray,    Oxford,    1914. 

In  modern  psychology  and  psychiatry,  religiosity  has  little  of  the  connotation  of 
hypocrisy.  The  basis  element,  in  the  curious  moral  inconsistency  found  in  such  cases, 
is  the  compartmental  character  of  habit.  The  orthodox  Jewish  woman  who  carries  a 
handkerchief  tied  as  a  wrist  bracelet  on  the  Seventh  Day  to  avoid  a  Sabbath  burden, 
is  fulfilling  the  letter  of  the  law,  and  is  subjectively  satisfied  as  well  as  having  observed 
the  objective  proprieties.  Economic  pressure  is  more  or  less  constant;  organic  needs 
know  no  laws;  strong  emotion  acts  and  later  makes  its  peace  with  moral  habits  and  ideals; 
consistency  is  a  rare  jewel  for  the  simple  reason  that  habit  consistency  (in  the  sense 
of  a  thoroughgoing  integration)  in  all  of  its  social  and  biological  phases  is  only  rough.'y 
approximated,  even  in  the  best  of  us.  Elbert  Hubbard  probably  had  this  in  mind  when 
he    defined   the    sinner    as    a    man    with    a    different    fault    from    my    own. 

With  many  of  the  prisoners  there  is  a  vague  sort  of  fear  of  psychic  forces,  of  mental 
telepathy,  of  ill-defined  superstitions  of  all  sorts,  of  a  conviction  that  one  "gets  his", 
that  murder  will  out, — all  without  any  formal  association  with  deity  or  organized  religion. 
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would  seem  that  as  it  works  in  the  mind  of  certain  prisoners  with 
low  grade  intelligence  and  abnormal  emotional  traits,  the  moral  in- 
tent of  the  confessional  and  prayer  are  lost  sight  of.  Instead  of 
atonement  and  forgiveness  being  a  moral  stimulus  because  all  is 
not  lost  and  another  chance  awaits  the  repentant  sinner;  the  crime 
or  offense  is  comitted  with  the  comforting  feeling  that  a  purely  per- 
functory verbal  ritualistic  form  of  atonement  is  at  hand  which  makes 
sinning  easy  and  safe.  Of  course  the  matter  is  not  thought  out  so 
a^  to  give  it  the  tinge  of  moral  absurdity  it  has  as  I  present  it,  but 
this  is  nevertheless  the  essential  mental  attitude.  To  even  couch  it  in 
words  as  I  have  done,  gives  the  whole  situation  a  clearness  in  con- 
sciousness that  is  not  present  with  the  individual  acting  in  this  man- 
ner. Kneeland's  report  on  prostitution  shows  that  religious  belief  is 
very  common  among  these  women,  probably  growing  out  of  the  same 
type  of  thought  process  we  have  with  many  of  our  prisoners  in  so 
far  as  there  is  any  thought  process  at  all.  Of  course,  religiosity 
in  its  most  perfect  form  has  such  complete  immunity  from  all  the 
individual's  social  and  moral  acts  that  he  makes  no  attempt  to  re- 
concile his  verbal  religious  habits  with  conduct  either  explicitly  or 
implicitly.  (It  hardly  need  be  said  that  such  conduct  and  interpre- 
tations are  not  knowingly  tolerated  by  any  church.) 

While  the  tabulations  do  not  give  hint  of  it,  the  actual  interviews 
show  a  marked  religious  intensity  and  psychosis  on  the  part  of  many 
sex  cases.  These  often  possess  the  most  clearly  defined,  and  emo- 
tionally sincere  and  intense  religious  attitudes  of  all  our  prisoners. 
Rape,  incestuous  rape,  and  sodomy  cases  are  likely  to  be  self-sym- 
pathizing and  religious.  The  close  relationship  between  religion,  sex 
and  emotion  is  too  well  known  to  be  discussed  here,  but  suffice  to  say 
the  most  perfect  cases  of  sordid  sex  offense  and  intense  emotional  re- 
ligious sincerity  are  to  be  found  among  those  imprisoned  for  sex  of- 
fenses. 

The  tabulation  of  religious  views  has  one  column  designated,  ''In- 
different." After  much  consideration  this  seemed  the  best  caption 
to  use.  The  penitentiary  contains  only  a  few  agnostics  or  atheists 
(too  few  to  tabulate).  Agnosticism  is  a  sustained  attitude  of  doubt 
and  is  only  found  with  persons  of  considerable  intelligence  and  phil- 
osophical attainments.  Atheism  is  a  very  positive  attitude  and  is 
found  only  with  marked  freedom  from  superstition.  Our  non-re- 
ligious prisoners  fall  in  neither  class.  They  simply  have  given  the 
subject  of  religion  and  morals  no  thought  at  all.  Many  of  the  lov/ 
grade  negroes  would  be  better  described  as  non-moral  rather  than 
immoral. 

This  ''Indifferent"  group  is  indifferent  from  lack  of  intelligence, 
lack  of  knowledge  and  lack  of  interest.  They  exhibit  exactly  the 
same  colorless  mental  attitude  in  relation  to  politics,  labor  questions, 
social  problems  such  as  war,  or  industrial  questions  such  as  unem- 
ployment and  depressions.     Many  are  quite  as  indifferent  to  their 
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own  immediate  physical  welfare.  They  do  not  refuse  to  take  treat- 
ment for  venereal  disease,  bnt  just  fail  to  do  it.  They  are  equally 
careless  of  their  own  and  the  welfare  of  others. 

One  of  the  marks  of  intelligence  is  the  ability  to  anticipate  results, 
and  to  make  use  of  a  constructive  imagination  in,  the  service  of  fu- 
ture events.  It  is  fairly  easy  to  train  a  person  in  the  use  of  any  ver- 
bal forms.  It  is  very  difficult  to  incorporate  these  verbalisms  into 
action.  This  condition  is  not  peculiar  to  religion  but  crops  out  in 
every  educational  problem.  It  is  easy  to  teach  formal  grammar ;  it 
is  difficult  to  put  it  into  practice.  It  is  fairly  easy  to  teach  the  four 
processes  in  arithmetic;  it  is  Yery  hard  to  get  application  in  a  spe- 
cific problem.  Good  script  can  be  secured  in  the  writing  lesson,  but 
for  good  script  to  carry  over  to  other  fields  is  another  matter.  It  is 
precisely  the  same  problem  in  religious  and  moral  matters  except 
that  here  there  is  greater  complexity  and  the  inconsistency  between 
teaching  and  practice  is  more  glaring  and  arouses  more  contempt, 
scorn,  and  the  tendency  to  accuse  the  offender  of  hypocrisy. 

The  tendency  of  prison  authorities  and  the  public  at  large  is  to 
see  the  action  of  the  prisoner  as  the  embodiment  of  hypocrisy.  I  do 
not  believe  this  is  so  in  the  large  number  of  cases.  The  prisoner's 
profession  of  a  new  desire  is  sincere.  He  lacks  intelligence  and 
vision,  and  long  incarceration  with  the  weakening  effects  of  institu- 
tionalization have  caused  him  to  forget  the  social  pressure  of  imita- 
tion and  suggestion  when  thrown  on  one 's  own  resources  along  with 
the  revival,  on  release,  of  powders  of  habits  seemingly  long  since  dead 
and  buried.  He  is  unable  to  apply  his  religious  verbalism  (religios- 
ity) to  the  bewildering  social  complex  that  surrounds  him.  He  is 
unable  rather  than  unwillingly  morally  and  religiously. 

Turning  to  the  tabulations  (93  to  100,  inclusively) :  Protestants 
predominate  in  robbery,  larceny  and  burglary  and  in  predatory 
crimes  in  the  total;  while  Catholics  predominate  in  homicide  and 
labor  troubles.  A  careful  study  of  race  ('^.  g.,  Italians  predominant- 
ly homicidal  and  native  white  predatory)  indicates  that  the  religious 
factor  is  probably  quite  secondary  to  the  specific  social  milieu  of 
each  racial-national  group. 

The  percentage  of  religious  indifference  is  of  great  interest,  but  a 
comparison  of  the  percentages  yields  very  little  as  indicated  in  the 
following  table :

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Therq  is  more  religious  indifference  for  predatory  than  for  other 
types  of  crime,  the  peak  being  reached  with  the  burglar,  who  is  the 
most  clearly  defined  representative  of  the  professional  class.  The 
embezzler  tends  to  rise  above  all  others  in  his  freedom  from  all  anti- 
orthodox  conditions  (leaving  home  early,  divorce  or  trouble  between 
his  parents).  The  pander ers,  (only  six)  profess  religion  in  every 
case  (two  Protestant  and  four  Roman  Catholic).  The  sex  offenders 
and  those  convicted  of  crimes  of  violence  have  fewer  cases  of  relig- 
ous  indifference  than  the  predatory  group.  Again,  the  reader  should 
be  cautioned  that  racial  or  geographical  elements  are  more  likely  the 
differential  factors  than  the  religious  belief,  the  particular  religious 
belief,  or  the  lack  of  it. 

5.  Recreations.     Tabulations  101  to  108. 

A  man's  recreations  are  not  necessarily  directly  related  to  his 
crime.  In  terms  of  averages,  a  man's  manner  of  spending  his  leisure 
time  is  of  less  practical  value  than  the  peculiar  combination  of  recre- 
ational habits  with  the  individual  case.  It  is  in  the  latter  that  re- 
creational and  leisure  time  may  be  identified  with  bad  social  and 
leisure  habits;  for  a  condition  that  is  harmless  with  one  individual 
or  with  certain  social  combinations,  may  be  highly  significant  when 
combined  wdth  other  conditions.  For  example  neither  gambling  nor 
drink  are  of  necessity  related  to  crime.  But  gambling  plus  drink 
plus  Italian  temperament  have  produced  many  a  homicide,  although 
gambling  with  the  poorer  type  of  Italian  is  an  inconsequential  pass- 
time  with  exceedingly  small  stakes.  And  so  it  goes  with  all  the 
items  tabulated  under  "Recreations". 

Certain  recreations  have  the  stamp  of  social  disapproval,  for  ex- 
ample gambling  and  pool.  In  such  cases  the  frequencies  are  un- 
doubtedly higher  than  here  given. 

Insofar  as  facts  are  obtainable,  an  item  has  not  been  classed  as  a 
recreation  unless  it  has  been  clearly  an  habitual  part  of  the  man's 
life,  and  not  an  unusual  act. 

A  word  of  explanation  is  necessary.  Some  of  the  captions  under 
"Recreations"  are  duplicated  under  "Nature  and  Factors  of  Crime". 
When  the  various  items  are  given  as  causes,  there  is  evidence  that 
they  played  a  direct  part  in  the  crime  committed :  when  given  as  a 
"Recreation",  the  item  in  question  may  have  played  a  part  but 
there  is  no  direct  evidence  that  it  did.  An  item  such  as  drink  can 
very  easily  be  tallied  twice,  once  as  a  part  of  "Recreation"  habit 
and  again  as  a  specific  factor  in  the  causes  for  the  crime.

Smoking  and  Drinking. 

As  would  be  expected,  smoking  is  the  most  common  recreation, 
with  drink  not  far  behind.  Of  the  entire  group,  about  three-fourths 
of  the  men  drink.  The  Italians  head  the  list  with  90  per  cent  ack- 
nowledging the  use  of  drink.  The  percentage  is  probably  higher. 
The  Austrians  come  next,  (84  per  cent) ;  the  negro  and  the  Polish  are 
about  the  same  (77  per  cent  and  75  per  cent  respectively)  :  the 
native  whites  have  the  lowest  frequency  of  drink  (65  per  cent)  of 
any  of  the  numerically  important  groups. 

The  accompanying  tables  show  the  ten  highest  and  the  ten  lowest 
percentages  of  drink  in  relation  to  the  specific  race  and  crime.  The 
figures  are  quite  interesting.  All  (100  per  cent)  of  the  Italian  fel- 
onious assault  cases  drink.  It  is  to  be  noted  that  high  frequency 
in  drink  is  related  to  four  crimes :  homicide,  rape,  felonious  assault 
and  robbery.  The  negro  does  not  appear  in  these  cases,  but  his 
drink  habit  in  the  average  is  high.  It  is  also  to  be  noted  that  the 
races  involved  in  the  greatest  frequency  in  drink  are  all  foreign. 
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The  ten  lowest  percentages  of  drink  have  for  their  six  lowest  rank- 
orders  native  white  groups,  with  the  native  white  embezzlers  the 
lowest  of  all.  Also  native  white  crimes  of  sex  and  homicide  are  not 
highly  associated  with  drink.  Native  white  and  negro  burglars 
each  have  the  same  percentage  of  drink  and  are  just  within  the 
-lowest  ten  limit. 

All  Other  Recreations 

After  drink  there  is  a  decided  drop  in  the  percental  frequency  with 
which  the  other  items  of  recreation  occur.  Negroes,  by  far,  show  the 
highest  percentages  for  dancing,  gambling  and  pool  or  billiards.  All 
the  remaining  races  are  somewhat  alike  and  somewhat  lower  in  the 
frequency  with  which  they  indulge  in  the  various  recreations.  The 
Italians  show  distinctly  low  percentages  for  all  recreations  except 
drinking  and  smoking,  with  the  lowest  percentage  of  any  group  in 
gambling. 


IV.    DIRECT  SOCIAL  FACTORS  AND  CRIME 
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IV.     DIRECT  SOCIAL  FACTORS  AND  CRIME 


L    Social  Causes  of  Crime.     Tabulations  109-116. 

The  social  factors  surrounding  a  crime  often  constitute  the  chief 
causes,  either  directly  or  indirectI3^  In  Tabulations  109  and  116 
inclusive,  the  attempt  has  been  made  to  evaluate  the  importance  of 
these  factors.  The  compilations  are  made  from  the  individual  so- 
cial data  sheets  and  a  factor  is  not  considered  unless  there  is  con- 
siderable evidence  that  it  really  played  a  part  in  the  crime  in  ques- 
tion. For  example,  gambling  is  associated  with  general  social  unfa- 
vorable conditions^  but  unless  it  could  be  shown  to  be  a  direct  link 
in  the  casual  chain  leading  to  the  crime,  would  not  appear  in  the 
tabulations  of  ''Nature  and  Factors  of  Crime." 

Bad  Social  and  Leisure  Habits 

This  expression  covers  a  multitude  of  unanalyzed  factors  and  in 
one  way  is  a  dangerous  catch-all  for  all  sorts  of  causes.  However, 
it  is  also  a  very  apt  expression  and  describes  the  general  conditions 
better  than  any  other  expression  I  know. 

It  is  given  as  the  most  frequent  social  factor  partly  because  it  is 
a  basic  underlying  cause  and  partly  because  it  really  is  several  social 
items  grouped  in  one.  The  most  conspicuously  high  percentages  are 
for  the  negro  burglar  and  the  negro  felonious  assault.  All  of  the  pre- 
datory groups  of  the  native  whites  run  a  high  frequency  of  bad  social 
and  leisure  habits  except  the  embezzlement  cases.  Felonious  assault 
and  rape  also  have  very  bad  social  and  leisure  habits. 

Out  of  Work 

This  is  undoubtedly  a  very  common  and  direct  cause  for  crime.  It  is 
extremely  difficult  to  decide  just  what  part  it  plays  in  the  immediate 
causes.  Indirectly,  poverty  with  all  it  entails  is  closely  related  to  a 
sordid  environment  and  bad  social  and  leisure  habits.  However, 
when  it  comes  to  the  specific  causes  for  the  crime  in  question,  it.  is 
much  more  difficult  to  say  that  being  "out  of  work"  with  the  impli- 
cation of  being  out  of  money,  was  a  cause.  The  psychology  of  the 
matter  is  rather  this :  being  out  of  work  leaves  a  man  in  idleness. 
On  the  street  with  nothing  to  do  and  the  cheap  movie,  pool  room, 
and  dance  hall  to  attract  him,  contact  with  the  curbstone  loafer, 
time  to  drink  and  gamble,  seeking  any  amusement  and  excitement  to 
avoid  ennui  or  thought  of  future  consequences,  if  he  does  not  find 
work ;  these  and  similar  factors  rather  than  being  on  his  last  dollar 
are  the  psychic  effects  to  be  emphasized. 

Also,  the  seasonal  occupations  produce  the  itinerant  worker;  and 
the  psychologic  state  resulting  from  aimless  floating,  without  ob- 
jective, can  easily  follow.  An  itinerant  laborer  can  so  readily  be- 
come part  of  a  predatory  loafing  gang. 
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It  also  should  be  emphasized  that  those  who  provide  entertainment 
for  those  w^ho  have  idle  time,  v^hether  it  be  slum  bawdy  house  or  ex- 
pensive cafe,  are  not  at  all  concerned  in  developing  aesthetics,  whole- 
some leisure-time  habit,  or  in  seeing  that  leisure  time  is  spent  under 
proper  conditions.  The  purveyors  of  entertainment  are  concerned 
neither  with  aesthetics  nor  morality. 

A  youth  of  nineteen  is  idle  in  a  large  city  at  his  moral,  aesthetic, 
and  hygienic  peril.

Usually,  if  a  prisoner  claims  he  was  out  of  v^ork  at  the  time  of  his 
offense  and  one  inquires  if  he  v^as  w^ithout  money,  the  ansv^er  is  al- 
most invariably,  ''No."  The  problem  is  the  problem  of  idleness  and 
unwholesome  methods  of  spending  leisure  time,  and  long  before  hun- 
ger drives  the  delinquent  to  predatory  acts,  social  imitation,  leisure 
class  dictates,  keeping  up  with  the  Joneses,  an  improvident  expen- 
diture of  leisure  time,  loafer  gang  suggestion  and  commercialized 
vice  and  immorality  have  created  a  much  more  dangerous  and  sordid 
motive  for  stealing  than  simple  primitive  hunger. 
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It  is  difficult  for  the  well-to-do  citizen,  with  a  home,  with  domestic 
duties,  his  garden,  his  all  too  scant  leisure  time,  to  project  himself 
into  the  position  of  the  youth  alone  in  a  great  city.  A  cheerless  tiny 
room,  the  street,  the  movies,  friendships  picked  up  on  the  curb,  even 
when  employed;  these  grind  with  cheerless  monotony.  When  com- 
bined with  idleness  for  weeks,  the  effect  on  habits  and  ideals,  al- 
though once  fairly  wholesome,  is  awful  to  contemplate.  Idleness 
and  bad  social  and  leisure  habits  constitute  one  of  the  most  serious 
underlying  causes  for  crime  and  one  of  the  most  alarming  problems 
of  congested  urban  civilization. 

The  particular  criminal  groups  associated  with  unemployment  are 
brought  out  vividly  by  selecting  the  eleven  highest  rank-orders  in 
the  ''out  of  work"  tabulations.

N.  White  burglary  81 

Austrian  robbery  80 

Negro  larceny  78

It  will  be  noted  that  these  groups  relate  to  four  predatory  crimes . 

robbery,  larceny,  burglary,  forgery.     The  remaining  crimes  show  a 

proportion  of  unemployment  markedly  below  50  per  cent,  with  the 

exception  of  the  negro  and  native  white  sodomy  cases  which  are 

again,  in  part,  the  product  of  idleness  and  street  loafing. 

Drink  as  a  cause  of  crime. 
While  being  out  of  work  is  chiefly  associated  with  predatory  crime, 
drink  is  associated  primarily  with  non-predatory  groups.    Arranging 
the  percentages  in  order  of  frequency  Avhere  drink  is  a  direct  cause, 
we  get  :

The  trend  here  is  quite  the  same  as  with  ''Recreations",  drink  is 

highly  associated  with  homicide,  felonious  assault,  arson,  rape  and 

sodomy. 
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Emotionalism. 
Emotionalism  is  not  found  as  a  direct  cause  for  crime  except  with 
homicide  and  felonious  assault. 

Women. 

Women  do  not  figure  nearly  so  prominently  in  the  offenses  of  the 
male  (at  least  in  this  group  under  consideration)  as  tradition  would 
have  us  believe.  Outside  of  rape,  where  by  nature  of  the  crime 
woman  is  the  passive  cause  the  frequency  is  relatively  low.  Omit- 
ting rape  from  the  discussion  of  eight  highest  percental  frequencies 
where  woman  is  a  cause  are :

In  the  remaining  groups  women  figure  in  10  per  cent  or  less  of  the 
cases.  They  enter  into  a  small  percentage  of  all  native  white  pre- 
datory crimes  except  burglary  and  into  negro  robbery,  larceny  and 
burglary. 

Gangs. 

Gangs  as  a  cause  of  crime  are  more  frequent  amongst  the  native 
whites  than  any  other  groups  and  appear  as  a  factor  in  six  of  the  na- 
tive white  criminal  groups.  Gangs  are  a  factor  in  robbery  and  hom- 
icide for  all  five  of  the  races  of  numerical  importance,  and  are 
percentally  more  frequent  as  a  cause  for  robbery  than  for  any  other 
crime.  They  do  not  appear  as  a  factor  in  embezzlement,  forgery 
sodomy  or  arson. 

Circumstantial  Factors. 

By  circumstantial  or  coincidental  causes  is  meant  such,  chance  ar- 
ray of  circumstances  as  would  augment  a  weak,  emotional,  suggestive 
or  easily  intimidated  person  into  a  criminal  act,  while  the  absence 
of  such  circumstances  would  greatly  decrease  the  probability  of  the 
occurence  of  the  crime  in  question. 

Circumstantial  matters  do  not  figure  in  more  than  about  12  per 
cent  of  the  cases  and  then  only  with  certain  types  of  crime.  Rape 
is  the  most  frequently  associated  with  circumstance  and  robbery 
next.  In  both  of  them  circumstances  constitute  a  factor  for  all  of 
the  criminal  groups  of  the  five  numerically  important  races.  With 
25  per  cent  of  the  Native  White  sodomy  and  also  of  the  Native  White 
arson  cases  circumstantial  matters  seem  to  have  played  a  part. 
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Gambling. 

Traditionally,  gambling  is  held  to  be  a  very  prominent  cause  for 
crime.  An  analysis  of  causes  does  not  show  this  to  be  true  insofar 
as  the  direct  cause  is  concerned.  Indirectly,  with  its  fringe  of  ha- 
bits and  associates,  gambling  is  undoubtedly  a  significant'  factor. 

In  only  two  groups  does  gambling  appear  as  a  factor  of  any  fre- 
quency:  negro  homicide,  (25  per  cent)  and  negro  felonious  assault, 
(20  per  cent),  Italian  robbers  come  next,  (5  per  cent)  and  native 
white  robbers  last. 

Summary. 

Bad  social  and  leisure  habits  constitute  the  most  uniform  and  fre- 
quent cause  of  crime.  These  are  again  a  direct  outgrowth  of  the 
conditions  surrounding  many  children  from  earliest  infancy.  Lac- 
assagne  probably  had  this  in  mind  when  he  said,  ''Society  has  the 
criminals  it  deserves '\ 

Out  of  work  is  the  second  most  important  factor  and  is  closely 
associated  with  bad  social  and  leisure  habits  for  the  psychological  ef- 
fects of  unemployment  relate  to  idleness  and  misspent  enforced  lei- 
sure time  rather  than  hunger. 

Drink  is  the  third  most  important  factor  and  appears  most  fre- 
quently in  crimes  of  violence,  a  little  less  frequently  in  sex  crimes, 
and  least  frequently  as  a  factor  in  predatory  crime. 

Emotionalism  is  next,  but  is  limited  to  two  crimes,  felonious  as- 
sault and  homicide,  but  in  these  two  crimes  is  a  prominent  factor 
for  all  of  the  five  numerically  important  racial  groups. 

Women  play  less  part  in  the  crimes  of  men  than  is  traditionally 
believed.  Outside  of  rape,  homicide  and  felonious  assault  are  the 
only  crimes  where  the  woman  has  any  direct  bearing  on  the  cause, 
and  here  the  percentages  are  very  low. 

Gangs  play  a  part  as  a  cause  for  crime  chiefly  amongst  the  robbers 
and  homicides.  It  is  most  frequently  and  more  widely  distributed 
as  a  cause  amongst  the  native  whites  than  any  other  group. 

Circumstances  act  as  a  cause  for  crime  most  frequently  in  robbery 
and  rape  and  in  these  crimes  for  all  five  of  the  numerically  important 
races.     In  no  case  is  the  percentage  high. 

Gambling  as  a  direct  cause  of  crime  is  of  no  great  importance.  It 
figures  as  an  emotional  excitor  in  felonious  assaults  and  homicide 
and  less  frequently  as  an  inducing  cause  in  robbery. 
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2.  Previous  Convictions.    Tabulations  101-108. 

No  subject  is  so  difficult  to  secure  the  facts  about  as  the  previous 
convictions  of  the  prisoners.  They  naturally  conceal  their  records 
for  obvious  reasons.  There  is  a  local  reason  as  well:  the  prison 
board  of  the  Western  Penitentiary  tends  to  with-hold  parole  where 
there  are  two  or  more  previous  convictions.  The  records  of  the  pa- 
role office  show  the  previous  conviction  records  secured  from  Wash- 
ington, D.  C,  where  an  interstate  report  of  convictions  is  kept.  These 
records  do  not  show  reformatory  or  misdemeanor  sentences,  and  may 
be  very  incomplete  as  to  previous  felonies.  Therefore,  in  the  discus- 
sion of  previous  convictions  the  reader  must  make  a  mental  reserva- 
tion to  the  effect  that  previous  convictions  are  probably  much  more 
frequent  than  here  indicated.  Unfortunately,  too,  the  reformatory 
and  misdemeanor  and  workhouse  records  are  still  more  incomplete. 
These  are  of  less  importance  in  the  eyes  of  the  law,  but  of  the  great- 
est importance  in  considering  the  genesis  of  crime.  A  feeble-minded 
petty  thief  may  exhibit  all  the  traits  of  helpless  and  hopeless  reci- 
divism long  before  he  reaches  the  State  penitentiary.  Some  of  the 
cases  show  a  great  many  small  fine,  jail  and  workhouse  sentences. 
Such  cases  are  potentially  serious  felony  cases  at  all  times. 

Let  us  omit  the  reformatory  and  misdemeanor  records  from  the 
discussion  for  the  moment.  The  accompanying  tabulation  on  **The 
Absolute  and  Percental  Distribution  of  Recidivism"  seems  to  indi- 
cate the  following  facts : 

1.  89  per  cent  of  the  predatory  recidivism  is  by  prisoners  serv- 
ing sentences  for  predatory  crime  at  the  present  time. 

2.  Among  the  robbers,  47  per  cent  of  the  recidivism  is  robbery, 
and  88  per  cent  is  some  form  of  predatory  recidivism.  Recidivism 
in  robbery  makes  up  about  a  third  of  all  recidivism. 

3.  67  per  cent  of  the  cases  of  recidivism  in  larceny  are  now  serv- 
ing again  for  larceny,  while  100  per  cent  of  our  recidivistic  larceny 
cases  served  previously  for  some  predatory  crime. 

4.  Amongst  the  burglary  recidivists,  47  per  cent  are  now  serving 
again  for  larceny,  and  91  per  cent  have  repeated  in  predatory  fields. 

5.  Forgery  has  about  the  same  history  as  larceny :  among  the  for- 
gery recidivists,  100  per  cent  have  repeated  for  predatory  acts. 

6.  All  in  all  a  predatory  criminal  remains  predatory  in  his  re- 
cidivism. 

7.  Recidivism,  with  crimes  of  violence,  does  not  adhere  so  strictly 
to  the  same  type  of  crime  as  we  found  in  the  predatory  cases.  43 
per  cent  of  the  recidivism  of  homicides  was  felonious  assault,  37  per 
cent  predatory,  and  9  per  cent  rape.  The  rape  percentage  is  the 
highest  of  any  criminal  group  outside  of  recidivism  amongst  the  rape 
cases  themselves.  The  recidivism  amongst  the  felonious  assault 
cases  was  nearly  three-fourths  in  the  predatory  field. 
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8.  Recidivism  amongst  the  sex  cases  is  percentally  small,  but 
what  there  is  tends  to  be  in  the  predatory  field  rather  than  the  sex 
field.  62  per  cent  of  all  recidivism  amongst  sex  cases  is  predatory 
in  character. 

Let  us  now  include  column  11,  misdemeanors ;  and  column  12,  re- 
formatory ;  along  with  column  10,  the  more  serious  offenses,  and  re- 
consider our  data.  All  of  our  comparisons  are  in  terms  of  percent- 
ages.    (See  the  accompanying  tabulation).

In  columns  1-9,  inclusive,  the  percentages  are  based  on  column  10,  the  total  number  of  cases  of  recividism 
for  the  particular  crime  in  question,  exclusive  of  misdemeanor  and  reformatory  record.  In  colmuns  10,  11 
and  12  the  percentages  are  figured  on  coliunn  13,  the  total  number  of  cases  of  recidivism  for  the  crime  in 
question,  inclusive  of  the  reformatory  and  misdemeanor  records.  In  column  13  the  percentages  are  figured 
on  column  14,  the  total  number  of  prisoners  in  the  criminal  group  in  question.  The  upper  figures  in  each  square 
are  perceutagea. 
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1.  The  recidivism  amongst  the  predatory  criminals  is  about  equal- 
ly divided  between  reformatory  and  misdemeanor  charges  on  the 
one  hand,  and  serious  recidivism  (felonies,  murder  and  sex  offenses) 
on  the  other.  Amongst  the  predatory  cases,  the  larceny  ones  have 
the  highest  misdemeanor  recidivism. 

2.  Forgers  have  the  lowest  misdemeanor  recidivism  of  any  crim- 
inal group  and  no  reformatory  records.  Much  the  same  may  be  said 
of  the  embezzlers  who  have  the  least  serious  recidivism  of  any  group. 

3.  The  embezzlers  have  the  highest  reformatory  records,  but  only 
four  cases.  Of  the  numerically  important  groups,  the  robbers  have 
the  highest  reformatory  records  (33  per  cent)  ;  rape  and  burglary 
next,  with  the  same  scores  (28  per  cent). 

4.  Predatory  cases,  as  a  group,  have  the  most  reformatory  recid- 
ivism (28  per  cent)  ;  and  crimes  of  violence  the  least  (14  per  cent). 
Crimes  of  violence  have  the  highest  misdemeanor  recidivistic  per- 
centages of  any  group. 

5.  Of  serious  recidivism,  (column  10),  forgers  have,  by  far  the 
highest  frequency  of  any  group  (83  per  cent).  Burglars  and  felonious 
assault  cases  occupy  the  second  place  jointly  (with  48  per  cent) ;  rob- 
bery, fourth  (with  46  per  cent) ;  and  sodomy,  fifth  (with  45  per  cent.) 

6.  Summarizing  for  all  recidivism  (serious,  reformatory  and  mis- 
demeanor, column  13),  Ave  find: 

The  predatory  groups  surpass  all  groups  in  the  percentage  of  re- 
cidivism; an  average  of  63  per  cent  being  recidivistic.     Arranging 
in  rank-order  of  frequency  of  recidivism,  they  are  : 
Burglary  89  per  cent 

Larceny  60  per  cent 

Robbery  59  per  cent 

Forgery  56  per  cent 

Embezzlement  35  per  cent 

Once  outside  the  predatory  group,  the  recidivism  sinks  to  25  per 
cent.  ♦

1.  The  five  highest  rank-orders  are  all  predatory  and  all  but  one 
are  native  vv^hites.     The  one  other  is  negro. 

2.  Of  the  entire  ten  highest,  five  are  native  whites,  four  are  ne- 
groes, and  one  Russian-Polish. 

3.  Of  the  ten  criminal-racial  groups  lowest  in  recidivism,  the 
native  white  embezzlers  have  the  lowest  amount  of  recidivism.  The 
Italian  homicides  have  next  least,  while  the  Italian  felonious  assaults 
rank  seventh. 

4.  Six  of  the  ten  groups  low  in  recidivism  are  foreign. 

5.  Also  six  of  the  ten  lowest  in  recidivism  are  crimes  of  violence. 


3.  Weapons  Used.     Tabulations  109-116. 

Murder  is  much  more  frequent  in  our  country  than  in  any  other 
civilized  country.  The  committee  of  the  American  Bar  Association 
appointed  to  study  the  alarming  increase  of  crime  in  this  country, 
cited  the  revolver  as  one  of  the  chief  causes  for  our  enormous  amount 
of  homicide.  Our  individual  case  work  with  homicides  substantiates 
this  statement.  In  a  large  number  of  unpremeditated  murders  and 
in  many  cases  of  temporary  premeditation  the  handiness  of  the  revol- 
ver is  the  chief  factor  in  turning  a  petty  police  court  case  into  a 
serious  crime. 

The  revolver  figures  as  a  weapon  six  or  seven  times  as  frequently 
as  any  other  weapon.  The  next  most  frequent  is  the  shotgun,  which 
is  relatively  unimportant. 

With  all  but  the  native  whites,  the  knife  has  some  prevalence. 
With  the  Italians  and  the  Austrians  the  knife  is  used  in  14  per  cent 
of  the  cases  of  homicide  or  felonious  assault. 

The  Italians  make  the  most  frequent  use  of  weapons,  the  negroes, 
next,  Austrians  next,  Russian-Polish  next,  and  native  whites  last. 
The  native  whites  commit  the  fewest  crimes  of  violence,  and  the  most 
predatory  crime  of  any  of  the  five  numerically  important  races. 
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Turning  to  the  specific  racial-crime  groups,  the  ten  groups  with 
percentally  the  most  frequent  use  of  the  revolver  are :

It  will  be  noted  that  the  conspicuous  use  of  the  revolver  is  confined 
to  three  crimes :  homicide,  felonious  assault,  and  robbery.  The  use 
of  the  revolver  is  pretty  well  distributed  amongst  the  various  races ; 
the  native  whites  make  much  less  use  of  the  knife  than  either  the 
negro  or  the  foreign  races.     The  following  ratios  show  this  clearly :

4.  Third  Degree. 

It  is  very  difficult  to  determine  to  what  extent  the  ''third  degree" 
is  practiced  in  our  police  stations  and  jails.  It  stands  to  reason  that 
after  a  written  confession  the  claim  of  having  been  third  degreed 
could  easily  be  used  to  clear  one's  case  with  friends,  relatives  and 
those  unfamiliar  with  the  conditions  surrounding  the  conviction.  On 
the  other  hand  there  is  no  reason  to  suppose  that  prisoners,  unac- 
quainted with  each  other  and  often  unacquainted  with  the  district, 
could  have  any  plan  of  collusion  by  which  they  would  give  us  the 
same  police  station,  the  same  police  officers  (or  describe  their  ap- 
pearance), and  the  same  methods  of  third  degreeing.  In  our  small- 
er cities,  there  is  no  reason  why  certain  ones  have  never  been  accused 
by  any  prisoner  and  other  cities  give  us  a  continuous  stream  of  men 
during  a  period  of  years  all  telling  the  same  conditions,  of  third  de- 
gree brutality. 
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This  report  is  not  concerned  with  sanitation  and  hygienic  housing 
in  our  jails,  but  precisely  the  same  conditions  of  reporting  prevails; 
of  some  we  get  a  continuous  ill  report,  of  others  we  get  rather  a 
favorable  one.  Allowing  generously  for  the  dishonesty  of  prisoners, 
the  accumulative  report  seems  to  me  to  have  considerable  reliability. 

The  third  degree  appears  most  frquently  both  percentally  and 
absolutely  with  the  following  crimes.

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81  per  cent  of  the  third  degree  cases  are  with  predatory  crimes. 
It  is  to  be  noticed  that  percentally  it  is  not  a  great  factor  in  criminal 
convictions.  In  the  vast  majority  of  the  cases,  the  past  history  of  re- 
cidivism, social  and  leisure  habits,  and  the  direct  evidence  on  the 
case  seem  to  point  to  the  guilt  of  the  man.  There  are  frequently 
cases  involving  third  degree  where  the  evidence  is  very  questionable, 
and  a  few  cases  in  which  there  is  little  doubt  of  the  man's  innocence. 

The  legal  principle  is,  of  course,  clearly  defined.  If  evidence  ex- 
ists, the  third  degree  is  not  necessary.  If  evidence  does  not  exist 
it  reduces  itself  to  the  old  inquisitional  methods  of  the  Middle  Ages. 
In  all  cases,  whether  the  man  later  proves  to  be  innocent  or  guilty, 
it  is  an  inhuman  procedure,  and  a  blow  against  the  law  itself  and  a 
rational  code  of  life. 

There  does  not  seem  to  be  much  favoritism  about  the  third  degree 
method.  In  the  city  of  Pittsburgh,  the  native  white  robbers  are, 
percentally  speaking,  more  frequently  third  degreed  than  any  other 
criminal  group  of  any  race.  Outside  of  Pittsburgh,  the  negro  rob- 
ber is  more  frequently  third  degreed.  Other  races  fall  slightly  be- 
low in  the  number  of  third  degrees  (percentally).  Of  the  homicides, 
the  native  whites  are,  percentally  speaking,  more  frequently  third 
degreed  than  any  other  race  within  Pittsburgh,  while  the  negro  ho- 
micide is  more  frequently  third  degreed  outside  of  Pittsburgh. 

I  am  inclined  to  believe  that  the  third  degree  is  partly  due  to  the 
irrational  demand  on  the  part  of  the  public  for  a  victim,  for  some 
concrete  personality  on  which  to  wreak  vengeance.  The  police 
must  produce  a  perpetrator  of  the  crime  regardless  of  how  insuffi- 
cient the  evidence  may  be.  It  must  be  confessed,  that  in  the  by  and 
large,  they  show  considerable  skill  in  producing  plausible  derelicts. 


V.  RACE  AND  CRIME. 
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V.  RAGE  AND  CRIME. 


1.    Introduction 

The  several  racial  groups  show  marked  differences  in  incidence 
of  crime;  (1)  in  the  general  average  for  each  race.  (2)  and  for  the 
specific  type  of  crime  within  each  group.  One  of  the  most  interest- 
ing factors  is  the  pronounced  percental  difference  in  the  type  of 
crime  from  group  to  group :  for  example,  about  70  per  cent  of  the 
native  whiter  who  reach  the  penitentiary  commit  predatory  crimes, 
while  about  70  per  cent  of  the  Italians  commit  crimes  of  violence. 
There  are  marked  differences  in  the  mentality  of  the  several  racial 
groups,  and  quite  as  interesting  ones  in  the  specific  type  of  crime 
within  the  racial  group.  There  are  marked  differences  in  recidi- 
vism and  in  motive.  It  is  not  entirely  possible  to  account  for  the 
racial  differences,  but  some  observations  may  be  made  that  will  clear 
up  certain  inferences  that  should  and  should  not  be  made  from  the 
data  in  hand. 

A  few  cautions  are  necessary.  First,  none  of  the  observations  in 
the  following  pages  on  race  carry  the  implication  of  racial  traits 
of  a  biological  or  hereditary  nature  unless  it  is  explicity  so  stated. 
The  data  here  given  are  descriptive  on  the  whole,  not  explanatory 
of  any  theory  regarding  either  race  or  crime. 

Second,  a  racial  trait  found  among  our  prisoners  is  not  of  ne- 
cessity a  trait  of  the  race  as  a  whole  found  in  the  population  of 
Western  Pennsylvania.  In  dealing  with  any  comparison,  we  do  not 
know  to  what  extent  the  prison  population  is  unbiased  sampling  of 
the  race  or  nationality  in  the  population  at  large.  It  is  more  than 
likely,  many  times,  that  the  prison  population  of  a  particular  race 
is  not  at  all  a  sampling  of  that  race.  For  example,  I  doubt  very 
much  if  our  prison  negro  population  represents  the  native  negro 
population  of  the  State,  in  fact  we  can  fairly  safely  assert  it  does 
not  when  we  recall  that  over  70  per  cent  of  our  negro  offenders  were 
born  outside  the  State. 

Third,  a  so-called  racial  trait  may  be  racial  from  the  effect  of 
mores,  culture,  inherited  racial  temperament,  or  what  not,  yet  it 
may  quickly  take  on  a  new  form  under  a  new  environmental  setting 
and  different  conditions  of  social  imitation.  Mr.  Giardini,  our  field- 
worker  in  psychology,  in  his  report  of  the  Italians  has  shown  this 
clearly,  where  within  one  generation  the  feudal  type  of  homicide 
so  common  to  the  southern  Latin  and  the  Sicilian  is  shed  like  an  old 
coat  and  robbery  becomes  the  dominant  Italian  crime  for  the  first 
generation  born  here.  The  Italian  temperament  remains;  the  sug- 
gestive influence  of  the  American  youth  supplant  much  of  the  Euro- 
pean Latin  culture  and  mores. 
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Only  the  three  leading  racial  groups  (native  whites,  negroes  and 
Italians)  will  be  discussed,  partly  because  they  constitute  the  bulk 
of  the  cases  (87  per  cent)  and  partly  because  they  constitute  the  ma- 
terial for  the  consideration  of  the  minor  racial  groups. 

2.  Native  White. 

The  native  whites  constitute  a  very  large  proportion  of  the  pop- 
ulation at  large  in  Western  Pennsylvania,  and  about  44  per  cent  of 
the  entire  prison  population.  They  have  a  sufficient  number  of 
cases  under  each  criminal  caption  to  make  statistical  treatment  pos- 
sible. It  is  then,  the  most  natural  group  on  which  to  base  compa- 
risons, to  use  as  a  unit  for  incidence  in  discussing  population  and  to 
keep  as  a  standard  for  social  measurements. 

The  native  whites  have  the  lowest  incidence  of  crime  for  popula- 
tion of  any  of  the  five  numerically  important  groups  with  the  ex- 
ception of  the  Austrian  group,  which  has  only  a  third  as  much  pre- 
datory crime  but  exceeds  the  native  whites  in  all  other  crimes  with 
nearly  four  times  as  many  crimes  of  violence  (Tabulation  3). 

Th  native  whites  commit  more  predatory  crime  (incident  to  pop- 
ulation) than  any  other  group,  except  the  negro  who  commit  eleven 
times  as  much  predatory  crime  as  they  do.  The  native  white  group 
is  the  only  one  having  cases  of  embezzlement.* 

Both  absolutely  and  percentally,  the  native  whites  have  the  great- 
est amount  of  recidivism.  The  native  white  predatory  cases  form 
absolutely,  the  largest  group  in  the  penitentiary  and  are  most  given 
to  recidivism. 

The  native  whites  have  the  highest  percentage  of  prisoners  : 

a.  Born  in  the  state  of  Pennsylvania. 

b.  With  good  home  conditions 

c.  With  some  education 

d.  With  high  school  education  and  college  education 

e.  With  normal  or  superior  intelligence 

f.  With  Crimes  of  professional  nature 

g.  Convicted  of  predatory  crimes 

The  native  whites  have  the  lowest  percentage  of  crimes  of  vio- 
lence of  any  racial  group. 

3.  The  Negro. 

The  negro  presents  an  alarming  problem.  Throughout  the  course 
of  this  report  it  has  been  necessary  to  refer  him  with  unfavor- 
able comparisons;  unfavorable  to  such  an  extent  that  the  writer 
has  been  afraid  of  giving  the  impression  of  having  a  definite  bias 
in  the  matter.  As  an  actual  fact,  the  most  sympathetic  under- 
standing  has  been  attempted  at  all  times.     In  so  far  as  possible,  ne- 

*Throughout  the  comparisons  of  the  races  it  is  understood  that  the  five  numerically  im- 
portant races  are  under  consideration.  It  often  happens  there  is  a  chance  case  in  some 
of  the  minor  races  but  of  no  importance  when  considering  percentages.  Also,  the  com- 
parisons  imply   correction   for  incidence   of   population   unless   otherwise    stated. 
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gro  case  workers  have  been  used  in  dealing  with  the  negro  prisoners. 
In  scoring  records,  evaluating  vocabularies,  considering  extenuating 
circumstances,  the  most  sympathetic  help  of  his  own  race  has  been 
secured. 

The  negro  has  the  greatest  frequency  of  crime  of  any  race  when 
incidence  of  population  is  taken  into  consideration  (Tabulation  3). 
Speaking  percentally  and  in  averages,  he  commits  13.69  times  as 
much  crime  as  the  native  whites,  and  nearly  four  times  as  much  as 
the  Italian  group. 

In  predatory  crime,  he  commits  eleven  times  as  much  as  the  native 
white,  who  is  the  next  most  frequent  predatory  offender.  He  commits 
no  embezzlement,  has  only  two  cases  of  forgery,  while  269  of  the  310 
negro  predatory  cases  are  robbery  and  larceny.  Combining  robbery, 
larceny  and  burglary,  he  commits  about  thirteen*  times  as  much  pre- 
datory crime  of  this  nature  as  the  native  whites,  the  next  most  fre- 
quent offenders  in  the  predatory  field. 

In  sex  crimes,  he  has  a  frequency  5.48  times  the  native  whites,  and 
over  twice  as  great  as  that  of  the  Italians.  His  frequency  in  sodomy 
is  13.69  times  that  of  the  native  whites  and  between  nine  and  ten 
times  that  of  the  Italians. 

In  crimes  of  violence  the  negro  frequency  is  34.22  times  that 
of  the  native  whites,  over  twice  that  of  the  Italians  (recall  this 
is  the  chief  Italian  crime  constituting  about  70  per  cent  of  the  entire 
Italian  prison  population),  with  no  other  social  group  committing 
more  than  a  ninth  or  a  tenth  as  much.  When  it  comes  to  felonious 
assault,  the  negro  commits  41.07  times  as  much  as  the  native  whites 
and  more  than  thirteen  times  as  much  as  the  Russian-Polish  group, 
and  six  times  as  much  as  the  Italian  group. 

The  negro  does  not  figure  in  labor  trouble  matters,  has  about  the 
same  frequency  in  arson  as  the  Italian  and  2.74  times  as  much  as  the 
native  whites. 

Summarizing,  we  may  say:  When  incidence  of  population  is 
takeii  into  consideration,  the  negro  has  committed  more  crime  than 
any  other  racial  group.  He  surpasses  every  group  in  every  specific 
crime  except  embezzlement  and  labor  trouble  offenses,  in  which  he 
does  not  figure  at  all.  In  the  majority  of  cases,  the  frequency  is 
many  times  than  of  any  other  race,  and  the  peak  is  reached  with 
felonious  assault,  with  a  frequency  41.07  times  that  of  the  native 
whites. 

Causes  for  High  Incidence  of  Crime 
with  the  Negro. 

The  following  causes  are  probably  the  chief  ones  operative  in 
producing  the  greater  frequency  of  crime  amongst  the  negro  group : 

1.  All  of  the  social  conditions  are  unfavorable  for  the  negro,  be- 
ginning with  housing  and  ending  with  the  thousand  social  humila- 
tions  produced  by  our  caste  system. 
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In  Pittsburgh,  the  negroes  occupy  the  poorest  houses  in  the  poor- 
est districts  after  both  the  house  and  the  neighborhood  are  unsuit- 
able for  respectable  people  to  occupy.  When  a  house  is  too  poor  and 
too  unsanitary  for  even  the  lowest  type  of  foreigner  it  is  then  per- 
missible for  the  negro  to  occupy  it  at  a  very  high  rental  so  high,  in 
fact,  that  whole  families  are  crowded  into  one  room  or  two  and  sub- 
let the  beds  when  not  actually  in  use  by  the  family.  Sanitation, 
morality,  and  common  decency  are  violated  by  the  very  physical 
nature  of  the  housing,  lack  of  privacy,  sewage  and  garbage  disposal, 
and  the  proximity  of  whole  families  to  every  known  vice  and  crime.* 

2.  The  case  histories  of  the  negroes  in  the  "Western  Penitentiary 
show  many  of  them  to  be  unmarried  floaters,  coming  from  rural  (of- 
ten Southern)  communities  since  the  war.  It  must  not  be  forgotten 
that  the  negro  born  outside  of  Pennsylvania  is  responsible  for  much 
of  the  negro  crime.  We  have  relatively  few  negroes  in  the  Western 
penitentiary  who  were  born  in  Pittsburgh  and  thus  grew  up  with  com- 
pulsory education. 

3.  While  the  negroes  convicted  and  sent  to  the  Western  Peniten- 
tiary are  guilty  in  a  vast  majority  of  the  cases  (in  the  opinion  of  the 
writer),  there  is  considerable  evidence  (so  Miss  Lowman  feels)  that 
the  whites  equally  guilty  receive  less  severe  sentences,  are  less  sub- 
ject to  arrest  and  less  likely  to  be  convicted.  The  negro  is  often 
the  cat 's  paw  or  the  victim  of  unscrupulous  whites  who  either  from 
superior  cunning  or  from  police  protection  avoid  arrest  or  at  least 
conviction.  It  then  comes  to  pass  that  while  the  negro  convicted  is 
guilty,  the  white,  equally  guilty,  is  not.  If  this  condition  is  at  all 
prevalent  it  may  be  a  very  definite  factor  in  the  high  frequency  of 
negro  crime  as  represented  by  the  Western  Penitentiary. 

4.  Many  of  our  negro  criminals  are  floaters  from  the  rural  South 
or  at  least  rural  communities.  Without  education  or  a  definite  trade, 
with  habits  of  mind  and  moral  codes  unsuited  for  a  Northern  city, 
forced  to  live  in  close  proximity  to  the  most  immoral  and  vice-infec- 
ted areas  of  the  city  of  Pittsburgh  affords,  the  pertinent  thing  would 
probably  be  to  show  cause  why  all  do  not  become  criminal. 

5.  There  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  negro  floater  from  the  South, 
especially,  tends  to  be  of  exceedingly  low  intelligence.  The  moronic 
nature  of  this  group,  plus  urban  conditions,  plus  Northern  methods 
and  ways,  plus  the  tendency  for  all  other  races  to  exploit  him,  make 
a  very  bad  social,  moral  and  economic  condition. 


*Ruth  Lowman,  "The  Negro  Delinquent  in  Pittsburgh".  A  Carnegie  Institute  of 
Pittsburgh  Master's  Thesis.  In  the  Carnegie  Library,  Pittsburgh  (unpublished).  Miss 
Lowman  studied  the  negroes  coming  into  the  police  courts  of  Pittsburgh  for  a  period  of  six 
months.  She  followed  the  cases  into  the  neighborhood  settings,  and  found  the  negro  liv- 
ing in  the  worst  possible  conditions,  paying  as  high  as  eight  dollars  a  week  for  a  single 
room. 
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6.  The  negro  coming  from  the  rural  South  is  usually  illiterate 
which  makes  him  unsuitable  for  many  jobs;  his  lack  of  any  trade 
training  still  further  reduces  the  types  of  jobs  open  to  him;  while 
our  caste  system  debars  him  from  whole  vocational  fields  irrespec- 
tive of  what  his  technical  training  or  intelligence  may  be.  Thus 
there  are  multiple  reasons  why  the  negro  suffers  excessively  from  ec- 
onomic depression  and  fluctuations  in  the  labor  market.  Economic 
necessity  knows  no  law,  and  the  organic  sense  of  hunger  knows  no 
racial  lines. 

7.  This  is  not  the  place  for  an  elaborate  discussion  of  the  matter, 
but  the  writer,  as  a  psychologist,  feels  sure  that  few  white  men  can 
appreciate  at  all  the  tremendous  accumulated  effect  throughout  a 
life  of  our  caste  system.  Debarred  from  this  and  that  by  a  thousand 
social  taboos,  the  lot  of  the  negro  is  unparalled  in  the  experience 
of  any  other  race. 

8.  The  negro  criminal  then,  is  the  victim  of  a  vicious  circle  of 
social,  biological  and  economic  causes;  lack  of  education,  no  trado 
training  commensurate  with  the  intelligence  he  has ;  a  set  of  moral, 
social  and  leisure  habits  adjusted  to  a  rural  Southern  community; 
a  victim  of  caste,  forced  to  live  in  discarded  houses  of  the  dominant 
race;  restricted  in  employment  and  social  opportunity,  the  negro 
is  forced  daily  to  feel  inferiority  and  humilation  in  a  thousand  ways. 
All  this  must  be  given  consideration  in  judging  his  status  in  the 
criminal  world. 
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4.     FOREWORD  ON  THE  ITALIAN  CONVICT. 

Mr.  Giardini,  psj^chologist  at  the  Western  Penitentiary,  knows 
more  of  the  Italian  offender  than  anyone  else  I  know  in  Western 
Pennsylvania.  It  seems  to  me  his  treatment  of  the  subject  is  typi- 
cal of  what  should  be  done  for  each  racial  group  and  I  regret  we  can- 
not present  an  analogous  report  for  each  race. 

This  report  has  a  very  interesting  added  significance  in  relation 
to  the  problem  of  Americanization  and  racial  traits.  Mr.Giardini 
has  compared  very  ingeniously  the  Italian  born  offender  with  the 
American  born  Italian  offender  and  the  native  white  (exclusive  of 
the  Italian  American-born).  It  then  becomes  clear  that  the  Italian 
American-born  is  a  replica  of  the  native  white  non-Italian.  This 
in  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  Italian  born  in  Italy  comes  to  us  so  unlike 
the  American  either  in  his  motives  or  type  of  crime  that  it  certain- 
ly would  impress  one  off-hand  as  a  pretty  clear  illustration  of  a  tem- 
permental-racial  manifestation  of  a  biological  nature. 

Point  by  point,  Mr.  Giardini  compares  social  and  recreational  ha- 
bits, the  ideas  and  the  ideals,  to  find  in  every  case  that  the  trend 
has  been  for  young  American  born  Italians  to  become  like  the  native 
white  American.  Whether  this  change  is  for  better  or  for  worse  is 
another  matter.  Whether  the  Italian  would  be  a  better  citizen  to  go 
on  committing  crimes  of  violence  with  childish  unpremeditation  or 
whether  he  has  made  a  social  advance  in  exchanging  his  criminal 
trends  for  America's  predilection  for  predatory  crime,  especially 
robbery,  lies  beyond  the  scope  of  a  descriptive  report  of  this  nature. 
At  least  his  criminal  tendencies  are  not  a  fixed  biological,  Mende- 
lianly  established,  racial  trait,  but  are  obligingly  exchanged  in  the 
first  generation  for  our  very  own.

5.     THU  ITALIAN  CONVICT. 

By  Giovani  Giardini,  Psychologist,  Western  Penitentiary, 

The  Italian  group  is  the  largest  of  the  foreign  groups  represented 
at  the  Western  Penitentiary.  Partly  for  this  reason  and  partly  be- 
cause the  writer  has  made  a  special  study  of  the  group,  it  will  be 
given  here  special  consideration. 

A  glance  at  the  statistical  tables  dealing  with  this  group  will  show 
certain  striking  differences  between  it  and  the  native  white  group. 
Most  obvious  of  these  is  the  difference  between  the  number  of  homi- 
cides committed  by  the  two  groups  respectively.  This  and  other 
differences  we  shall  attempt  to  account  for  in  this  report. 

If  we  wish  to  make  a  fair  analysis  of  the  criminality  in  a  legal 
sense  of  Italian  immigrants  we  must  go  back  to  the  land  of  their 
birth  and  study  them  first  in  their  original  environment,  then  fol- 
low them  to  America  and  study  them  in  their  struggle  to  adapt  them- 
selves to  the  new  environment.  In  many  cases,  in  the  majority  of 
them,  in  fact,  the  adaptation  is  only  a  partial  one  at  best.  Many  of 
the  original  habits  and  traditions  are  kept  and  often  the  worst  of 
these  are  combined  with  the  worst  traditions  of  the  American  people. 
But  they  do  make  an  attempt  to  Amercanize  after  a  fashion. 

A  study  of  the  geographical  distribution  of  our  Italian  convicts 
in  the  Western  Penitentiary,  in  point  of  origin,  shows  some  import- 
ant facts.  The  distribution  of  144  cases  among  the  sixteen  depart- 
ments of  Italy  is  as  follows :

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Calabria  and  Sicily  are  by  far  the  best  represented  at  the  Western 
Penitentiary,  followed  by  Abruzzi-Molise  and  Campania.  The  De- 
partments of  the  extreme  North  are  poorly  represented.  This 
would  indicate  that  the  Southern  Italians  commit  more  crimes  than 
the  Northern  Italians.  Before  we  make  such  a  statement,  however, 
we  must  know  the  relative  population  of  the  Northern  and  Southern 
Departments  of  Italy,  their  relative  emigrant  population  and  how 
the  emigrants  distribute  themselves  after  they  get  to  the  United 
States. 

For  purposes  of  comparisons  we  must  use  the  classification  adopted 
by  the  United  States  Bureau  of  Immigration  in  grouping  the  Depart- 
ments into  north  and  south.  However,  this  classification  would 
not  be  accepted  by  Italians.  No  Ligurian  would  consider  him- 
self a  southerner  and  he  would  be  highly  offended  if  he  were  called 
one.  The  grouping  of  the  departments  here  adopted  has  but  one 
thing  in  its  favor  and  this  is  that  it  divided  the  total  population  in- 
to two  fairly  equal  portions.  Otherwise,  the  division  is  quite  illo- 
gical.    But  we  must  retain  it  for  reasons  already  pointed  out. 

According  to  the  United  States  Bureau  of  Immigration,  the  num- 
ber of  immigrants  from  the  North  and  South  of  Italy,  respectively, 
is  as  follows :

The  Northern  group  of  Departments  includes  but  four:  Pied- 
mont, Lombardy,  Venetia  and  Emilia.  The  twelve  others  compose 
the  Southern  group. 

Following  this  same  grouping,  in  Table  III,  are  shown  the  total 
population,  the  total  number  of  emigrants,  and  the  total  number  of 
overseas  emigrants  for  each  of  the  two  divisions.

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This  table  shows  that  altho  the  population  and  the  total  emigra- 
tion of  the  two  sections  of  the  country,  as  here  divided,  are  about  the 
same,  the  number  of  emigrants  that  go  overseas  from  the  Southern 
section  is  4.26  times  the  number  from  the  North.  We  must  remember, 
however,  that  these  emigrants  are  not  bound  for  the  United  States 
alone.  The  figures  include  emigrants  for  all  parts  of  the  world  out- 
side of  continental  Europe. 

Table  IV.  shows  how  these  emigrants  distribute  themselves  over 
the  different  parts  of  the  world,  outside  of  Europe  for  the  years 
1911  and  1914.

It  is  obvious  from  Table  IV.  that  over  70  per  cent  of  the  trans- 
oceanic emigrants  from  Italy  land  in  the  United  States,  and  it  is  prob- 
able that  the  number  of  imigrants  from  the  South  is  even  higher  for 
the  United  States  than  for  all  other  transoceanic  countries.  Calcu- 
lations based  on  Table  II.  tends  to  corroborate  this  view.

From  these  figures  we  should  expect  to  find  among  our  Italian 
convicts  of  the  "Western  Pennsylvania,  other  things  being  equal,  five 
from  Southern  Italy  for  every  one  from  the  North.  Do  we  find  this 
to  be  true? 

The  answer  to  this  question  must,  of  course,  be  based  upon  the 
figures  gathered  in  the  Western  Penitentiary.  But  in  this  institu- 
tion we  have  no  females.  So,  before  we  proceed  further,  the  female 
element  must  be  eliminated  from  the  figures  just  given.

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Referring  to  the  report  of  the  Bureau  of  Statistics,  we  find  the  fol- 
lowing table  on  the  Immigration  of  Italians  as  per  Sex  and  Section 
of  Country.

The  high  percentage  of  females  in  1920  is  to  be  explained,  prob- 
ably, by  the  advent  of  the  new  Immigration  Laws.  The  normal  in- 
flux of  females  seems  to  be  about  25  per  cent  of  the  total  immigra- 
tion, and  this  is  very  clearly  the  same  for  both  sections  of  the  coun- 
try. 

INCIDENCE  OF  CRIME  AMONGST  IMMIGRANTS  FROM 
NORTHERN  AND  SOUTHERN  ITALY. 

The  ratio  for  the  two  sections,  then,  remains  about  the  same.  We 
have  one  immigrant  from  the  North  to  every  five  from  the  South 
after  the  females  have  been  eliminated. 

Still  another  factor  must  be  considered.  It  is  the  factor  of  minors. 
According  to  the  report  of  the  Italian  Central  Office  of  Statistics, 
*about  10  per  cent  of  the  total  emigrant  population  are  below  fifteen 
years  of  age.  Since  we  have  no  statistics  to  tell  us  how  these  10  per 
cent  distribute  themselves  between  the  North  and  South  sections,  we 
will  assume  that  the  distribution  is  proportional.  We  can  say  now 
that  we  have  in  the  United  States  one  male  immigrant  of  fifteen  years 
of  age  or  over  from  Northern  Italy  for  every  five  (plus)  male  immi- 
grants of  fifteen  years  of  age  or  over  from  Southern  Italy. 

Now  we  are  ready  to  compare  this  ratio  with  the  ratio  actually 
found  in  the  Western  Penitentiary.  The  144  cases  on  whom  we  have 
these  data,  and  given  in  Table  I.,  distribute  themselves  as  follows  as 
to  the  two  sections  of  the  country.

Allowing  for  the  fact  that  the  Southern  Italians  are  5.27  times  as 
numerous  in  the  population  at  large  in  this  country,  and  assuming 
that  this  ratio  holds  for  Pennsylvania,  we  have :

*A11   statistics,   other   than   those   gotten   from   U.    S.   Bureau   of   Immigration,    were    ob- 
tained from  this  source  unless  otherwise  stated. 
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We  conclude  from  this  that  the  Southern  Italian  in  Western  Penn- 
sylvania commits  5.34  times  as  many  crimes  as  his  brother  from  the 
North.  A  possible  explanation  for  this  is  to  be  found  in  the  great 
difference  in  the  social  conditions  of  the  two  sections.  The  indus- 
trial centers  of  Italy  are  in  the  North.  Here  the  population  is 
thicker  and  the  standards  of  living  higher  than  in  the  rest  of  the 
country.  Immigration  from  the  Southern  provinces  northward  is 
very  limited  for  obvious  reasons.  Because  of  greater  industry  and 
commerce,  and  because  of  the  more  numerous  centers  of  culture,  the 
North  is  more  deeply  influenced  by  foreign  nations,  and  progress 
in  general  is  more  rapid  along  all  lines.  The  South,  on  the  other 
hand,  with  the  exception  of  Liguria,  Toscana,  and  Umbria  which  are 
usually  not  classified  as  departments  of  the  South,  and  possibly  Na- 
ples because  of  its  importance  as  a  seaport,  is,  in  a  certain  sense, 
the  secluded  portion  of  Italy,  industrially  and  intellectually.  The 
principal  occupation  is  agriculture.  But  the  returns  even  in  this 
are  not  of  the  best,  partly  because  of  the  typography  of  the  country, 
but  more  because  of  the  lack  of  agricultural  education  as  well  as 
education  in  general,  and  also  of  the  indifference  on  the  part  of  the 
people  in  making  use  of  what  education  is  available.  The  Southern 
population,  therefore,  is  laboring  under  constant  economic  stress. 
In  certain  seasons  of  the  year  there  is  a  great  deal  of  unemployment, 
one  of  the  most  important  factors  of  crime. 

To  this  status  of  affairs  must  be  added  the  residual  traditions  in- 
herited from  the  feudalistic  system  which  prevailed  throughout 
Italy,  in  fact  all  of  Europe,  during  the  last  century,  and  is  by  no 
means  extinct.  This  system — combined  with  a  certain  amount  of 
neglect  on  the  part  of  the  Italian  government — is  responsible  not 
only  for  some  of  the  present  economic  conditions  of  this  section  of 
Italy,  but  for  certain  traditions — ^found  less  often  in  the  North — that 
are  directly  conducive  to  crime.  Family  quarrels,  for  example,  are 
still  very  common,  and  are  often  perpetuated  from  generation  to 
generation,  as  in  olden  days.  The  head  of  each  family  makes  his 
own  laws,  in  conflict,  if  necessary,  with  the  laws  of  the  State.  As 
a  result,  the  people  tend  to  retain  the  habit  of  carrying  weapons 
whenever  they  can,  and  abide  by  the  biblical  dictum  of  an  eye  for 
an  eye  and  a  tooth  for  a  tooth.  They  are  jealous  of  their  possessions, 
be  these  chattels,  spouse  or  honor,  however  this  may  be  conceived. 
They  are  slow  to  forgive  and  seldom  forget  an  injury.  On  the  other 
hand,  they  cannot  be  said  to  be  aggressively  hostile,  but  often  proud- 
ly submissive,  paradoxical  as  this  may  sound,  sometimes  to  the  point 
of  obsequiousness.     As  working  men  they  cannot  be  surpassed. 
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This  general  background  of  the  character  of  the  Italian  from  the 
South  must  be  kept  in  mind  in  the  discussion  of  the  Italian  inmates 
in  the  Western  Penitentiary.  For  the  factors  above  mentioned  have 
a  direct  bearing  upon  the  criminality  of  Italians  in  this  country. 
The  most  important  of  these,  with  the  possible  exception  of  the 
general  temperamental  characteristics  of  the  race,  is  the  traditional 
habit  of  carrying  w^eapons.  In  recent  years,  Italian  lav^^s  on  this 
practice  have  become  very  strict.  Firearms  are  not  so  easily  obtain- 
ed in  Italy  as  they  are  in  this  country.  To  provide  oneself  v^ith  a 
revolver  there  is  a  relatively  difficult  matter.  Knives,  if  carried, 
must  not  exceed  a  certain  size  prescribed  by  law.  The  successful 
enforcement  of  these  laws  is  further  assisted  by  the  high  price  of 
firearms  as  compared  with  the  low  wages. 

"When  the  Italian  comes  to  America  these  conditions  are  reversed. 
The  traditional  necessity  of  carrying  concealed  weapons  can  be  sat- 
isfied by  the  fact  that  he  earns  far  greater  wages  and  the  fact  also 
that  firearms  are  easily  obtainable  in  this  country.  As  a  consequence 
our  statistics  show  that  of  245  Italians  in  the  Western  Penitentiary, 
155,  or  63.2  per  cent,  used  guns ;  thirty-five,  or  14.4  per  cent,  used  the 
knife. 

When  the  Italian  is  asked  why  he  carries  a  revolver  or  a  knife, 
the  answer  is  invariably,  "for  self-defense."  Recourse  to  law  is 
the  last  thing  to  occur  to  him.  It  is  a  traditional  habit  of  his.  He 
fears  the  courts  and  mistrusts  the  law  and  so  he  takes  it  upon  him- 
self to  administer  justice  where  he  feels  justice  is  due.  But,  as  in 
most  of  the  cases  w^e  deal  with  at  the  Western  Penitentiary,  he  does 
so  usually  without  deliberation,  but  almost  always  under  emotional 
stress  often  coupled  with  drink.  The  immediate  cause  or  stimulus 
may  be  some  insignificant  trifle. 

Let  us  analyze  more  in  detail  the  nature  and  factors  of  crime,  in 
the  Italian  group  of  the  prison  population.  For  the  sake  of  expedi- 
ency, we  will  group  the  crimes  under  four  categories,  as  (1)  Crimes 
of  Violence,  including  homicide  and  felonious  assault-  (2)  Pre- 
datory Crimes,  including  robbery,  larceny,  burglary,  embezzlement, 
and  forgery.  (3)  Sex  Crimes,  such  as  rape,  sodomy  and  pandering. 
(4)  Other  Crimes,  including  arson  and  labor  trouble.  Following 
this  grouping,  we  may  discuss  the  part  played  by  each  factor  as 
given  in  Tabulation  112. 

For  the  racial  group  under  discussion,  the  most  important  single 
factor  in  the  commission  of  crimes  of  violence  is  the  low  emotional 
breaking  point.  It  plays  a  part  in  100  per  cent  of  the  cases  of  this 
nature  and  52.2  per  cent  of  all  crimes  committed  by  Italians. 

A  close  second  is  drink,  which  appears  as  a  factor  in  50.58  per 
cent  of  the  crimes  of  violence.  With  these  two  must  be  coupled  the 
use  of  firearms  which  occur  in  77.06  per  cent  of  this  category  of 
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crimes.  The  knife  plays  a  part  in  20.58  per  cent  of  the  total  number 
of  crimes  of  violence.  Other  factors  are  of  minor  importance  and 
need  not  be  discussed  in  detail.  Enough  can  be  learned  about  them 
from  Tabulation  112. 

It  is  obvious  from  the  tables  that  crimes  of  a  predatory  nature  do 
not  occur  very  frequently  among  Italians.  Only  18.37  per  cent  ofc' 
the  crimes  committed  by  the  group  are  predatory,  and  17.5  per  cent 
of  these  are  robberies,  while  .8  per  cent  are  larcenies.  There  is  not 
a  single  case  of  burglarly,  embezzlement,  or  forgery  in  the  entire 
group.  This  does  not  mean,  of  course,  that  Italians  do  not  commit 
such  crimes,  but  simply  that  they  commit  them  very  rarely. 

The  most  outstanding  factor  in  the  commission  of  predatory  crimes 
seems  to  be  lack  of  employment.  No  less  than  86.66  per  cent  of  them 
are  due  to  this  factor,  while  in  48.88  per  cent  of  them  firearms  play 
a  part.  Another  important  factor  seems  to  be  the  ''gang.''  It  is 
a  factor  in  40.22  per  cent  of  this  category  of  crimes.  Drink  enters 
in  20  per  cent  of  the  cases. 

The  important  factors  in  sex  crimes,  as  we  might  expect,  are  drink^ 
women,  lack  of  employment.  ''Other  crimes"  are  too  infrequent 
among  Italians  to  be  considered  here. 

From  Tabulation  112  it  would  seem  that  gambling  is  of  least  im- 
portance in  the  commission  of  crimes  by  Italians.  Such  is  not  quite 
the  case,  however.  Gambling,  in  the  American  sense,  is  seldom 
found  among  foreign  born  Italians.  They  do  not  play  poker  or 
similar  games  for  money,  and  the  dice  are  very  rare  indeed.  The 
only  money  that  is  ever  involved  in  a  game  is  just  sufficient  to  keep 
the  group  supplied  with  drinks.  But  they  do  use  cards  quite  ex- 
tensively. And  although  there  is  no  financial  loss  or  gain  involved, 
or  very  little,  the  game  can  take  an  extremely  serious  turn  and  may 
be  as  conducive  to  crime  as  if  hundreds  of  dollars  were  involved. 
Woe  to  the  man  who  is  caught  cheating,  or  overlooks  some  insig- 
nificant rule  of  the  game.  The  Italians  are  very  meticulous  about 
trifles. 

During  a  game,  as  here  described,  the  Italians  almost  always  drink. 
The  ideal  way  for  the  Italian  of  the  class  found  in  the  Western  Pen- 
itentiary to  have  a  good  time  is  to  get  together,  buy  a  keg  of  beer, 
or  have  sufficient  wine  to  play  and  drink  all  day  long.  If  one  of 
these  should  be  omitted  it  is  usually  the  playing. 

So  far,  no  direct  reference  has  been  made  to  leisure  habits  as  a 
factor  of  crime  among  Italians,  although  the  figures  would  seem  to 
indicate  that  it  is  one  of  the  most  important  factors,  if  not  the  most 
important.  In  reality,  we  are  dealing  here  not  with  a  factor  but 
with  a  group  of  factors.  For  it  includes  all  of  those  habits  or  ways 
of  spending  leisure  hours  that  are  directly  or  indirectly  conducive 
to  crime.     But  whether  one  has  good  or  bad  leisure  habits  depends 
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on  his  home  training,  school  training,  occupational  habits,  etc.  So 
it  is  evident  that  the  term  *' leisure  habits"  covers  a  multitude  of 
sins.  It  includes  hanging  around  street  coroners,  patronizing  pool- 
rooms, gambling  joints  and  brothels,  as  well  as  drink,  women  and 
gangs.  It  is  to  be  considered,  therefore,  as  a  general,  quite  inclusive 
factor,  or,  more  properly,  as  a  group  of  factors.  This  accounts  for 
its  high  frequency  in  all  races  treated  in  this  report.  Unfortunately, 
it  is  a  factor  apt  to  be  very  much  abused  in  that  it  often  becomes 
the  dumping  ground  for  everything  and  anything  that  is  not  a 
tangible  and  clear  cause  upon  which  to  base  the  crime. 

So  far  we  have  seen  what  crimes  are  most  frequently  committed 
by  the  Italians  and  what  are  the  principal  factors  playing  a  part 
in  each  category.  The  reader  should  not  make  the  mistake  of  con- 
sidering any  one  factor  as  a  thing  by  itself.  All  factors — including 
many  more  than  appear  in  these  tables — and  not  just  the  principal 
ones  pointed  out,  must  be  considered  as  acting  concomitantly.  They 
overlap  in  different  ways  and  in  different  degrees  in  the  different  in- 
dividual cases.  It  is  this  fact  that  makes  the  problem  of  crime  so 
baffling.  Its  oversight  has  led  to  the  formulation  of  many  a  fallac- 
ious theory  of  the  psj^chology  of  crime. 

One  of  these  theories  would  have  it  that  criminals  in  general  are 
all  psychopathic  in  some  way  or  other.  This  is  not  corroborated  by 
our  experience  in  the  Western  Penitentiary.  As  far  as  the  Italian 
group  is  concerned,  we  have  only  five  cases  out  of  245,  or  two  per 
cent  who  have  been  pronounced  definitely  psychopathic,  while  8  per 
cent  of  them  are  probably  psychopathic.  In  other  words,  the  num- 
ber of  psychopathic  cases  amounts  to  between  5  and  10  percent  of 
the  group.  These  figures  hold  true  for  other  groups  in  the  Western 
Penitentiary  as  well. 

VIOLENCE  AS  A  RACIAL  CHARACTERISTIC  OF  ITALIANS. 

Since  a  very  large  portion  of  the  crimes  committed  by  Italians  in 
the  Western  Penitentiary  are  crimes  of  violence,  the  question  might 
be  raised  whether  this  may  not  be  a  racial  trait.  The  simplest  way 
of  determining  this  is  to  compare  the  Italian  group  with  the  small 
group  of  Native  Whites  w^hose  parents  were  born  in  Italy.  We  shall 
-call  this  group  of  thirty-nine  men,  the  American  Born  Italians  as 
distinguished  from  the  Foreign  Born  Italians.  Although  the  num- 
ber is  limited,  the  group  is  sufficiently  large  to  give  us  some  idea  of 
its  distribution  as  per  category  of  crime. 

If  the  tendency  to  commit  crimes  of  violence  is  a  racial  character- 
istic of  the  Italians,  then  their  offspring  should  show  this  same  ten- 
dency in  some  degree.  But  we  find  that  such  is  not  the  case.  For 
whereas  among  foreign  born  Italians  we  find  69.34  percent  of  the 
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crimes  to  be  crimes  of  violence,  18.37  percent  predatory  crimes,  10.2 
percent  sex  crimes  and  3.09  percent  other  than  these,  as  shown  in 
Graph.  2,  in  the  American  born  group  we  find  the  percentages  for 
predatory  crimes  and  crimes  of  violence  to  be  almost  exactly  re- 
versed. (Compare  Graphs.  2  and  6).  To  present  this  point  more 
vividly  and  more  in  detail  the  reader  is  referred  to  Graph.  7.  This 
graph  shows  how  ^f ten  each  crime  is  committed  by  each  of  the  two 
groups.

The  disagreement  between  these  two  groups  is  not  confined  to 
the  frequency  with  which  certain  crimes  are  committed  by  each,  but 
it  is  evident  in  other  lines  as  well.  The  previous  convictions  of  one 
group  are  not  of  the  same  nature  as  those  of  the  other ;  they  do  not 
indulge  in  the  same  recreations  with  the  same  frequency.  There  is 
also  a  distinct  difference  between  the  average  intelligence  of  the 
two  groups.     These  facts  will  be  discussed  more  in  detail  later.     It 
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is  sufficient  to  say  here  that  there  is  nothing  to  indicate  that  violence, 
or  the  commission  of  crimes  of  violence  is  a  racial  characteristic  of 
the  Italians.  On  the  contrary,  the  evidence  seems  to  point  decidedly 
in  the  other  direction,  vs^hich  is  clearly  shown  in  the  immediately  fol- 
loviring  discussions.

"While  there  is  little  agreement  in  the  ways,  causes  and  types  of 
crime  committed  by  the  foreign  born  Italians  and  the  American 
Born  Italians,  there  is  a  striking  agreement  between  the  latter  and 
the  native  whites  (exclusive  of  the  American  born  Italians).     This 
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is  made  quite  clear  by  a  comparison  of  Graph.  2  with  Graph.  6.  The 
percentage  of  crime  committed,  type  for  type,  is  almost  the  same, 
with  the  exception  that  in  the  small  group  of  American  born  Italians 
we  find  no  cases  of  arson  or  labor  trouble.  If  we  compare  Graph.  7 
wih  Graph.  9  we  discover  that  the  curves  for  the  two  native  groups 
in  Graph.  9  coincide  to  a  far  greater  degree  than  do  the  curves  in 
Graph.  7.  This  is,  without  a  doubt,  the  most  important  single  fact 
discovered  in  connection  with  the  study  of  these  groups.  It  is  sig- 
nificant because  of  its  bearing  on  the  immigration  problem.  It 
shows  that  the  Italians  are  capable  of  Americanization,  and  probably 
in  other  lines  besides  the  criminal.  We  need  not  look  very  far  in 
search  of  cases  of  complete  Americanization  among  Italians  of  for- 
eign parentage,  and  these  along  desirable  lines.  The  direction  of 
Americanization  will  depend  upon  the  circumambient  stimuli  which, 
in  turn,  are  part  of  an  American  environment.

RECIDIVISM  AMONG  ITALIANS 

Recidivism  is  not  very  common  among  foreign  born  convicts.  Its 
frequency  seems  to  increase  with  decrease  in  the  age  at  which  they 
come  to  this  country.  Among  the  Italians  the  number  of  previous 
convictions  of  a  felonious  nature  amounts  to  only  6  percent,  as  com- 
pared with  26.4  percent  among  the  native  whites.  But  when  we 
compare  the  number  of  previous  convictions  for  crimes  of  violence, 
the  Italians  again  score  relatively  high,  namely,  3.6  percent,  as  com- 
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pared  with  1.2  percent  for  the  native  vi^hites.  It  is  to  be  noted  also 
that  the  latter  have  no  homicide  among  their  previous  convictions. 
(See  Tabulations  102  and  104).  Seven  cases,  or  2.8  percent,  of  the 
Italian  group  have  been  in  reformatories.  These  are  probably  the 
few  who  came  to  America  at  an  early  age. 

If  we  compare  the  American  born  Italian  group  with  the  native 
white  group  on  the  basis  of  previous  convictions,  we 'find  again  a 
much  closer  agreement  than  we  do  in  comparison  of  the  former  with 
the  foreign  born  Italian.  Whereas  the  previous  convictions  for  the 
native  w^hites  consist  largely  of  predatory  crimes  and  reformatory 
sentences,  the  foreign  born  Italian  group  shows  a  considerable  pro- 
portion of  crimes  of  violence.  Even  though  the  native  white  group 
has  a  small  proportion  of  crimes  of  violence,  among  these  there  are 
no  homicides.  On  the  other  hand,  the  American  born  Italians  show 
a  preponderance  of  predatory  crimes  and  reformatory  sentences  in 
their  previous  convictions,  as  in  the  case  of  native  whites. 

By  ''other  crimes",  in  this  connection,  is  meant  misdemeanors  and 
other  felonies  not  elsewhere  classified.  The  figures  for  misdemeanor 
are  too  low  probably.     This  is  an  item  that  is  not  easily  obtained. 

EECREATIONS 

This  subject  has  already  been  touched  on,  in  an  indirect  way,  in 
the  discussion  of  leisure  habits.  The  way  in  which  an  individual 
spends  his  leisure  time  is  one  of  the  principal  determining  factors 
of  conduct.  The  value  to  be  attached  to  recreation  as  a  factor  is 
a  prognostic  one.  It  is  difficult  to  determine,  in  most  cases,  whether 
or  not  a  certain  Avay  of  spending  one's  leisure  hours  had  any  direct 
bearing  on  the  crime,  unless  the  recreation  in  question  played  an 
immediate  part.  Nevertheless,  a  knowledge  of  how  one  spends  his 
leisure  time,  habitually,  is  very  helpful  in  an  attempt  to  prognosti- 
cate his  possible  future  conduct.     It  is  significant,  for  example,  that 

90.2  percent  of  the  Italians  admit  drinking  as  a  recreation.  (I  am 
inclined  to  think  it  should  be  99  percent.  See  page  11).  On  the 
other  hand,  among  the  American  born  Italians  (Tabulations  117)  we 
find  58.9  peccent  who  admit  drinking  as  a  pastime.  But  74.4  per- 
cent of  them  shoot  pool,  and  66.7  percent  favor  motoring.  These 
figures  agree  more  closely  with  those  of  the  native  whites  than  with 
those  of  the  foreign  born  Italians,  but  not  as  closely  as  do  the  figures 
on  other  factors.  (Tabulations  102  and  117)  Gambling  is  admitted 
by  20.8  percent  of  the  native  whites.  This  amounts  to  21.4  percent 
if  the  American  born  Italians  are  eliminated  from  the  group.  The 
percentage  of  American  born  Italians  admitting  gambling  is  only 

10.3  percent,  while  for  the  foreign  born  Italians  it  is  13.4  percent. 
However,  we  must  remember  these  figures  are  based  on  what  was 
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actually  admitted  by  the  men  during  interviews.  It  is  not  at  all  un- 
likely that  a  goodly  number  of  them,  of  all  races  and  nationalities, 
denied  gambling  but  are  by  no  means  innocent  of  the  habit  in  some 
form. 

The  figures  on  other  forms  of  recreation  as  given  in  the  tables  are 
self-explanatory  and  need  no  further  comment.  It  is  suggested  that 
the  tables  be  studied  comparatively  especially  for  the  three  groups 
here  mentioned,  namely,  native  vrhites,  Italians  and  American  born 
Italians.

OTHER  FACTORS 
In  Tabulations  94  and  118  are  shown  the  figures  relating  to  place 
of  birth  of  native  whites  and  American  born  Italians.  It  is  signif- 
icant that  fully  71.9  per  cent  of  the  latter  come  from  cities  in  Penn- 
sylvania. To  this  must  be  added,  possibly,  a  large  portion  of  the 
ten  cases  that  were  born  out  of  Pennsylvania.  Subtracting  the 
American  born  Italians  from  the  native  white  group,  the  figures 
for  the  latter  are :  *40.07  per  cent  born  in  rural  Pennsylvania,  29.03 
percent  born  in  cities  of  Pennsylvania,  and  30.77  percent  born  out- 
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side  of  Pennsylvania.  "We  may  tentatively  conclude  from  these 
figures  that  while  the  American  born  Italians  in  the  Western  Peni- 
tentiary come  from  the  city  (approximately  75  percent),  the  ma- 
jority of  the  native  whites,  excluding  American  born  Italians,  come 
from  the  country.  This  does  not  mean,  however,  that  a  larger  pro- 
portion of  the  crimes  of  native  whites  are  committed  in  the  country. 
The  majority  become  city  residents  before  they  commit  the  crime. 
The  majority  of  the  American  born  Italians,  on  the  other  hand,  are 
born  and  raised  in  the  cities.     (Graphs.  4  and    10). 

Unfortunately,  we  have  no  data  on  the  place  of  birth  of  foreign 
born  Italians  beyond  the  departments  into  which  the  kingdom  is 
divided. 
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The  factor  of  age  at  which  the  individual  left  home  is  not  an  im- 
portant factor  of  crime  in  the  Italian  group.  The  majority  of  them 
come  to  America  v^^hen  they  are  past  sixteen  years  and  start  to  work 
immediately.  The  cause  for  which  they  are  driven  from  home  is 
usually  an  economic  nature.  Those  who  come  at  an  age  below  six- 
teen usually  have  close  relatives  here  or  come  with  relatives. 

A  different  interpretation  must  be  given  to  this  item  as  it  con- 
cerns the  American  born  Italians.  A  considerable  number  of  them 
(41  percent)  leave  home  at  an  age  below  sixteen.  The  reasons  for 
this  are  various.  At  times  it  is  mere  wanderlust.  Again  it  may  be 
on  account  of  associations  or  misunderstanding  with  the  parents. 
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Back  of  these  we  find  usually  bad  home  environment  and  a  lack  of 
rapport  between  parents  and  offspring.  Occasionally  we  find  a 
broken  home  due  to  early  death  of  one  or  both  parents,  or  to  divorce 
or  separation. 

These  same  motives  for  leaving  home  apply  to  the  native  whites, 
but  in  different  degrees.     (Compare  Tabulations  94,  96  and  118). 

Relative  to  religion,  98.3  percent  of  the  Italians  are  Catholics,  as 
we  might  expect,  and  61.5  percent  of  the  American  born  Italians, 
as  compared  with  39.6  percent  of  the  native  whites  (excluding 
American  born  Italians)  are  Catholics.  We  must  hasten  to  add, 
however,  that  the  vast  majority  of  these  cases  are  only  religious  in 
a  nominal  sense.  Italian  males  in  general  very  seldom  go  to  Church 
on  the  outside.  They  tend  to  relegate  to  the  females  the  duty  of 
looking  after  the  souls  of  the  members  of  the  family.  This  is  even 
more  true  of  the  American  born  Italians  and  not  altogether  inapplic- 
able to  the  native  whites  in  general,  regardless  of  denomination. 
What  bearing  this  has  on  crime  we  cannot  say,  first  because  we  can- 
not define  the  religious  person;  and  second,  because  at  present  we 
have  no  means  of  measuring  religiousness.  Of  course,  while  in  the 
penitentiary,  a  considerable  number  of  the  men  that  seldom  attend 
church  on  the  outside  become  very  assiduous  church  goers,  some  of 
them  to  ''kill  time",  others  for  ''political  reasons"  and  a  few,  very 
few,  because  they  feel  a  spiritual  need.  However,  these  conditions 
do  not  differ  from  the  conditions  on  the  outside. 

THE  FACTOR  OF  INTELLIGENCE 

So  far  in  this  report  on  the  Italians,  nothing  has  been  said  about 
intelligence  as  a  factor  of  crime.  It  does  not  mean  that  intelligence 
plays  no  part.  Far  from  it.  The  reason  we  have  not  referred  to 
it  is  because  it  will  be  discussed  in  a  later  report.  At  the  present  it 
can  be  said  that  the  average  intelligence  of  the  Italians  in  the  West- 
ern Penitentiary  falls  in  the  lower  section  of  the  Border-line  group 
according  to  Terman's  classification.  The  average  intelligence  of 
the  American  born  Italian  falls  in  the  lower  section  of  the  dull  nor- 
mal group.  This  average  is  very  close  to  the  average  for  the  native 
whites.  So,  again  we  have  greater  agreement  between  native  whites 
and  American  born  Italians  than  between  these  and  the  foreign  bom 
Italians. 

DO  ITALIANS  COMMIT  RELATIVELY  MORE   CRIME  THAN 

NATIVE  WHITES? 

Elsewhere  in  this  report  it  was  pointed  out  that  the  Italians  com- 
mit many  more  crimes  of  violence,  and  especially  homicide,  than  the 
native  whites.  In  the  present  section  the  query  is  whether  the  Ital- 
ians commit  more  of  all  crimes  than  the  native  whites. 
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In  Tabulation  4,  page  30  is  shown  what  percentage  of  each  cate- 
gory of  crime  is  committed  by  each  race  represented  in  the  Western 
Penitentiary.  According  to  this  figure,  44.1  percent  of  the  total 
number  of  cases  are  native  whites  and  only  13  percent  are  Italians. 
Furthermore,  about  56.25  percent  of  all  predatory  crimes  are  com- 
mitted by  native  whites;  21.16  percent  of  the  crimes  of  violence; 
56.1  percent  of  sex  crimes;  and  42.85  percent  of  all  other  crimes. 
We  cannot  conclude  from  this  that  the  Italians  commit  less  crime 
than  the  native  whites.  For  when  we  compare  the  incidence  of 
Italian  population  in  Western  Pennsylvania  with  the  incidence  of 
population  for  the  native  whites,  we  find  there  are  about  twelve 
native  whites  to  one  Italian.  To  place  the  two  groups  in  the  West- 
ern Penitentiary  on  an  equal  basis,  we  must  multiply  the  number  of 
Italian  convicts  by  12  (12.14  to  be  accurate).  If  there  were  as  many 
Italians  in  Western  Pennsylvania  as  there  are  native  whites,  at  the 
rate  the  Italians  now  in  the  Western  Penitentiary  commit  crime,  we 
would  find  the  Italians  to  commit  3.45  times  as  many  crimes  as  the 
native  whites.  In  Table  XIII  are  given  the  coefficients  of  the  fre- 
quency of  crime  according  to  race.  The  native  white  group  is  taken 
as  the  basis,  or  unity.  The  other  figures  show  the  number  of  times 
each  crime  is  commited  by  other  races  as  compared  with  the  native 
whites.  It  is  to  be  noted  that  while  the  Italians  commit  3.45  times 
as  many  crimes  in  general  as  the  native  whites,  they  commit  17.25 
percent  as  many  homicides  and  14.88  times  as  many  crimes  of  vio- 
lence. In  all  other  crimes  they  surpass  the  native  whites  with  the 
exception  of  the  predatory  crimes.  But  even  here  they  commit  more 
robberies  than  the  native  whites. 

Unfortunately,  we  have  no  way  of  telling  the  incidence  of  the 
American  born  Italians  in  the  population  of  Western  Pennsylvania, 
and  so  cannot  make  comparisons  between  this  group,  the  Italians  and 
the  native  whites  as  we  have  done  elsewhere. 

The  reader  may  have  noticed  that  nowhere  is  it  stated  that  one 
group  is  more  criminal  than  another,  or  that  the  criminality  of  one 
group  is  greater  than  that  of  another,  but  merely  that  one  group 
commits  more  crimes  than  another.  We  have  no  means  of  measur- 
ing the  degree  of  criminality  of  an  individual  or  of  a  group.  So  it 
would  be  fallacious  to  state  that  the  Italians  are  more  criminal  than 
the  native  whites.  The  best  we  can  say  is  that  they  commit  rela- 
tivety  more  crimes.  It  must  be  kept  in  mind  also  that  even  this  last 
statement  does  not  necessarily  apply  to  Italians  as  a  race  but  only 
to  those  living  in  Pennsylvania  and  particularly  Western  Pennsyl- 
vania. 
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SUMMARY 
This  investigation  has  led  to  the  discovery  of  the  following  facts : 

1.  The  Italians  from  Southern  Italy,  in  Pennsylvania,  commit  more 
crimes  than  those  from  Northern  Italy. 

(a).     Because  of  the  retention  by  the  former  of  the  traditional 

habits  handed  down  from  feudal  days,  and 
(b).     Because  of  the  unfavorable  economic  conditions  of  the 

southern  section  of  the  Kingdom. 

2.  The  Italians  in  Western  Pennsylvania  commit  more  crimes  of 
violence  than  any  other  race  group  except  the  Negroes. 

3.  The  principal  factors  of  crime,  in  order  of  importance,  for  the 
Italian  Group,  are : 

(a).  Low  emotional  breaking  point, 

(b).  Carrying  concealed  weapons. 

(c).  Drinking  and  card  playing. 

(d).  Lack  of  employment, 

(e).  Associates  (gang). 

4.  The  commission  of  crimes  of  violence  is  not  a  racial  trait  of  the 
Italians.  It  is  not  found  in  the  American  born  Italians  in  any 
notably  greater  degree  than  native  whites. 

5.  The  American  born  Italians  resemble  the  native  whites  in  that 

(a).     Both  groups  tend  to  commit  the  same  type  of  crime  in  the 

same  proportion, 
(b).     Both  groups  show  previous  convictions  for  crimes  of  a 

similar  nature  and  in  about  the  same  proportion. 

(c).  Both  groups  show  considerable  resemblance  in  the  type 
of  recreations  preferred. 

(d).  Both  groups  fall  in  the  same  intellectual  class,  on  the  aver- 
age. 

(e).  In  all  of  these  factors  there  is  greater  resemblance  betweeo 
these  two  groups  than  between  the  American  born  Italian 
group  and  the  foreign  born  Italian. 

6.  Recidivism  is  relatively  less  common  among  Italians  in  the  West- 
ern Penitentiary  than  among  American  born  Italians  and  native 
whites. 

7.  A  large  proportion  of  American  born  Italians  (71.9  percent) 
were  born  in  cities  of  Pennsylvania  as  compared  with  29.03  per- 
cent of  the  native  whites. 
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8.  The  factor  of  the  age  at  which  the  men  left  home  is  relatively 
unimportant  in  the  Italian  group  in  the  "Western  Penitentiary. 
With  the  American  born  Italians  it  usually  involves  unfavorable 
home  environment,  disagreement  with  parents  and  occasionally 
a  broken  home.

Very  nearly  all  of  the  Italians  in  the  Western  Penitentiary  be- 
long to  the  Catholic  denomination. 


10.  The  Italians  in  Western  Pennsylvania  commit  relatively  more 
of  very  crime  per  incidence  of  population,  with  the  exception 
of  larceny,  forgery  and  embezzlement,  than  the  native  whites. 

11.  The  average  intellectual  rating  of  the  Italians  in  the  Western 
Penitentiary  falls  in  the  low  borderline  group. 

From  what  has  been  said  of  the  Italians  in  the  Western  Peniten- 
tiary one  may  get  the  impression  that  it  is  a  hopelessly  unsocial 
group  of  men.  Nothing  is  farther  from  the  truth.  There  are  a  few 
things  in  their  favor  that  cannot  be  over-emphasized.  The  most  out- 
standing of  these  is  willingness: — willingness  to  work;  willingness 
to  learn ;  willingness  to  improve  or  at  least  to  change.  Rare  is  the 
Italian  disciplinary  case  in  the  Western  Penitentiary.  They  are,  as 
a  class,  excellent  workers  and  show  considerable  degree  of  deter- 
mination in  all  they  do.  The  Italians  are  among  the  most  eager, 
willing  and  persistent  students  in  the  Penitentiary  school.  Here 
then,  is  a  valuable  asset.  The  problem  is  how  are  we  going  to  utilize 
it. 

In  connection  with  the  characteristics  of  willingness,  one  is  re- 
minded of  the  fact  that  Italians  can  learn  American  ways,  be  these 
good  or  bad.     What  he  needs  is  direction. 

But  the  most  important  point  in  favor  of  the  Italian  group  in 
the  Western  Penitentiary  is  that  the  number  of  habitual  criminal 
cases  is  far  smaller,  relatively,  than  it  is  for  the  native  whites,  in- 
cluding the  American  born  Italians.  And  as  to  professional  crim- 
inal cases,  they  are  almost  unknown  in  the  Italian  group.  Seldom, 
if  ever,  do  we  find  a  case  among  them  in  which  the  crime  was  defi- 
nitely and  carefully  planned  out  before  hand.  It  is  usually  com- 
mitted on  the  spur  of  the  moment,  under  emotional  stress.  But  such 
is  not  the  case  for  many  of  the  native  whites  who  often  plan  a  crime 
down  to  the  minutest  detail. 

It  would  not  be  conceding  too  much  to  say  that  taking  all  in  ali, 
the  Italian,  as  a  criminal,  is  far  less  dangerous,  therefore,  than  the 
native  white  so  classified.  In  any  sound  program  of  social  reform 
the  facts  mentioned  in  the  last  paragraphs  should  not  be  overlooked. 
Rather,  should  they  be  fully  understood  and  utilized. 
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VI.     CONCLUSIONS  AND  SUGGESTIONS  FOR  REFORM 
1.     Crime  Is  a  Relative  Matter 

Only  a  naive  misunderstanding  of  human  nature  leads  anyone  to- 
day to  an  ''all-or-none"  theory  of  crime  and  virtue.  It  is  melo- 
dramatic and  untrue.  Crime  is  a  relative  matter :  the  criminal  does 
not  differ  from  the  rest  of  us  in  kind  but  only  in  degree.  The  best 
man  is  somewhat  criminal ;  the  worst  man  is  somewhat  good.  In  fact, 
the  somewhat  criminal  in  the  best  of  us  usually  will  not  bear  very 
close  inspection.  Vengeance,  for  example,  which  is  the  basis  of  pun- 
ishment, has  rather  unsavory  roots,  and  does  not  flatter  us  on  an- 
alysis. It  is,  of  course,  a  very  complex  emotion  but  with  two  very 
discernible  elements.  One  is  an  erotic  pleasure  produced  by  causing 
another  pain  (Sadism) ;  the  other  element  is  egocentric  in  nature, 
namely  a  positive  self -feeling  appearing  when  we  dominate  another, 
grinding  him  into  negative  self-feeling.  This  gives  us  the  outward 
sign,  the  show  of  superiority,  the  gesture  of  power,  and  tends  to 
overcome  a  feeling  of  inferiority  on  our  part. 

Punishment,  aside  from  the  effect  upon  the  punished,  has  a  re- 
lief effect  upon  the  public  at  large.  The  trial  and  execution  of  ani- 
mals, the  flogging  of  a  cart  wheel  that  has  run  over  some  one  are 
good  illustrations  from  the  Middle  Ages.  A  certain  emotional  re- 
lief is  felt  when  retaliation  and  desire  for  vengeance  have  found  a 
victim,  a  specific  object  on  which  to  vent  our  spleen.  We  can't 
wreak  vengeance  on  an  abstraction,  and  thereby  hangs  a  tale  in 
relation  to  the  public.  When  we  punish  the  criminal,  we  are  only 
trying  to  get  rid  of  sin  in  the  abstract.  That  is  our  rationalization. 
In  reality  it  is  the  universal  tendency  in  all  of  us  that  we  fear.  Dr. 
William  White,  the  psychiatrist,  has  put  it  well  in  '^  Insanity  and 
the  Criminal  Law"  where  he  says : 

'' — The  criminal  thus  becomes  the  handy  scapegoat  upon  which  he 
(the  citizen  at  large)  can  transfer  his  feeling  of  his  own  tendency  to 
sinfulness  and  thus  by  punishing  the  criminal  he  deludes  himself 
into  a  feeling  of  righteous  indignation,  thus  bolstering  up  his  own 
self-respect  and  serving  in  a  roundabout  way,  both  to  restrain  him- 
self from  like  indulgences  and  to  keep  himself  upon  the  path  of  cul- 
tural progress.  Kaplan  says  that  the  legal  punishment  of  the  crim- 
inal today  is,  in  its  psychology,  a  dramatic  tragic  action  by  which 
society  pushes  off  its  criminal  impulses  upon  a  substitute.  The  prin- 
ciple is  the  same  as  that  by  which  an  emotion  such  as  anger  is  dis- 
charged upon  an  inoffensive  lifeless  object." 

The  universality  of  crime  needs  a  moment's  attention  before  con- 
sidering methods  of  reform.  Some  crimes  that  we  either  cannot  or 
do  not  punish  are  the  most  destructive  in  their  psychological  and  so- 
cial effects.     Petty  predatory  crimes  are  severely  punished,  while 
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their  social  import  is  not  great.  A  Teapot  Dome  scandal  is  enor- 
mously suggestive  and  increasingly  so  if  it  goes  unpunished.  From 
the  farmer's  wife  who  knowingly  adds  a  three  months-old  egg  to  the 
dozen  to  the  stock  broker  with  inside  dope  from  Washington  on  leg- 
islation is  a  long  span  but  the  predatory  intent  is  perfectly  clear. 
These  criminal  acts  are  part  and  parcel  of  the  social-economic  life 
in  which  the  adolescent  finds  himself,  often  bewildered  by  the  dis- 
crepany  between  preachment  and  practice,  and  is  it  any  wonder  that 
what  we  are  sometimes  speaks  so  loud  that  the  lad  cannot  hear  what 
we  say  we  are.  Consequently  he  blunders  into  trouble  before  he  has 
acquired  skill  in — shall  I  say,  discretional  dishonesty. 

2.    Individual  Difference  in  Criminal  Motives 

Crime  is  a  matter  of  individual  difference  both  in  its  remote  causes 
and  immediate  motives.  The  psychologist  is  interested  in  the  emo- 
tional, instinctive  and  intellectual  causes,  which  are  never  alike  for 
any  two  individuals.  Let  us  say  by  way  of  illustration,  we  pick  out 
all  of  the  inmates  of  a  prison  who  have  committed  theft.  Objective- 
ly the  offense  is  the  same  in  each  case,  subjectively  the  cause  could 
readily  be  any  of  the  following,  singly  or  in  combinations : 

First.  It  could  be  the  so-called  kleptomaniacal  obsession.  This 
is  usually  a  biproduct  of  neurosis  and  is  marked  by  poor  judgment 
in  the  time,  place  and  objects  stolen.  It  often  has  little  or  no  eco- 
nomic cause  as  a  background. 

Second.  The  basic  factor  could  be  alcohol  or  dope,  either  as  a 
causal  or  chronic  condition.  Disintegration  of  personality  marks 
such  a  case.  Neither  professional  criminalism  nor  economic  motive 
appear  as  the  cause. 

Third.  It  could  be  due  to  a  progressive  disintegration  of  person- 
ality with  some  clearly  defined  disease  basis  as  in  paresis. 

Fourth.  It  could  be  due  to  a  less  clearly  defined  disintegration 
as  to  cause,  witnessed  in  dementia  praecox  and  the  epilepses. 

Fifth.  The  cause  may  be  a  typical  insanity ;  the  lack  of  restraint 
and  feeling  of  responsibility  found  in  mania-depressive. 

Sixth.  The  basic  cause  may  be  feeble-mindedness.  The  social 
fabric  around  the  offender  is  too  complex  to  be  understood,  the 
economic  demands  too  great  to  be  met.  Amentia,  or  lack  of  mind, 
is  one  of  the  chief  causes  of  all  types  of  crime. 

Seventh.  A  low  emotional  breaking  point  and  general  constitu- 
tional psychic  and  physical  inferiority  may  best  describe  the  case. 
The  condition  is  more  difficult  to  define,  but  none  the  less  real.  The 
history  of  such  a  case  will  show  dozens  of  situations  (quite  apart 
from  crime)  in  which  the  individual  has  shown  loss  of  emotional  per- 
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spective,  has  given  way  to  a  brain  storm,  without  regard  for  his  own 
immediate  interest,  let  alone  the  remote  consequences  of  the  act, 
and  under  conditions  in  which  there  could  be  no  predatory  intent  or 
trend. 

Eighth.  There  are  the  weak  and  suggestible  personalities.  They 
are  often  border-line  cases  as  regards  intelligence  and  emotional  con- 
trol, but  not  necessarily  so.  No  clearly  defined  abnormality  either 
psychiatric  or  psychological  can  be  named.  The  histories  of  such 
subjects,  irrespective  of  crime,  is  one  of  isms,  creeds  and  fads.  They 
succumb  to  suggestion  at  every  turn ;  they  buy  goldbricks ;  they  fol- 
low the  leader;  they  espouse  in  quick  succession  freak  diets,  poli- 
tical panaceas  and  various  economic  cure-alls.  They  fluctuate  be- 
tween sin  and  remorse-consuming  conviction  of  sin;  they  are  came- 
leon,  taking  on  social  suggestion  of  whatever  nature,  good,  bad  or 
indifferent.  By  chance  alone,  statistical  probability  should  cast  a 
considerable  number  as  cat's-paws  to  dominating  criminal  person- 
alities. 

Ninth.  Adolescent  environment  may  have  been  the  chief  cause 
for  the  theft.  The  plastic  adolescent  years  from  eleven  to  eighteen 
may  have  been  spent  in  factory,  mill,  or  mine.  And  if  this  seems  a 
colorless  sort  of  cause  and  a  forced  alibi,  let  the  reader  if  he  be  a 
parent,  substitute  his  own  child.  An  employer  cannot  be  expected 
to  look  to  the  associates,  ideals  and  remote  vocational  needs  of  a 
child.  The  employer  is  frankly  interested  in  exploiting  the  child's 
labor.  To  be  brief,  the  child  at  this  age  needs  to  be  under  conditions 
where  his  ultimate  ideals  and  vocational  needs  come  first,  not  his  im- 
mediate labor  value.  Until  we  have  covered  this  dangerous  period 
of  childhood  with  definite  provisions  for  ideals  and  altruistic  adjust- 
ments we  will  have  to  swallow  the  accusation :  * '  Societies  have  the 
criminals  they  deserve." 

Tenth.  Closely  allied  to  the  foregoing  is  lack  of  education  often 
to  the  point  of  no  education  at  all,  resulting  in  ill-defined  ideals,  bad 
leisure  and  cultural  habits,  and  no  definite  vocation.  Everything 
else  being  equal,  youth  and  itinerant  labor  habits  make  a  bad  com- 
bination, leading  quickly  to  predatory  acts. 

Eleventh.  The  cause  of  the  theft  may  have  been  due  to  the  fact 
that  the  man  was  out  of  work,  and  had  dependents  and  was  too 
proud  to  beg  or  seek  the  organized  charities.  When  the  number  of 
idle  men  in  the  country  is  500,000  it  may  be  well  to  assume  that  it 
is  just  the  incapability  of  the  man  that  is  operating;  but  when  the 
number  of  idle  men  swells  to  5,000,000,  as  it  has  at  times,  it  is  safe 
to  say  that  we  will  have  numerous  cases  of  the  type  here  referred  to. 

Twelfth.  Inability  to  hold  a  job  may  be  the  cause.  Feeble-mind- 
edness,  emotional  traits,  and  lack  of  definite  vocational  training 
combined  with  drink,  physical  condition  or  loss  of  arm,  eye,  or  leg 
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may  be  the  basis  of  such  a  case.  The  man  often  has  a  choice  of  evils ; 
he  may  beg,  he  may  steal,  or  he  may  turn  on  the  gas  and  fend  it 
all. 

Thirteenth.  The  social  surrounding  very  often  are  the  obvious 
cause,  giving  an  interlocking  tangle  of  bad  leisure  habits,  criminal 
surroundings,  criminalistic  imagery  and  ideals  derived  from  fiction 
of  the  '*True  Story"  ilk,  plus  the  press,  plus  the  suggestive  signs  and 
posters,  plus  the  movies,  plus  the  dance  hall,  and  so  on. 

Fourteenth.  There  is  the  professional  thief.  Leaving  aside  the 
remote  causes,  at  the  time  of  arrest  he  is  engaged  in  premeditated 
theft,  and  frankly  substitutes  theft  for  work.  He  fits  closely  the 
popular  concept  of  the  criminal,  and  is  the  stereotype  most  of  us 
have  in  mind  when  theft  is  mentioned. 

Now  these  fourteen  types,  each  committing  theft,  differ  as  to  mo- 
tive and  also  as  to  mental,  physical  and  emotional  make-up,  and  con- 
sequently there  is  individual  difference  in  the  nature  and  in  the  pos- 
sibility of  reform.  The  neurotic  may  be  highly  intelligent  and  the 
disturbing  factor  may  be  functional  and  correctible.  The  moron  and 
imbecile  are  hopeless  except  in  so  far  as  social  and  economic  re- 
sponsibility may  be  simplified  and  guarded.  Well  defined  mental 
disease  may  be  chronic  and  incurable,  as  paresis,  or  at  times  transi- 
ent and  curable  as  in  certain  manias.  In  some,  treatment  may  re- 
move the  difficulty  (neurosis)  in  others,  if  the  disease  is  advanced, 
it  is  of  no  avail  (paresis),  or  prognosis  may  have  to  be  deferred  as 
is  often  the  case  in  dementia  praecox.  In  some  education  will  aid, 
for  example  when  the  essential  factor  is  adolescent  surroundings,  bad 
social  and  leisure  habits,  criminalistic  imagery  or  the  conditions  im- 
posed on  itinerant  labor.  In  some  education  is  secondary  or  useless 
as  in  the  case  of  the  low  grade  feeble-minded,  the  constitutional 
psychopath,  chronic  recidivist,  and  chronic  alcoholic.  In  some  cases 
it  is  society,  itself,  that  needs  education,  and  which  is  essentially 
responsible.  This  is  true  of  some  of  the  out  of  work  cases,  combina- 
tions of  child  labor  and  crime,  and  the  sordid  social  settings  often 
provided  adolescence.  In  some  cases,  society,  itself,  is  essentially 
criminal  in  its  political,  economic  and  social  relationships. 

3.     Concerning  Psychological  Determinism  and  Prison  Reform 

The  psychologist  starts  with  the  premises  that  all  action  is  casual, 
whether  physical,  physiological  or  mental.  Mental  and  emotional 
actions  are  just  as  much  a  part  of  a  cause-effect  world  as  any  physi- 
cal act.  Human  behavior  has  a  casual  motive  in  every  case.  Crime 
is  no  less  casual  than  music  appreciation,  skill  on  the  typewriter,  or 
a  taste  for  mayonnaise  dressing  or  for  ripe  olives.  Ideas  arise  from 
associations,  associations  come  from  sensory  experience.  One's 
dictive  sense.    Likewise  he  is  not  concerned  with  innocence  in  the 
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thought,  ideas  and  ideals  are  limited  by  the  sum  total  of  his  experi- 
ences and  his  emotional  and  intellectual  habits.  This  view  of 
thought  and  action  is  known  as  psychological  determinism.  In  one 
sense  it  provides  an  excuse  or  alibi  for  crime  in  that  it  does  not  look 
to  casual  sources  for  action  in  the  volitions  of  the  individual  but  in 
the  unique  blending  of  racial,  family,  and  social  traits.  It  is  then 
possible  to  think  of  the  criminal  as  a  person  who  is  sick  morally  and 
mentally.  At  this  point  considerable  confusion  arises  in  the  mind  of 
the  public.  If  the  criminal  is  not  responsible,  he  is  innocent.  The 
discussion  from  t  le  psychological  view  is  pointless.  If  the  man  com- 
mitted the  crime  he  is  guilty,  that  is  he  did  it  (pardon  the  tautology). 
The  psychologist  would  now  waste  no  time  in  punishment  in  the  vin- 
sense  that  the  insane  are  irresponsible  and  therefore  innocent.  Re  - 
sponsibility  is  not  an  ' '  all-or-none ' '  matter  but  has  varying  degrees 
and  must  be  shared  by  society  as  well  as  the  individual.  As  a  prac- 
tical matter  it  is  just  as  annoying  to  be  killed  by  an  insane  man,  as 
a  sane  one,  it  is  also  annoying  to  be  killed  by  lightening,  tuber- 
culosis or  Bright 's  disease.  Punitive  measures,  however,  as  such, 
are  useless,  when  the  punishment  fails  to  be  remedial,  which  is  the 
case  at  present  with  crime.  The  psychologist  insists  that  there  are 
differential  causes  for  the  same  crime  and  that  incarceration  must 
be  looked  upon  as  an  opportunity  for  differential  treatment.  In 
certain  respects  the  analogy  between  individualized  treatment  for 
prisoners  and  individualized  hospital  treatment  is  not  bad.  If  a 
treatment  gives  evidence  of  being  beneficial,  the  fact  that  it  is  pain- 
ful is  of  no  consequence.  If,  and  whenever,  solitary  confinement, 
splitting  a  man's  toe  or  the  Russian  knout  can  be  shown  to  be  bene 
ficial  to  the  prisoner  then  it  must  be  applied  and  the  fact  that  it  is 
painful  is  of  as  little  concern  as  the  painful  features  in  an  appen- 
dicitis operation.  But  none  of  these  punishments  have  been  bene- 
ficial to  the  prisoner  and  may  be  dismissed  without  further  con- 
sideration. 

4.    The  Differential  Treatment  of  Prisoners 

The  differential  treatment  proposed  by  the  psychologist  would 
run  somewhat  as  follows  : 

First.  All  incoming  prisoners  would  be  placed  under  observation 
for  a  period  of  several  weeks,  if  necessary,  to  determine  the  exact 
nature  of  the  case,  if  possible.  The  insane  would  be  turned  over  to 
the  psychiatrist  and  the  hospitals  for  the  criminally  insane.  It  may 
cheer  those  who  fear  too  soft  treatment  with  this  class  of  offender  to 
know  that  the  records  for  St.  Elizabeth's  Hospital,  Washington,  D. 
C,  show  that  the  criminally  insane  are  retained,  on  the  average,  two 
and  a  half  times  as  long  as  they  would  be  under  the  usual  court  sen 
tences  for  such  offenses. 
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Second.  There  should  be  a  rough  blocking  off  of  the  feeble-mind- 
ed. More  education,  a  skilled  or  semi-skilled  trade  if  possible,  and 
a  carefully  controlled  parole  will  make  many  of  these  cases  capable 
of  successful  readjustment.  Low  grade  feeble-mindedness,  and  cer- 
tain types  of  insanity  need  permanent  care,  not  in  the  vindictive 
sense  of  punishment,  but  in  the  protective  sense,  both  to  society  and 
to  the  unfortunate  himself.  Many  border-line  intelligence  cases  with 
low  emotional  breaking  point  or  marked  sex  abnormality  fall  within 
this  class.  Many  of  these,  furthermore,  need  segregation  from  the 
rest  of  the  prisoners.  Society  has  certainly  bungled  when  a  fairly 
wholesome  boy  of  sixteen  goes  to  the  penitentiary  for  the  quite  un- 
derstandable crime  of  ''taking  an  auto"  and  comes  out  foul  in  mind 
and  a  sex  degenerate. 

Third.  All  prisoners  should  be  carefully  sized  up  as  to  the  amount 
of  education  each  is  capable  of  receiving,  the  type  of  vocational 
training  possible,  and  an  attempt  made  to  stimulate  some  wholesome 
avocational  interest.  Any  adequate  system  of  educational  and  vo- 
cational training  will  call  for  classifications  all  the  way  from  groups 
of  illiterates  to  technical  and  academic  training  groups,  depending 
on  the  intelligence,  previous  education,  and  trade  or  technical  train  • 
ing  of  the  man  in  question.  The  problem  is  not  unlike  that  facing 
any  public  school  system,  with  clearly  defined  groups  from  primary 
to  the  technical  trades  and  professions,  with,  of  course,  a  very  much 
larger  group  incapable  of  technical  and  academic  training  than  we 
find  in  the  school  system.  A  portion  of  the  guards,  at  least,  should 
be  replaced  by  competent  instructors  and  vocational  experts.  INo 
person  should  be  considered  eligible  for  parole  until  he  has  attained 
an  education  and  trade  training  somewhat  comparable  with  his  men- 
tality and  ability  to  learn  a  trade. 

Fourth.  Definite  work  with  pay  should  be  provided  for  all  who 
are  capable  mentally  or  physically  of  working.  Unless  the  prisoner 
has  some  one  depending  on  him  financially,  a  portion  of  his  earning 
should  be  automatically  saved  awaiting  the  time  of  his  parole. 

Fifth.  Some  few  feeble-minded  or  neurotics  usually,  still  prove 
dangerous  or  disturbers  of  the  peace  even  within  prison  walls.  These 
should  be  given  a  separate  building  with  separate  grounds  for  ex- 
ercise. Experience  shows,  where  this  has  been  tried,  that  it  is  ef- 
fective in  getting  rid  of  from  50  to  90  percent  of  the  discipline  cases, 
while  the  segregation  includes  only  2  to  5  percent  of  the  prison  popu- 
lation. 

Sixth.  The  known  degenerates  and  the  professionals  with  certain 
unwholesome  attitudes  should  be  kept  from  the  young  and  suggest- 
ible. This  can  be  done  by  vocational  groupings  and  by  cell  group- 
ings as  has  been  provided  for  in  the  new  building  at  Joliet. 
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Seventh.  The  indeterminate  sentence  is  a  necessary  adjunct  to 
any  constructive  system  of  advance  and  reform.  It  will  require  a 
very  definite  study  of  the  individual  delinquent  with  a  very  intelli- 
gent board  of  control.  The  parole  system  will  have  to  be  more  than 
a  paper  one  as  it  is  at  present.  The  individual  up  for  parole  con- 
sideration should  be  required  to  have  completed  educational  and  vo- 
cational trainings  within  the  range  of  his  intelligence.  The  social 
settings  in  connection  with  the  offence  would  need  to  be  considered 
and  environmental  controls  dictated  and  enforced. 

Eighth.  The  habitual  and  the  professional  criminals  should  have 
a  searching  investigation  as  to  the  cause  of  delinquency.  If  they 
cannot  float  in  society  with  a  controlled  parole  then  the  indetermin- 
ate sentence  should  be  made  permament.  When  we  are  told  that 
of  the  190,257  Alleghenj^  workhouse  cases,  86,640,  or  over  45  per  cent 
are  repeaters,  and  that  498  have  been  sentenced  fifty  times  and  over, 
one  realizes  that  we  have  here  chronic  immorality  and  the  compari- 
son with  chronic  and  incurable  disease  is  not  inappropriate.  It  is 
safe  to  say  that  in  many  cases  habit  sets  of  mind,  modes  of  living  and 
the  leisure  and  work  attitudes  are  too  well  entrenched  to  be  modified. 
Certain  potential  emotional  feeble-minded  types  and  certain  insane 
types  should  be  excluded  from  society  with  the  first  offense,  which 
is  often  minor  but  fatalistically  significant  as  to  the  future  action. 
This  is  also  true  of  certain  sex  cases. 

5.     Constructive  Psychological  Phases 

Once  caught,  the  attitude  of  all  concerned  with  the  prisoner  should 
be  kindly,  firm,  unyielding,  similar  to  that  of  the  professional  nurse 
with  her  patient.  This  requires  intelligence.  With  this  in  mnd, 
Louis  N.  Robinson  says:  ''College  or  university  trustees  search  the 
country  over  for  suitable  persons  to  man  the  institutions  under  their 
charge ;  yet  the  problems  awaiting  them  are  in  no  respect  more  com- 
plicated or  more  perverse  than  those  which  arise  in  a  large  prison. '' 
(Louis  N.  Robinson,  Penology  in  the  United  States,  page  81.  The 
John  C.  Winston  Company,  1923.) 

Education  and  vocational  training  should  be  supplied  not  only  as 
a  practical  measure,  but  also  because  thought  and  emotions  insist 
on  forming  habits  about  something.  If  we  do  not  provide  whole- 
some settings  for  some  progressive  mental  advance,  the  very  nature 
of  prison  confinement  will  provide  a  vicious  circle  of  interacting 
emotions  and  ideas.  We  may  take  our  choice.  We  may  provide  the 
material  for  thought  and  constructive  action  or  let  the  lurid  fancies 
conjure  monsters  of  abuse,  delusion,  hatred,  revenge,  fear  and  ab- 
normalsex  imagery.  We  can't  have  the  pie  and  eat  it.  We  can't 
have  revenge  and  reform. 
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The  psychologist  is  averse  to  panaceas.  The  causes  of  maladjust- 
ment are  terribly  complicated  and  many  of  them  lie  beyond  any  hu- 
man power  of  betterment.  The  question  is  not :  Will  education,  vo- 
cational traininjy  and  scientific  grouping  solve  the  prison  problem? 
There  is  no  solution.  The  question  is  this :  Will  a  constructive  pro- 
gram, economic  incentive,  and  so  on  salvage  more  than  we  are  sal- 
vaging at  present?  Many  cases  are  hopeless  from  inborn  character- 
istics; many  are  hopeless  from  chronic  habit  sets — habits  are  often 
as  far  beyond  correction  as  a  withered  arm.  Many  need  permanent 
care.  Many  can  float  in  society  if  given  an  environment  that  is  not 
too  complex  or  exacting.  There  are  few  who  cannot  be  benefitted. 
There  are  few  who  are  not  atypical  in  some  way,  either  in  intellect, 
or  the  affective  or  emotional  make-up.  There  is  no  place  in  cor;- 
structive  prison  work  for  the  enthusiastic  reformer.  Something  of 
the  hospital  attitude  is  needed  with  careful  records  on  each  con- 
structive policy  tried,  not  in  the  hope  of  finding  a  solution,  but  pure- 
ly with  pregmatic  set:  What  yields  the  best  return  in  successful 
parole  and  a  protected  society? 
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
